CHAPTER  2. 
AN  ACT  to  change  the  name  of  the  Merchants*  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
df  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  so  much  of  section  1,  of  the  act  appioved 
February  17,  1858,  incorporating  the  "Merchants'  Deposit 
Bank,"  be  amended  so  as  to  read  the  '^Citizens*  Bank." 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges,  and  the  stockholders  shall  be  liable,  as  the  oth- 
er chartered  savings  institutions  of  this  State. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  25. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  Chapter  28  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  Article  9,  Title 

"Fbrgery  and  Counterfeiting." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
(f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  If  any  person  shall  forge,  counterfeit  or  simulate 
any  United  States  Treasury  note,  or  any  United  States 
fractional  or  postal  currency;  or  shall  erase  or  alter  the 
lame;  or  shall  tender  in  payment,  utter,  vend,  exchange, 
Wter,  or  demand  to  have  exchanged  or  bartered  for  money 
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1868.  or  other  thing  of  value^  any  such  erased,  altered,  counte^ 
felted,  or  simulated  Treasury  note,  fractional  or  postal  cur- 
rency, or  have  the  same  in  his  possession,  or  under  his  con- 
trol, with  intent  so  to  pass  or  use  the  same,  knox^'ing  thi 
same  to  be  so  forged,  counterfeited,  erased,  altered,  or  sim- 
ulated, he  shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary,  upon  in- 
dictmiBnt  and  conviction,  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
ten  years. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

the  Russell  Circait  Court. 

Whereas,  the  November  term,  1863,  of  the  Russell  cir- 
cuit court  was  held  by  a  jro  (em.  judge  in  the  absence  of 
the  regular  judge  of  said  court,  and  some  doubts  exist  as 
to  the  legality  of  said  court — therefore. 

Be  V(  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammtmweallk 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  the  holding  of  said  court  is  hereby  legalized, 
iSSf**^^  and  the  orders  and  proceedings  of  said  court  are  declared 
vemtMr^tormj  to  have  the  same  force,  validity,  and  eflfect  as  if  made  and 
mt.  at  KoaMii   j^^^  jjy  ^^  regular  circuit  judge  of  said  court. 

§  2.  That  upon  the  clerk  of  said  court  certifying  the 
number  of  days  said  term  was  held,  and  the  judge  fro  tern. 
that  is  entitled  thereto,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treasury  for  the  amount 
such  judge /Mx>  tern,  is  entitled  to  for  holding  said  court,  but 
this  is  not  to  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  regular 
judge. 

§  8.  This  aot  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

}3.  That  said  bank  may  receive  Btock  of  said  bank  in      w«a»msry» 
payment  of  any  liabilities  due  said  bank,  and  may  hold   ^t^teiftinC 
said  stock  as  collateral  security  for  the  payment  of  any   *^*^'*^ 
debt  due,  or  upon  which  any  stockholder  may  have  be* 
come  liable   for  payment:  Provided^  the   capital  stock  of 
paid  bank,  not  so  received  or  held,  amounts  to  twenty-five 
thoasand  dollars.

CHAPTER  63. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  Sec.  15,  Art  1,  Chap.  28,  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  to  section  15th,  article  1st,  chapter  28th,  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  be  added  the  following:  In  all  cases  in 
which  the  party  indicted  for  stealing  property,  or  for  having 
stolen  property  in  his  possession,  shall  break  jail,  forfeit 
his  recognizance,  or  otherwise  fail  to  appear  for  trial,  at 
the  proper  tiiyie,  the  party  or  parties  claiming  the  property 
may  make  a  motion  in  the  court  in  which  the  indictment  is 
pending  for  the  return  to  him  or  them  of  such  property . 
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The  claim  shall  be  supported  by  his  or  their  affidavit.  The 
motion  shall  be  continued  until  the  next  term  of  the  court 
for  final  action.  A  notice  of  such  motion,  served  upon  the 
attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  taken  as  a  notice 
served  upon  the  person  named  in  the  indictment,  and  shall 
give  the  court  jurisdiction  of  the  matter.  A  jury  shall  be 
empanneled  to  try  the  facts,  and  if  they  find,  in  their  ver- 
dict, that  the  claimant  or  claimants  are  entitled  to  the  pos- 
session of  the  property,  the  court  shall  enter  the  judgment 
accordingly;  and  the  court  shall  have  power  to  enforce  such 
judgment  by  rule,  attachment,  and  imprisonment,  as  in 
cases  of  contempt.  The  claimant  shall  be  adjudged  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  proceeding. 

§2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  defend  the  motion  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section. 

§3.  If  any  claimant  shall  make  oath  in  open  court,  at 
the  time  of  the  trial,  that  he  knows  of  no  one  within  the 
county  by  whom  he  can  establish  his  claim  to  the  property 
in  controversy,  he  may,  in  that  case  and  event,  testify  in  his 
own  behalf. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

ANACrr  for  the  benefit  of  the  SheriffB,  and  other  officers  of  Graves, 
STickmaD,  FqUod  and  Powell  couDties. 

Whereas,  it  ia  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that 
io  the  counties  of  Graves,  Hickman,  Fulton,  and  Powell,  it 
infrequently  unsafe  for  the  sheriffs,  and  other  executive 
officers,  to  execute  process,  and  coerce  the  collection  of 
money,  by  reason  of  the  presence  of  guerrilla  bands  and 
other  lawless  persons — therefore.

§  1.  That  the  school  flind  is  the  fnnd  dedicated  by  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  Commonweaith  to  sas* 
taining  a  system  of  common  schools  therein. 

§  2.  The  Auditor  shall  keep  the  acconnts  in  relation  to 
Aii^Hortokeep    th iff  fund.     He  shall,  once  in  each  month,  make  a  transfer 

to  the  credit  of  said  fund  of  all  receipts  into  the  treasury 
for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of  the  State,  up  to 
the  date  of  sach  transfer.  He  shall  allow  no  expenditures 
on  that  account  beyond  the  annual  revenue  of  the  fund, 
and  see  that  no  county  draws  more  than  its  proper  propor- 
tion.

^8.  The  interest  on  this  bond  accruing  to  the  credit  of 
each  county  shall,  from  year  to  year,  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  districtp  thereof,  in  which  common  schools  shall 
have  been  taught  according  to  law,  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  the  revenue  of  the  general  school  fund  is  apportion- 
ed among  them,  and  being  added  to  the  distributable  share 
of  the  county  from  the  revenue  of  the  general  fund  shall 
be  paid  out  at  the  same  time  with  said  distributable  share. 
(9.  The  laws  now  in  force  by  which  a  tax  of  five  cents 
on  every  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property  in  the  State  is 
raised  for  common  school  purposes,  and  by  which  all  the 
laws  giving  to  the  prosecutor  or  informer,  other  than  the 
Commonwealth's  Attorney,  in  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
money  lost  at  gaming,  any  portion  of  the  forfeiture,  or  any 
part  of  the  penalty  for  gaming  consequent  upon  conviction, 
were  repealed,  and  all  moneys  so  forfeited,  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  necessary  cost  of  prosecution,  that  went  to  the 
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informer  or  prosecator,  other  than  the  Commonwealth's  At- 
torney, were  appropriated  to  the  u»e  and  benefit  of  the 
common  school  fund  of  thia  Commonwealth,  tog^ether  with 
any  and  all  laws  in  aid  of  said  fund,  are  hereby  continued 
in  force. 

§  10.  When  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  be  in- 
formed that  any  donation,  gift,  or  devise  of  any  real  or  per- 
sonal estate  shall  have  been  made  to  the  common  school 
fund  of  Kentucky,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  ap- 
point some  discreet  per:«on,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the 
personal  or  real  estate  so  granted,  devised,  or  donated,  and 
sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  proceeds  into 
the  treasury  of  Kentucky.  Before  said. agent,  so  appoint- 
ed by  the  Auditor,  shall  proceed  to  act,  he  shall  give  a 
bond  with  good  security,  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
faithful  discbarge  of  his  duties  as  agent.  Said  bond  shall 
be  given  in  the  county  in  which  the  donor,  grantor,  or  de- 
visor, shall  have  died,  or  in  the  county  in  which  the  prop- 
erty is  situated,  the  bon<l  to  be  executed  in,  and  approved 
by,  the  county  court.  The  person  so  appointed  shall  make 
a  settlement  with  the  county  court  of  his  county  once  in 
each  year,  and  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  the  amount 
found  in  his  hands  after  said  settlement.  The  court  shall 
allow  said  person  a  reasonable  compensation  for  collecting 
and  paying  over  said  money,  which  amount  said  person 
shall  retain  in  his  hands  out  of  the  money  collected.  For 
any  failure  of  the  person  so  appointed  to  discharge  the 
duties  under  this  act,  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable 
to  all  damages  sustained,  and  for  all  money  collected,  with 
twenty  per  cent,  damages  on  the  amount  so  collected,  and 
which  he  has  failed  to  pay  over.  The  suit  on  the  bond 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  shall  be  instituted  by  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney. 
The  person  appointed  by  the  Auditor  shall  have  the  same 
power  in  collecting  and  settling  the  estate  as  an  adminis- 
trator or  executor  now  has  by  law;  may  institute  and  de- 
fend all  suits  in  reference  to  said  estate,  sue  and  collect  all 
notes,  bondr.-,  &c.,  an«l  sell  and  convey  the  real  estate  by 
deed.  The  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  treasury  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  remain  there  until  the 
same  is  disposed  of  by  law;  and  the  Treasurer  and  his 
sureties  shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  on  his  official  bond. 
This  section  shall  apply  to  all  gifts,  donations,  or  deviaes 
heretofore  or  herealter  made  to  the  school  fund  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

ARTICLE  II. 


BOABD    OV    IDDCATIOV. 


§1.  The  Attorney  General,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with 
perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Board 
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of  Education  for  the  State  of  Kentacky,"  subject  to   alter- 
ation and  repeal  by  the  Legislature. 

J 2.  The  corporation  may  take,  hold,  and  dispose  of  real 
or  personal  estate  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of 
the  State. 

§3.  The  Superiiitendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
president  of  the 'board,  but  any  two  of  its  members  may 
control  its  corporate  action. 

§4.  The  board  shall  meet  annually,  on  or  before  the  1st 
day  of  July,  and  at  other  times  uporf  the  call  of  the  presi- 
dent, who  shall  keep  a  record  of  th*^  proceedings  of  the 
board;  and  its  corporate  acts  shall  be  attested  by  his  sig> 
nature,  or  by  the  signatures  of  the  other  two  members;  and 
his  or  their  private  seal  or  scroll  hIihII  stand  in  lieu  of  a  cor- 
porate seal.  The  record -»  of  the  board  .-hall  also  show  the 
place  of  deposit  of  the  bonds,  certificates  nf  stock,  and 
other  evidences  of  property  owned  by  the  board  for  common 
lebool  purposes. 

§5.  The  board  shall,  from,iim<'.  to  time,  adopt  regula- 
tioos  for  the  government  of  the  common  schools,  recom- 
ffleod  the  course  of  instruction  therein,  and  the  class  books 
to  be  used. 

§6.  The  instruction  prescribed  by  the  board  shall  em- 
brace the  elements  o\  a  plain  education  in  English,  iu- 
oluding  grammar,  arithmetic,  geography,  and  history. 

§7.  The  board  shall  pi  escribe  the  forms  of  returns  to  be 
made  by  the  county  commissioners  and  trustees,  and  the 
Saperintendent  shall  distribute  printed  copies  thereof. 

§8.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  require  the  trus- 
tees and  commissioners  of  common  schools  to  report  facts 
additional  to  those  now  required  to  be  reported,  whenever, 
10  their  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  cause  of  common 
achools  in  the  State   shall  indicate  the  necessity  thereof. 

§9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  organize  and  keep 
in  existence,  a  State  Teachers'  Association,  to  be  composed 
of  the  members  of  the  board,  the  commissioners,  the  trus- 
tees, and  the  teacbers  of  the  common  schools  of  the  State, 
together  with  such  other  teachers  of  the  State,  as  the  board 
may  invite  to  become  members  of  such  organization,  lor 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  common  schools  in 
the  State:  Prmnded,  That  not  more  than  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  shall  be  expended  in 
any  one  year  in  the  support  of  such  association.  The  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction,  shall  be,  ex  officitt^  pres- 
ident of  said  association,  and  the  other  members  of  the 
board,  ex'ffficio,  vice  pre:<idents,  in  the  order  in  \%hich  their 
names  occur  in  the  first  section  of  this  article.

AKTIOLB  III. 

BITPIBtVTBirDBVT. 

§  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  take 
the  oath  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  first 
Monday  succeeding  the  inauguration  of  the  Governor. 

§  2.  His  salary  shall  be  J$l,500,  beside  which  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  office  fixtures,  stationery,  books,  and  post- 
age needed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  his  office,  together  with 
his  traveling  expenses  whi^n  in  the  performance  of  bis  da- 
ties  as  Superintendent*  lie  shall  also  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  clerk,  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  $500. 

§3.  He  shall  keep  his  office  in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  and, 
until  further  provision  be  made  therefor,  in  one  of  the  two 
large  rooms  now  used  as  library  roonns  on  the  first  floor  of 
the  Capitol,  and  shall  devote  his  entire  time  and  attentioa 
to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  4.  He  shall,  immediately  after  the  15th  day  of  Febru- 
ary, in  each  year,  furnish  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
with  the  school  reports  legally  in  his  hands  at  said  date, 
and  for  that  year  no  othgr  reports  shall  be  admitted. 

J  5.  He  shall,  annually,  by  the  first  day  of  March,  make 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  common  schools  and  their 
prospects;  the  amount  and  condition  of  the  school  fund; 
how  its  revenue  has  been  disbursed,  and  the  increase  it 
may  require;  the  practical  working  of  the  common  school 
system  of  the  State,  with  suggestions  as  to  any  alterations 
it  may  require;  which,  together  with  the  returns  and  ap- 
portionments for  the  year  then  just  past,  shall  be  immedi- 
atelv  delivered  to  the  Public  Printer,  and  he  shall  cause  to 
be  printed  five  thousand  copies,  and  the  same  be  distribu- 
ted according  to  law. 

§  6.  He  shall  deliver  public  lectures  on  common  schools, 
and  otherwise  endeavor  to  promote  the  interest  of  common 
schools,  in  one  fourth  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  annual- 
ly, until  he  shall  have  visi  ed  all  the  counties  of  the  State, 
during  hirf  term  of  office,  besides  which  he  shall  visit  any 
portion  of  the  State  at  any  time  when  he  may  deem  hie 
services  in  such  portion  of  the  State  demanded  by  the  in- 
terests of  the  system;  and  shall  state'  in  his  report  what 
counties  he  has  visited,  and  where  he  has  delivered  lectures. 

§  7.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  the 
orders  drawn  or  countersigned  by  him  on  the  Auditor,  of 
ail  returns  of  settlements,  and  of  all  changes  in  the  office 
of  commissioner. 

^  8.  Copies  of  records  and  papers  in  his  office,  certified 
by  him,  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  evidence  equally  with  the 
originals. 

^9.  He  may  exchange  with  any  Statein  this  Union,  cop- 
ies of  the  school  reports,  and  other  documents  pertaining 
to  his  department,  for  similar  reports  and  documents  of 
such  other  State,  and  may  send  copies  of  said  school  re- 
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porta  to  literary  institutions,  and  to  socfa  literary  and  dis- 
tinguished persons  as,  in  his  discretion,  he  may  select. 

}  10.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  report  any  habitual  neglect 
of  duty,  or  any  misappropriation  of  common  school  funds, 
on  the  part  of  any  oi  the  commisi^ioners  or  trustees  of  coro- 
Doo  schools  in  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  county  judges 
of  any  counties  in  which  such  neglect  of  duty,  or  such 
ttisappropriation  of  funds  may  occur,  whenever  such  neg- 
lect of  duty,  or  such  misappropriation  of  funds  shall,  come 
to  his  knowledge. 

§  11.  In  all  questions  of  law  that  may  arise  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  opinion  of  the  At- 
tsroey  General,  in  writing,  shall  be  conclusive  for  the  time, 
and  his  sufficient  defense  against  all  parties,  which  opinion 
•h&II  be  filed  in  his  office,  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
tbat  purpose. 

$  12.  Upon  retiring  from  office  the  Superintendent  shall 
deliver  to  his  successor  all  the  books,  papers,  and  effects 
belonging  to  his  office,  and  in  failure  to  do  »o,  shall  be 
Ibed  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  the 
FVanklin  circuit  court.

(  1.  There  shall  be  a  commissioner  of  common  schools 
in  each  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  who  shall  possess  a 
ftir  English  education. 

(  2.  The  commissioner  shall  be  elect#*d  by  the  presiding 
judge  and  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  at  the 
eonrt  of  claims  to  be  held  in  and  for  the  county,  every  two 

J  ears  from  and  after  the  year  1662;  and  for  the  purpoi^e  of 
olding  such  elections,  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  city 
ef  Newport,  Campbell  county,  and  the  city  of  Covington,

§  7.  A  commissioner  phail  have  the  power  to  organize  a 
county  teachers'  association,  of  which  he  shall  be,  ex-qfficio, 
president,  and  of  which  all  the  trustees  and  teachers  of  the 
common  schools  of  the  county,  together  with  any  other 
teachers  of  the  county,  whom  he  or  the  association  may 
invite  to  participate  in  the  proceedinjBTs  thereof,  shall  be 
members.  The  county  association  shall  do  nothing  incon- 
sistent with  the  regulations  which  the  Board  of  Education 
may  prescnhe. 

§  8.  Each  commissioner  shall  attend  at  the  county  ^eat 
on  the  first  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  in  January,  in 
each  year,  to  receive  reports  from  the  trustees  of  the  com- 
mon schools  of  his  county,  and  before  the  15tb  day  of  Jan- 
uary, he  shall  prepare  and  mail,  and  before  the  15th  day  of 
February,  must  cause  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction,  the  report  of  said  com- 
missioner, ^aid  report  shall  embrace  the  following  items^ 
to  wit:  first.  The  districts  in  which  common  schools  have 
been  reported  to  him  as  having  been  regularly  taught  for 
at  least  three  months  during  the  year,  and  which  he  be- 
lieves to  have  been  so  taught.  Second,  The  whole  number 
of  free  white  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twen- 
ty years,  residing  in  each  district,  on  the  10th  day  of  Janu- 
ary preceding  the  report.  Thirdj  The  whole  time  a  com- 
mon school  has  been  kept  in  each  district  during  the  year 
by  a  qualified  teacher.  Fourth,  The  highest,  lowrst  and 
average  number  of  children  in  attendance  during  that  time. 
Fiitk,  The  cost  of  tuition  for  each  child  for  three  months, 
according  to  the  highest  number  in  attendance  at  any  one 
time.  tSixiJi,  The  amount  of  money  received  from  the  State 
the  preceding  year,  and  how  distributed;  and  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  surplus  if  any. 

^  9.  For  failure  to  be  present  at  the  county  seat,  at  the 
time  appointed,  to  receive  reports,  he  shall,  without  some 
lawful  excuse,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars. 

^  10.  He  shall,  in  each  year,  so  soon  ad  he  shall  be  in- 
formed by  the  Superintendent  of  the  distributable  share  of 
the  revenue  of  the  school  fund  apportioned  to  his  county 
by  the  Auditor,  draw  an  order  on  the  Auditor  lor  such  dia- 
tributable  share  of  the  said  revenue.  The  order,  when 
countersigned  by  the  Superintendent,  with  a  certificate 
that  he  believes  that  such  schools  have  been  regularly 
taught,  shall  entitle  the  commissioner  to  a  warrant  on  the 
treasury,  for  the  share  of  the  fund  as  above,  mentioned,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  taught  in  his  county  da- 
ring the  preceding  year. 

§  11.  Each  school  commissioner  shall  as  soon  as  practi-

failure  to  do  so  on  demand,  the  trustees  may  recover  the 
same  and  thirty  percent,  damages  thereon,,  by  action 
against  the  coramie>sioner,  or  against  him  and  his  sureties, 
or  any  of  them  on  his  official  bond. 

§  12.  Each  school  commissioner  shall  pay  out  and  dis- 
burse the  amount  of  said  moneys  coming  into  his  hands,  to 
the  persons  entitled  to  receive  them  and,  within  ninety 
days,  settle  his  accounts  with  the  county  court,  and  forward 
a  copy  of  said  settlement,  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction;  and  said 
copy  of  settlement  with  the  county  court  shall  embrace  all 
sums  received  since  the  date  of  his  last  settlement,  bv  said 
commissioner,  lor  the  benefit  of.  common  sch.  ois.  and  also 
contain  a  full  statement  of  all  sums  paid  out  by  him,  for 
what,  to  whom  and  when  paid;  and  should  any  commis- 
sioner fail  to  pay  out  and  disburse  the  common  school 
moneys  received  by  him,  and  to  make  settlement,  and  re- 
port the  same  within  the  ninety  days  as  above  directed,  he 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  there- 
of, shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  on<^  hundred  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  as  well  as  remain  liable  on 
his  official  bond;  and  furthermore,  if  such  certified  copy  of 
settlement  fail  to  reach  the  iSuperintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction within  one  hundred  davs  from  thr  Hate  on  which 
be  countersigned  the  order  of  the  cbmmi8:?io:i>'r  on  the  Audi- 
tor, the  said  Superintendent  of  Public  Instm  tion  ehall  no- 
tify the  said  commissioner  of  the  fact,  and  if  ihe  aforemen- 
tioned copy  of  settlement  shall  not  be  received  within  fif- 
teen days  from  the  time  of  such  notification,  he  s^hall  inform 
the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  commission- 
er lives,  of  the  facts. 

§  13.  Any  devise,  gift,  or  donation,  of  any  real  or  per- 
sona) estate,  in  aid  of  the  common  schools  of  any  county 
of  this  State,  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  commissioner  of 
common  schools  of  such  county,  and  he  shall  be  required 
to  make  settlement  in  regard  thereto,  in  the  same  manner 
in  which,  and  at  the  time  when,  he  makes  settlement  in 
regard  to  the  moneys  received  from-  the  revenue  of  the 
school  fund;  but  he  shall  not  be  required  to  send  a  copy  of 
such  settlement  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. 

^  14.  A  ommissioner  may  administer  the  oath  required 
of  a  trustee  or  teacher  of  common  schools,  or  of  other  per- 
sons required  to  make  oath  in  masters  relating  thereto. 

^  15  Bach  commissioner  shall  keep  a  record  ot  all  busi- 
ness transacted  by  bim  as  commissioner,  and  a  detailed 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him. 

^  Hi.  His  private  seal  or  scroll  shall  stand  in  lieu  of  a 
corporate  seal.  ,   • 
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1864.  §  1*^'  Each  cotnmiflaioner  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  annual

county  greater  than  the  number  of  such  schools  actually 
taught  therein  according  to  law,  or  a  number  of  children 
entitled  to  tuition  in  his  county  greater  than  the  actual, 
number  of  such  children  therein,  or  otherwise  knowingly 
and  willfully  misstate  any  fact  or  facts  which  he  now  is, 
or  may  hereafter  be  required  by  law  to  report  to  said  Sa- 
perintendent,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemean- 
or, and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  on  indictment  in  the

^3.  Each  district  shall  be  known  by  its  number,  as  1,  2,  g^^l^Jilll*^  ^ 
3,  &c.  No  two  distficts  in  the  same  coanty  shall  be  known 
by  the  same  number,  and  no  changes  in  the  numbers  or  JSjV^wu^ST 
boundaries  of  the  districts  shall  be  made  from  the  time  the 
trastees  have  employed  a  tei^her  till  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  every 
district  shall  be  reported  by  the  number  it  bore  while  the 
the  school  was  in  operation. 

§4.  The  commissioners  of  two  adjoining  counties,  when  FrMttoMi**. 
the  division  line  intersects  a  neighborhood,  whose  oonven- 
ieoce  requires  it,  may  lay  off  a  district  composed  of  parts 
of  both  counties.  The  trustees  of  each  district  shall  re- 
port to  each  commissioner  the  namber  of  children  in  at- 
tendance at  the  school  from  his  county,  together  with  all 
other  facts  required  by  law  to  be  reported  in  the  case  of 
other  districts,  and  the  commissioner  shall  report  to  the  Su- 
perintendent, and  distribution  be  made  therefor,  as  for 
fractional  districts. 

J  5.  Where  a  city  or  town  establishes  and  maintains  a  wh»«a«Hffr 
system  of  common,  schools  adequate  to  the  teaching  of  all  towBMiauAM 
the  children  therein  applying  for  instruction,  the  same  shall  ••'•*•••  *^ 
be  deemed  one  district.  Such  city  or  town  shall,  through 
its  school  agent,  or  other  officer  deputed  for  that  purpose, 
make  its  annual  report  to  the  commissioner  of  the  county, 
for  the  several  schools  therein,  at  the  time  and  in  a  similar 
manoer  to  that  required  -from  the  trustees  of  a  district,  and 
shall  in  the  same  proportion  which  the  whole  number  of 
of  children  therein,  between  six  and  twenty  years  of  age, 
bears  to  the  whole  number  pf  children  in  the  county,  re  < 
eeive  annually  from  the  commissioner  its  portion  of  the 
money  dne  to  the  county  from  the  school  fund.  The  com- 
missioner shall  have  no  control  over  such  districts,  but  the 
same  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects ^by  the  local  author- 
ities.

That  their  tuition  fees 
ihall  be  paid  over  to  the  trustees  of  that  district  in  which 
they  may  be  taught,  and  that  no  change  contemplated  or 
aothorized  by  this  act  shall  be  made  without  the  assent  of 
a  majority  of  the  trustees  of  saidschool  districts. 

§7.  Every  free  white  child  in  the  Commonwealth  of  ^jy^tZjUj 
KentQcky,  between  tlie  ages  of  six  and  twenty  yjOars,  shall  fiz  «■«  iirMy 
have  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  benefit^  of  common  tiil^T  ^  ^ 
aebool  instniction  in  the  common  sphool  that  may  b^  taught 
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TBirSTRBS. 
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§1.  Each  school  district  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
three  trustees,  an  election  for  whom|hall  beheld  at  the 
school- house  of  such  district,  from  nine  o*clock  in  the 
morning  till  two  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  first  Satur- 
day of  April  of  each  year.  At  this  election  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  district  shall  be  the  elector^,  and  any  widow 
having  a  child  between  six  and  twenty  years  of  age,  may 
also  vote  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  No  person,  ex- 
cept a  commissioner  or  some  person  residing  in  the  district, 
shall  be  competent  to  act  as  judge  of  said  election.  The 
judge,  if  not  a  commissioner,  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majori- 
ty of  the  voters  present  and  voting,  give  the  casting  vote 
in  case  of  a  tie;  give  a  certificate  of  election  to  the  per- 
sons elected,  signed  by  himselt  and  the  clierk  of  the  meet- 
ing; and  report  the  names  of  the  trustees  thus  elected,  in 
writing,  to  the  commissioner  of  the  county  within  thirty 
days  after  the  holding  of  said  election. 

§  2.  The  trustees  so  elected  shall  hold  ofllce  for  one  year 
and  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  Any  person  who  may  be  chosen  to  preside  over 
the  election  of  school  trustees  in  any  school  district  in  this 
Commonwealth,  who  shall,  knowingly  and  wfth  intent  to 
commit  a  fraud,  receive  and  count  any  illegal  vote,  or  is- 
sue a  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  not  entitled 
thereto,  or  shall  refuse  to  issue?  such  certificate  to  any  one 
duly  elected,  or  who  shall  fail,  for  thirty  days  atYer  the 
-election,  to  report  the  names  of  the  persons  thus  elected 
trustees,  to  the  commissioner,  and  any  person  who  shall, 
with  fraudulent  intent,  deftice,  mutilate,  or  destroy  the  re- 
cords of  any  such  election,  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  every  such  offense,  or  be  confined  for  twenty 
days  in  the  county  jail  in  default  of  the  payment  of  sadi 
fine. 

§  4.  If  from  a  failure  to  qualify  according  to  law,  or  from 
any  other  cause,  there  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  trustee, 
the  commissioner  of  the  county  shall  supply  the  same  by 
his  appointment,  in  writing,  and  the  trustee  so  appointed 
shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  election,  or  until  his  suc- 
cessor be  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  They  and  their  successors  shall  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of 
the  trustees  for  their  school  districts,  and,  as  such,  may 
take,  hold  and  dispose  of,  real  and  personal  estate,  for  the 
maintenance,  use,  and  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of 
their  districts,  and  receive  and  enforce  payments  of  snb- 
ecriptions  for  the  like  purpose.  Their  private  seals  or 
iBOioUs  shall  staad  in  lien  of  a  ^corporate  seal. 
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J  6.  They  may  take,  by  purchase  or  donation,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  acres  of  land,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
thereon  a  school- bouse,  provide  for  and  procure  the  erec- 
tion of  the  8irne,  take  care  of  the  house  and  its  inclosures, 
making  ail  necessary  repairs,  and  provide  the  necessary 
furniture  and  fuel,  a(|d  recover  for  any  damages  that  may 
be  done  to  the  propeny  in  their  charge.  The  trustees  may, 
with  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  an  annual 
election,  change  the  location  of  the  school- house,  sell  the 
old  site,  and  use  the  proceeds  towards  procuring  a  new  one; 
or,  if  the  terms  of  any  gifl  shall  so  require,  the  old  site 
shall  revert  to  the  donor;  or  the  question  may  be  determin- 
ed by  a  vote  taken  at  any  other  time,  ten  days'  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  voting  having  first  been  given  by 
a.lverti.^ements  po.<(ted  at  three  public  places  in  the  district. 

§  7.  They  shall  have  power  to  select  a  qualified  teacher, 
agree  with  him  as  to  compensation,  and  for  good  calise,  of 
which  he  shall  first  be  notified  in  writing,  remove  him. 

§  8.  They  may  appoint  a  collector  to  collect  all  sums  due 
the  teacher  by  subscription,  or  otherwise,  and  allow  him  a 
reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  invite  and  en- 
courage all  the  indigent  children  in  the  district  to  attend 
the  school,  and  to  inform  them  and  their  parents  that  such 
is  their  right,  for  which  the  State  pays,  though  they  them- 
selves may  contribute  nothing  towards  paying  the  expense 
of  the  school.  The  annual  report  of  the  trustees  shall 
always  show  that  this  duty  has  been  performed ;  and  no 
arrangement  shall  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  some  individ- 
oals  of  this  description  to  the  exclusion  of  any  others. 

^  10.  One  of  the  trustees  shall  visit  the  school  at  least 
once  in  each  week,  see  that  the  regulations  for  its  govern- 
ment are  complied  with,  and  that  the  teacher  performs 
bis  duty.  They  shall  perform  this  duty  in  rotation,  or 
otherwise  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  Upon  complaint  of  the 
teacher,  they  shall  have  power  to  expel  a  scholar. 

§  11.  Immediately  after  the  termination  of  the  school 
year,  to- wit,  immediately  after  the  31st  of  December,  each 
year,  the  trustees  shall  report  to  the  county  commissioner, 
under  the  oath  of  any  two  of  them,  or  of  one  of  them, 
provided  he  shall  bring  a  certificate  from  both  or  either  of 
the  others  that  he  is  authorized  to  act  for  them,  as  follows, 
to- wit:  First.  The  number  of  free  white  children  betweei^ 
tWe  ages  of  dix  and  twenty,  reading  in  their  district. 
Second.  The  whole  time  that  a  common  school  has  been; 
kept  in  the  district  during  the  year,  by  a  qualified  teacher, 
r^fr^.  The  highest,  lowest,  and  average  number  of  cbtld* 
ren  in  attendance  during  that  time.  Fourth.  Th«  cost  of 
tuition  for  each  child  for  three  months,  according  to  the 
highest  number  in.  attendance  at  any  one  time.  Fifth. 
The  amount  of  money  received  from  the  State  for  the  pre^ 
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ceding  year,  and  how  disposed  of,  together  with  any  other 
facts  which  the  Board  of  Education  may  direct  to  be  re- 
ported; and  if  they  cannot  verify  the  statement  as  to  the 
attendance  of  the  children  by  their  own  affidavits  or 
affidavit,  it  may  be  done  by  the  affidavit  of  the  teacher,  or 
of  any  other  person  acquainted  with  (he  facts. 

^  12.  No  report  from  any  school  district  shall  be  received 
and  reported  by  any  school  commissioner  unless  verified  as 
aforesaid  ;  and  any  school  trustee  or  trustees  who  shall 
knowingly  and  willfully  misreport  under  oath  any  fact  or 
facts  now  or  hereafter  required  of  them  by  law  to  be  re- 
ported, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof  on  indictment  in  the  circuit  court,  be 
punished  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  than  six  years. 

§  13.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  commissioner  to 
be  present  at  the  county  seat  on  the  first  Thursday,  Friday, 
and  Saturday  of  January,  the  county  court  clerk  shall,  for 
the  time  and  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  reports,  have  the 
same  power  and  receive  the  pay  of  a  commissioner,  and 
shall  handover  to  the  Commissioner  such  reports  as  he  may 
receive  from  the  trustees,  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of 
January,  and  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  county  judge. 

§  14.  The  reports  of  the  trustees  must  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  commissioner  before  the  10th  day  of  January 
in  each  year. 

§  15.  The  trustees  shall  not  be  permitted  to  put  out  at 
interest  any  moneys  received  from  the  revenue  of  the 
school  fund  for  common  school  purposes  in  their  districts, 
but  shall  pay  those  moneys  out  tor  tuition,  and  for  nothing 
else,  at  as  early  a  day  as  prac^cable  after  receiving  them, 
and  shall  keep  a  record  ot  their  proceedings,  with  a  detail- 
ed account  of  all  moneys  received  or  disbursed  by  them,  or 
either  of  them  ;  but  no  trustee,  other  than  the  one  receiv- 
ing money,  shall  be  responsible  therefor. 

^  16.  Any  appropriation,  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  trus- 
tees of  common  schools  in  this  State,  of  any  part  of  the 
common  school  moneys  coming  into  his  or  their  hands,^ to 
any  teacher  or  other  person  or  persons  contrary  to  any  of 
the  provisions  herein  contained,  shall  be  punishable  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars;  and  any  money 
thus  misappropriated  may  be  recovered,  by  suit  at  law,  by 
the  common  school  commissioner  of  the  county,  or  by  aj^y 
citizen  of  the  district,  in  which  such  trustise  or  trustees  may 
reside. 

§  17.  A  trustee,  when  he  resigns,  vacates,  is  removed,  or 
goes  out  of  office,  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  de- 
liver to' the  other  trustees  or  to  his  successor,  any  moneyi 
property,  books,  or  papers  in  his  custody  as  trustee,  and, 
for  failure  herein,  he  shall  be  fined  any  sum  not  exceeding 
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twenty  dollars,  and,  for  any  neglect  of  daty  or  miBfeasance 
in  office,  he  shall  be  fined  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

§  18.  In  the  case  of  a  failure  of  the  trustees  of  any  school 
district  to  report  to  the  commissioner  the  facts  required,  by 
the  10th  day  of  January  in  each  year,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  cotnmissioneAo  inform  the  county  judge  of  the  fact 
of  such  failure,  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  county 
court  to  remove  such  trustee  at  any  regular  meeting  there- 
after, and  for  the  commissioner  to  supply  the  vacancy  thus 
created. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
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§  1.  The  commissioners  may  appoint  one  or  more  com- 
petent persons  as  examiners  of  teachers,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  careful!}'  to  examine  all  applicants  as  to  their 
qualifications  to  teach  the  elements  of  a  plain  English  edu- 
cation. A  certificate  of  qualification  from  an  examiner, 
shall  constitute  a  qualified  teacher  for  the  county;  or  the 
examination  may  be  made  and  the  certificate  granted  by  a 
commisisioner.  The  certificatfe  shall  be  tor  two  years,  and 
shall  not  be  granted  to  an  applicant  of  known  bad  moral 
character.  The  person  making  the  examination  may  charge 
the  applicant  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  therefor. 

§  2.  In  the  event  of  the  refusal,  on  the  part  of  a  teacher 
to  qualify  according  to  law,  he  shall,  besides  being  liable 
to  sufller  whatever  penalty  may  be  denounced  against  such 
refusal,  be  prohibited  from  receiving  any  portion  of  the 
common  school  money.  And  any  trustee  who  shall,  with 
knowledge  of  such  refusal,  pay  him  such  money,  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  greater  than  one- 
•  half  the  amount  paid  to  such  teacher. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teachers  of  the  common 
schools  in  this  State  to  keep  a  record  of  all  facts  required 
by  the  trustee^,  in  order  to  the  making  up  o/  their  reports 
to  the  commissioners. 

§  4.  The  teacher  may  suspend  a  scholar  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  five  days  for  any  one  offense. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMON  8CH00L  DKFIMBD. 

§1.  The  object  of  this  chapter  is  to  carry  into  effect  the  whaiiiiaubo 
intention  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  as  expressed  in  their  r^nunJ^^ 
,  constitution,  in  promoting  the  establishment  throughout  the 
State  of  a  system  of  common  schools,  which  shall  be  equal- 
ly accessible  to  the  poor  as  to  the  rich.  It  is  therefore  de- 
clared, that  every  school  which  is  put  under  the  control  of 
trustees  and  commissioners  pursuant  thereto,  which  has 
been  actually  kept  for  three  months  during  the  year,  by  a 
qualified  teacher,  and  at  which  every  free  white  child  in 
tbe  district,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  has 
had  the  privilege  of  attending,  whether  contributing   to- 
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ward  defraying  its  expenses  or  not,  and  none  other,  shall 
be  deemed  a  *'common  school,"  within  the  meaning  of  this 
chapter,  or  entitled  to  any  contribution  out  of  the  school 
fund. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  the  last  section  shall  preclude  a  school 
which  is  kept  for  a  part  of  a  year  a^a  common  school, 
from  being  kept  for  the  balance  of  the  year  as  a  select  or 
private  school,  to  which  none  but  contributors  may  have 
the  privilege  of  sending:  pupils. 

§3.  Twenty-two  school  days,  or  days  in  which  teachers 
are  actually  employed  in  the  school  room,  shall  constitute 
a  school  month  in  the  common  schools  of  this  State. 

§4.  The  school  year  shall  end  on  the  3ist  day  of  De- 
cember. 

ARTICLE   IX. 


OATH. 


§  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  all  school 
commissioners,  examiners  of  teachers  for  common  schools, 
and  school  trustees,  and  teachers  elected  to  teach  in  com- 
mon schools,  and  all  presidents,  professors  and  teachers  in 
colleges  and  high  schools  incorporated  by  legislative  enact- 
ment, and  all  directors  in  such  other  int^ttitutions  of  learn- 
ing as  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  so  incorporated, 
shall,  as  a  condition  precedent  \p  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  official  duties,  severally  take  the  following 
oath,  to  be  administered  by  some  officer  now  authorized  to 
administer  oaths:  "I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  sup- 
port the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitu- 
tion of  Kentucky,  and  be  true  and  faithful  to  the  Common- 
wealth, so  long  as  I  remain  a  citizen  thereof.  That  I  re- 
cognize the  binding  obligation  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  submit 
thereto  as  the  supretne  law  of  the  land.  That  I  will  not 
give  aid  to  the  rebellion  against  the  Governmenl  of  the 
United  States,  nor  give  aid  to  the  so-called  provisional 
government  of  Kentucky,  either  directly  or  indirectl3%  s»o 
long  as  I  remain  a  citizen  ol  or  reside  in  Kentucky,  and 
that  this  oath  is  taken  by  me  without  any  mental  reserva- 
tion— so  help  me  God." 

§2.  The  oath  thus  administered  shall  in  each  case  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  returned  for  preservation  to  the 
office  of  the  county  court  for  the  county  in  which  the 
school  or  college  is  located  or  the  office  or  employment  to 
be  performed. 

§  3.  Any  person  who  shall  teach  in  any  such  school  or 
college,  or  exercise  any  of  the  duties  of  either  of  the  offices 
enumerated  in  this  act,  without  taking  the  oath  required, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  a  jury. 
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§4.  Any  person  who  shall   violate  said  oath  shall  be        1864.

ARTICLE  X. 


Wben  tad  h««r 


§1.  AH  fines,  forfei tares  and  penalties  imposed  by  this 
act,  and  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  en-  enft>w«d- 
forced  by  indictment  in  the  circuit  court,  by  the  grand  jury, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  judge  to  give  this  in 
cbiarge  to  the  grand  jury. 

4  2. , All  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered   under  this   act    Tobep^d  to«o 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  common  school  fund. 

§3.  All  law«  or  parts  of  laws  now  in  force  which  conflict    Spl«iS^'*** 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  197. 

kS  ACT  to  amend  20th  Section,  of  Article  7,  Chapter  93.  Revised 
Statutes,  ''of  Felonies  Cominitted  bj  Slaves  aod  Free  Negraee." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  last  sentence  in  the  20th  section,  of  article  «jiunion*i  b.  y 
7,  of  chapter  93,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  be  amended  so 
as  to  read:  the  master,  or  owner,  or  his  personal  representa- 
tive, or  guardian,  shall  pay  said  counsel  a  reasonable  fee,  of 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  awarded  him  by  order  of  the  court,  for  such  defen.se, 
and  may  be  attached  and  compelled  to  pay  the  same. 

\  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 

Approved  Janaary  30,  1864. 

Note. — The  section  amended  refers  to  trial  of  slaves  for 
felonies,  and,  as  amended,  it  will  read  thus: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master,  or  owner,  or  person- 
al representative,  or  guardian  of  such  owner,  to  employ 
counsel  to  defend  a  slave,  when  tried  in  the  circuit  court. 
If  no  counsel  be  employed,  the  court  shall  assign  counsel 
to  defend  him.  The  master,  or  owner,  or  personal  repre- 
sentative, or  guardian,  shall  pay  said  counsel  a  reasonable 
fee,  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  awarded  him  by  order  of  the  court  for  such 
defense;  and  may  be  attached  and  compelled  to  pay  the 
same."

'    AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Lexington  and  Frankfort  Bail- 
road  Company.

§  1.  That  instead  of  the  semi-annual  report,  required  by 
section  2,  article  10,  chapter  83,  title  '^Revenue  and  Tax- 
ation," of  the  Revised  Statutes,  to  be  made  by  all  railroad 
and  turnpilce  companies,  in  which  the  State  in  a  stockhold- 
er, the  Lexington  and  Frankfort  railroad  company  may 
make  the  report,  mentioned  in  said  section,  annually,  to 
^jjjjrjwrito  the  Auditor,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  October,  in*  each 
to  6Mh  year.       year,  embracing  therein  the  operations  of  the  company  to 

the  1st  day  of  July  preceding,  that  being  the  close  of  the 
company's  fiscal  year;  and  it  appearing  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  General  Assembly  that  said  company  has  hereto- 
fore made  and  published  full  anntial  reports  of  the  condi- 
tion and  operations  of  said  company,  for  each  year,  since 
their  incorporation,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  such  making 
and  publication  shall  be  held  and  deemed  to  have  been  a 
full  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  said  second  sec- 
•    tion. 

g  2.  That  so  much  of  said  section,  as  may  be  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  thesame  is  here- 
by repealed.

CHAPTER  211. 

AN  ACT  to  further  regulate  the  Inspection  and  Sales  of  Tobacco  in 

the  City  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  endcted  by  the  General  AssemNy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the 
t8tMii.H.B.53.  Commonwealth,  four  competent  persons,  styled  "Superin- 
tendents of  Weighing  and  Coopering  Tobacco,'*  one  for 
each  of  the  warehouses  in  Louisville,  to  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 
The  Governor,  in  commissioning  said  Superintendents, 
shall  give  each  one  a  commission — No.  1,  2,  3,  and  4;  and 
should  an  additional  warehouse  be  established  a  fifth  Su- 
perintendent shall  be  appointecl,  in  like  manner,  No.  5; 
and  should  any  of  the  present  warehouses  be  discontinued, 
the  Superintendent,  whose  commission  bears  the  highest 
number,  shall  vacate  his  office,  the  object  being  to  have 
one  Superintendent  for  each  warehouse,  and  no  more.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendents  to  attend  daily, 
at  such  time  as  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouses  may 
designate,  and  weigh  all  tobacco  ofiered  for  sale,  deduct- 
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iog  ten  pounds,  and  no  more,  for  sample  and  waste;  and  af- 
ter such  deduction,  mark  the  gross  weigth  distinctly  on  one 
bead  of  the  hogshead.  Afterthe  tobacco  is  placed  in  the  break 
aad  stripped,  they  shall  take  the  tare  weight  of  each  caak, 
and  mark  the  same  distinctly  on  the  side.  After  the  sale 
they  shall  personally  superintend  the  coopering  of  the  to- 
bacco, and  see  that  all  the  tobacco  properly  belonging  to 
each  hogshead  is  placed  therein,  and  that  the  same  is  well 
eoopered;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proprietors  of  each 
warehouse  to  furnish  all  the  best  appliances  known  for 
screwing  down  and  securing  tobacco  in  the  cask,  and  all 
neeessary  facilities  for  coopering;  aid  upon  their  failure 
to  do  so,  after  reasonable  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Superintendents  to  furnish  the  «ame  at  the  expense  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  warehouse  failing  to  comply,  in  case 
of  the  absence  of  any  of  the  Superintendents,  from  any 
cause,  the  proprietors  of  any  warehouse  may  supply  the 
vacancy  caused  by  such  temporary  absence.  Said  Super- 
iotendents,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  an 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  lor  Jetferson  county, 
to  perform  faithfully  all  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this 
act. 

§  2.  Said  Superintendents  shall  alternate  daily  between 
each  of  said  warehouses,  and  perform  their  various  duties  as 
aforesaid,  and  for  their  services  shall  receive  twenty  cents 
per  hogshead  to  be  paid  to  them  by  the  warehouses 

§  3.  The  Superintendents  aforesaid  shall  not,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  by  themdeives  or  agents,  purchase,  sell 
ordeal  in  tobacco  (except  fo]  their  own  chewing  and  smok- 
ing,) in  the  city  of  Louisville;  and  for  a  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  they  may  be  liable  to  an  indict- 
ment in  the  Jefferson  circuit  court,  and  may  be  fined  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  be  li- 
able to  a  forfeiture  of  their  office,  in  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

§  4.  The  Superintendents  aforesaid  shall  procure  a  set 
of  standard  weights,  at  the  joint  expense  of  all  the  ware- 
bouisea  in  Louisville,  sufficient  to  test  their  scales?,  of  not 
less  than  3,000  pounds;  and  said  Superintendents  shall  test 
the  scales  at  each  warehouse  at  least  once  in  every  month. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  two  *'In- 
spectors  of  Tobacco,"  for  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  two 
alternates  appointed  by  the  proprietors  of  the  tobacco 
warehouses  therein,  who  shell  hold  their  offices  ior  one 
year,  and  until  their  t^uccessors  shall  be  appointed  and 
qnalifie'l.  Said  Insspectors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justioe  of  the 
peace,  of  JeflTerson  county,  that  they  will  faithfully  and  im- 
partially sample  each  hogshead  of  tobacco  they  may  be 
called  on  to  inspect,  and  that  they  are  not,  and  will  not, 
daring  their  continuance  in  office,  be  engaged,  either  di- 
rectly or  indireetly,  in  the  purchase  or  sale  of  tobacco  in 
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1864.  the  city  of  Louisville.  Said  Inspectors  or  alternates,  when 
they  are  called  upon,  (which  alternates  are  only  to  be  call- 
ed upon  when  the  Inspectors,  or  either  of  them,  are  tem- 
porarily absent  for  any  cause,)  shall  receive  for  their  »er- 
componaation.  vices  ten  cents  for  each  hogshead  sampled  and  inspected,  to 
be  paid  by  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouse,  and  charged 
to  the  planter  or  seller  of  said  tobacco. 

§  6.  That  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouses,  upon  the 
production  of  the  tobacco  note,  shall  deliver  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  said  note,  each  hogshead  of  tobacco  purchased, 
on  the,  pavement,  at  the  door  of  said  warehouse;  and  on 
thrir  failure  to  do  so  in  a  reasonable  time  alter  application, 
they  s^hall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars 
for  each  liogsheud  not  delivered,  to  be  recovered  by  war- 
rant before  any  ju.^^tice  of  the  peace  for  Jefferson  county, 
in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  purchaser  or  owner  of 
said  tobacco:  Provided,  This  act  shall  not  be  so  con^strued 
*as  to  authorize  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouses  to  retain 
in  their  hands  any  other  or  greater  fees  for  their  services 
than  are  now  authorized  by  law,  to- wit:  three  dollars  per 
hogv-ihead. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect,  and  be  in  force  from  and  af- 
ter the  first  day  of  March,  1864;  and  all  former  acts  and 
parts  of  acts,  coming  in  confiict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed;  and  those  acts, 
or  parts  of  acts,  not  conflicting  with  this  act,  be  and  the 
same  are  continued  in  force.

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CHAPTER  222. 
AN   ACT  to  amend  the  Revenue  Laws. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaRh 
of    Kentucky: 

k  1.  That  section  11,  article  2,  chapter  83,  Revised  Stat- 
utes, be  so  amended,  as  to  require  clerks  of  county  courts 
(in  addition  to  reports  now  required  by  law,)  to  report  on 
the  first  day  of  the  fall  term  of  their  respective  circuit 
courts,  a  complete  list  of  all  those  reported  by  the  asses- 
sors as  owners  of  stud  horses,  •jacks,  and  bulls,  showing 
who  have  taken  out  licenses,  the  amount  paid  therefor, 
and  to  whom  paid  ;  which  report  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit* <;ourt,  and  certified  to  the  Auditor,  and 
a  li^t  of  those  who  have  not  taken  out  license,  made 
out  and  given  in  charge  to  the  grand  jury  for  inquiry. 

§  2.  That  section  8,  article  8,  chapter  83,  Revised  Stat- 
utes, be  so  amended,  as  to  require  clerics  of  count}'  courts, 
(in  addition  to  the  list  now  required,)  to  report  the  names 
of  all  persons  to  whom  he  or  the  county  court  has  issued 
licenses  under  any  law  of  this  State,  showing  the  date,  for 
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what  granted,  amount  of  tax  paid  therefor,  and  to  whom 
paid;  which  report  sihall  be  examined  and  approved  by  the 
county  judge,  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  and 
certified  to  the  Auditor. 

{  3.  That  it  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  cncuit 
and  county  courtij,  and  of  the.  trustees  of  the  jury  fund  of 
this  Commonwealth,  to  keep  a  well  bound  book  in  their 
officer,  in  which  they  shall  enter,  at  the  time  it  is  receiv- 
able, or  when  received,  all  taxes  or  other  moneys  received 
by  them  for  the  Commonwealth,  showing  of  whom  receiv- 
ed, on  what  account,  amount,  and  date  ;  which  hook  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  inspectiim  of  any  officer 
rcpre:?en ting  the  Coinmonwe.iJth. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  clerkn  of  circuit  courts 
to  issue  executions,  an«i  place  thein  in  the  hands  of  the 
sheriff  within  twenty  days  after  the  adjournment  of  each 
term  of  their  respective  courts,  upon  all  jury  lees  which  re- 
main unpaid;  and  upon  failure  so  to  do.  phall  he  held  re- 
sponsible on  his  official  bond  for  the  amount  of  such  jury 
fees,  upon  which  he  has  failed  to  ho  i^.-^u^  executione, 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  clerks 
of  this  Commonwealth  to  issue   proper  process,  and  place 
the  same  in  the   hands   of  the   sheriif,  taking   his  receipt 
therefpr,  within   ten   days   afler  the   adjournment  of  each 
term  of  court,  on  all  judgments  in  favor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, which  ha\e  not  been  paid  or  replevied  in  the  office, 
or  remitted  or  respited   by  the  Governor;  and  shall,  within 
ten  days   after  the   maturity   of  each   and   every  replevin 
bond  on  any  such  judgment,  issue   execution  and  place  in 
the  hands  of  the  sheriff  as  aforesaid  ;  and  upon  any  such 
execution,  issued  upon   any  such   replevin   bond,  being  re- 
turned by  the  sheriff*  without  making  the  money,  he  shall 
re-issue  execution  from  time  to  time,  at  least  once  in  each 
and  every  ten  months,  and  place  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
as  aforesaid;  and  upon  all  such  judgments,  executions,  or 
capitis  pr^ne   which    may   be    stayed  or   respited    by   the 
Governor,  the  clerk  shall  is.-ue  proper  process,  and  place  in 
the  hands  of  the  sheriff  as  aforesaid,  within  ten  days  after 
the  expiration  of  such  stay  or  respite.     And  it  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  said  circuit  court  clerks  to  make   out,  and  for- 
ward to  the   Auditor,  sometime   in   the  month  of  June,  in 
each  year,  a  full  and  comph^te  li.^t  of  all  unpaid  judginent.s 
as  aforesaid,  showiog  at  what  date  executions  or  other  pro- 
cess issued,  to  whom  delivered,  what  return  has  been  made, 
and  the  date  thereof.     And   upon  failure   to  discharge  any 
of  the  duties  required  in  this  section,  the  clerk   so  failing 
shall  beheld  responsible  on  his  official  bond  for  the  amount 
of  the  judgment,  interest,  and  costs  to  which  such  failure 
is  applicable:  Provided,  That  after  the  expiration  oi  twelve 
months  from  the  rendition  of  any  of  said  judgments,  or  the 
niaturity  of  any  of  said  replevin  bonds,  that  the  clerk  bo 
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failing  to  issue  execution  may  defend  any  proceeding  in- 
stituted for  such  failure  of  showing  that  such  execution 
could  not  have  been  collected  if  issued. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the 
circuit  courts  to  report  to  the  Auditor,  at  the  same  time  that 
he  makes  the  report  required  in  the  preceding  section  a 
list  of  all  such  judgments,  executions^  &c.,  named  in  the 
said  preceding  section,  which  have  been  paid  in  court,  or, 
as  appear  from  returns  or  other  entries  upon  his  books,  or 
returns  of  executions  or  other  process,  have  been  collected 
since  last  report,  by  whom  collected,  amount,  date,  &c. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  cierke. 
to  forward   to  the   Auditor,  within   ten  days   after  the  ad- 
journment of  each  term  of  court,  a  list  of   persons  who 
have  been  ordered  by  court  to  pay  money  to  the  trustee  of 
the  jury  fund,  showing  on  what  account,  and  amount. 

^  8  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  who  are 
authorized  by  law  to  pay  money  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury 
fun  I,  to  take  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  and  forward  one 
copy  thereof  to  the  Auditor;  and  any  payment  so  made 
shall  not  be  deemed  valid,  unless  such  receipt  is  so  for- 
warded. 

§  9.  That  upon  failure  or  neglect  to  perform  any  duty 
required  by  the  first,  second,  sixth,  and  seventh  sections  of 
this  act,  the  ofiicer  so  failing  shall,  for  each  offense,  be 
fined  not  le.ss  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court;  ^and  upon  failure  to  perform  any  of 
the  duties  required  by  the  third  section  of  this  aot,  the 
officer  so  failing  shall  be  fined,  for  each  offense,  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  at 
the  dit^cretion  of  the  court. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  have 
printed,  and  mailed  to  the  address  of  each  circuit  and 
county  court  clerk,  trustee  of  the  juryjfund,  quarterly  judge, 
sheriff,  constable,  justice  of  the  pface,  or  other  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  pay  taxes,  fines,  or  other  moneys  to 
trustees  of  the  jury  fund,  a  copy  of  thi:^  act. 

§  11  That  upon  failure  of  any  cirruit  or  county  court 
clerk  to  make  and  forward  to  the  Auditor  reports  required 
by  section  8,  article  8,  chapter  55,  or  section  7,  article  8, 
chapter  m3.  Revised  Statutes,  the  clerk  so  failing  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  three  hun- 
dr*  d  dollars  for  each  offense,  which  may  be  recovered  by 
motion  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court. 

§12.  That  upon  failure  of  any  trustee  of  the  jury  fund 
to  make  the  settlement  as  provided  for  in  section  10,  arti- 
cle 6,  chapter  55,  Revised  Statutes,  the  trustee  so  failing 
shall   be  fined  not  less  than  three  hundred  nor  more  than 
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five  handred  dollars   for  each  offense,  which  may  be  re- 
.eovered  by  motion  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court.

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CHAPTER  225. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  eniiiled,  *'An  act  concerning  Ranaway 

Slaves,"  approved  March  2, 1863. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assemily  of  the  Commonwealth 
^  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  where  any  person  may  have  purchased  any 
runaway  slave  or  slaves,  at  any  sale  under  the  provisions 
of  an  act,  entitled,  *'an  act  concerning  runaway  slaves,  ap- 
proved March  2,  1863,"  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  and  has  executed,  as  requii;ed  thereby, 
bond  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  said  slave  or 
slaves,  and  said  slaves  have  been  taken  or  detained  from 
the  possession  of  the  purchaser,  without  fault  or  consent  on 
ins  part,  by  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States, 
or  said  slave  was  laboring,  at  the  time  of  said  purchase, 
onder  an  incurable  disease,  which  rendered  said  slave  or 
slaves  of  no  value,  upon  the  proof  of  such  facts  in  the 
eoQDty  coart  where  the  bond  of  the  purchaser  has  been  re- 
turned, such  court  shall  have  the  power  to  cancel  and  an- 
nal  such  bond:  Provided  however^  That  the  purchaser  sliall 
pay  to  the  jailer,  sheriff*,  clerk,  and  taker- up  of  said  slave  or 
slaves  all  cost«,  fees,  and  rewards  to  which  they  may  be 
entitled. 

§2.  That  when  any  person  who  may  have  purchased  a 
mnaway  slave,  as  aforesaid,  which  was  taken  from  him,  or 
.was  diseased  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  the  proof  as  provi- 
ded in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  such  court  shall  make  an 
order  releasing  him  from  any  liability  to  execute  bond: 
Provided^  That  where  the  purchaser  received  possession  of 
the  negro  from  the  sheriff*  he  shall  first  pay  to  the  jailer, 
sheriff*,  clerk,  and  taker  up,  their  fees  and  reward,  f 

§  3.  That  where  any  person  shall  have  purchased  any 
negro,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  money  has  been  paid  to  the 
clerk  or  sheriff* of  such  court,  and  satisfactory  proof  shall 
be  made  to  such  court  as  the  first  section  of  this  act  re- 
quires* 0och  court  shall  make  an  order  directing  such  clerk 
orsheriflfto  pay  to  such  purchaser  any  amount  of  the  sum 
in  their  hands  which  is  now  payable  into  the  State  treas- 
ury, less  the  costs,  fees  of  sheriff*  and  clerk,  and  reward  to 
taker- op,  which  he  will  pay  to  the  parties  respectively  en- 
titled thereto. 
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§4.  No  order  shall  be  made  by  any  such  court  in  favor 
of  any  9uch  purchaiier,  until  he  has  first  executed  a  bond 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  sufficient  surety, 
to  be  approved  by  the  court  before  which  he  claims,  con- 
ditioned to  pay  to  the  owner,  his  heirs,  or  represiientatives, 
the  amount  that  would  have  been  payable  into  the  State 
treasury,  and  fully  to  indemnify  the  State  against  any  such 
claim,  whenever  proof  shall  be  made  before  th^^  county 
court  an  now  required  by  law  in  cak^es  of  owners  claiming 
the  proceeds  of  runaways,  and  which  may  be  sued  upon 
by  the  owner  in  his  own  name,  without  including  the  Com- 
monwealth. In  each  and  every  case  in  which  the  court 
may  take  action  the  clerk  of  said  court  will  report  the 
same  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  efl'ect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  241. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  Bection  445,  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gtenei-al  Assembly  of  the  Commontjoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  section  445  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice  be 
amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following:  But  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  Hhall  not  apply  to  judgments  granting 
a  divorce,  where  the  defendant  shall-  have  been  served 
with  a  copy  of  the  petition  with  a  summons  annexed  sixty 
days  before  the  commencement  of  the  term  At  which  the 
judgment  shall  be  rendered,  aa  provided  in  section  86:  Pro- 
vided, The  question  of  alimony  shall  not  He  affected  by 
such  suit  for  divorce:  And  provided  further  ^  That  the  provi- 
sions of  section  373  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases.

NoTB. — Section  445  of  Civil  Code,  is  as  follows: 
*^ Before  rendering  judgment  against  a  defendant  con- 
structively summoned,  and  who  has  not  appeared,  the 
court  may  cause  the  plaintiff  to  appear  personally  in  court 
or  before  a  commissioner,  and  answer,  under  oath,  interrog- 
atories concerning  the  matters  in  the  petition,  or  any  mat- 
ters of  defense  thereto,  including  matters  of  set-off  or  coun- 
ter-claim, and  may  order  the  examination  to  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  action."

AN  ACT  to  suspend  for  two  years,  in  the  coantiee  of  Harlan,  Whitley, 
Perry,  Knox,  Pike,  Laurel,  and  Leicher,  an  act  approved  25th  Febru- 
ary, 1862,  entitled,  an  act  to  amend  Chapter  S3  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, title,  Revenue  and  Taxation. 

Be  ii  enacted  by  Uie  General  AssetrMy  of  the  Commomvealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  anniend  chapter  83 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  title,  *' Revenue  and  Taxation," 
approved  February  25th,  1862,  so  lar  as  it  shall  relate  to  ^'^' 
and  affect  the  counties  of  Whitley,  Harlan,  Perry,  Knox, 
Pike,  Laurel  and  Letcher,  be  and  the  same  is  suspended 
for  the  term  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

§  2.  During  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  said  act  with- 
ia  the  said  counties,  the  taxes  shall  be  collected  as  direct- 
ed by  the  laws  in  force  at  the  passage  of  said  suspended 
act. 

§3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage,  and  con- 
tinue in  force  ior  two  years  thereafter.

CHAPTER  263. 

AN  ACT  to   incorporate  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  tht  EpiHcopal  Fund  of 
the  Proie8tant  Episcopnl  Church  in  the  Diocee^  ci  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  (  otnmonweaiih  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Francis  H  Budhnell,  Edward  Livingston  Wells, 
Thomas  S.  Kennedy,  Richard  A.  Robinson  and  James 
Bridgford,  are  hereby  incorporated  into  a  "Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky,^*  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.

trict,  on  the  3d  Monday  in  March,  1864,  and  cause  the  votes 
east  at  said  election  to  be  compared  and  certijSed,  as  now 
required  by  law  for  the  election  of  such  officers,  under  the 
pains  and  penalties  therein  prescribed.  The  Judge  and 
Commonwealth's  Attorney,  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  of- 
fices antil  the  August  election,  18t>S,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors then  elected  shall  be  qualified. 

§  3.  That  all  equity  and  criminal  cases  now  standing  on 
the  dockets  of  the  equity  and  criminal  courts  of  the  4th 
judicial  district,  shall  be  trans^^feired  to,  and  be  docketed 
and  cognizable  in,  the  circuit  courts  fo»-  the  reppective  coun- 
ties now  composing  said  dir«trict,  which  circuit  courts  c^hfill 
have  jurisdiction  thereof. 

§  4.  That  all  recognizances  and  process  in  cases  pend- 
ing in  the  circuit  or  equity  and  criminal  coi^rts  of  the  coun- 
ties composing  the  15th  judicial  district  shall  stand  and  be 
made  returnable  to  the  respective  terms  of  the  circuit  courts 
for  said  counties,  as  herein  directed  to  be  held. 

§5.  That  the  terms  of  the  circuit  courts  for  said  15th 
district  shall  commence  at  the  following  times  an(>  con- 
tinue the  following  number  of  juridical  days  for  each  term 
in  each  year:

charg^e  in  said  court,  will  be  rescued  therefrom  by  violence 
the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  for  said  county   shall,  by 
order  made  of  record,  if  said  court  is  in  session,  or  if  thej 
court  is  not,  in  session,  by  his  written  order  filed   with   th©j 
ci«*rk  of  said  court,  direct  that  he  shall  be  transferred  tothi 
jail  of  the  nearest  county  where  the  jail- is  secure  and  i1 
shall  be  deemed  that  he  can  be  safely  kept. 

§  2.  That  the  court,  or  judge  thereof,  may,  for  any  of  the 
causes  stated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  make  a  general  order,  requiring  all  persons 
confined,  as  stated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  in  the  jail 
of  any  county  in  his  district,  to  be  transferred  to  the  nea^ 
estj  il  that  is  secure  and  where  they  can  be  safely  kept. 
Where  any  such  order  is  made,  and  a  copy  of  it  furnished 
the  jailer  of  the  county  designatt^d,  he  shall  receive  all 
such  persons. 

§  3.  That  where  any  order  is  made  as  directed  by  the 
two  first  sections  of  this  act,  the  sheriflT,  or  where  there  is 
no  sheriflf,  the  coroner,  shall  immediately  upon  the  receipt 
of  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  circuit  judge  or  court,  trans- 
fer the  prisoners  to  the  jail  of  the  county  designated  in  the 
order.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  jailer  of  said  county,  at  the 
jail,  the  prisoner  and  the  copy  of  said  order,  and  take  from 
him  a  receipt  for  the  prisoner,  which  he  shall  return  to  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  bounty  from  which 
the  removal  was  made,  who  shall  file  the  same  amongst 
the  reco:ds  of  his  office.  The  jailer  shall  receive  the 
prisoners,  and  them  safely  keep,  until  properly  discharged; 
«and  if  he  fail,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  do  so,  he  and  his  sure- 
ties shall  be  liable,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  eame 
extent,  as  if  the  persons  had  been  regularly  committed  by 
an  order  of  the  circuit  court  of  his  county;  and  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  fees,  to  be  paid  as  like  fees  are  now,  by 
law,  paid  for  the  like  service.  The  oflicer  conveying  the 
prisoners  to  the  jail  designated,  and  such  guards  as  the 
judge  or  court  may  direct  him  to  take,  not  exceeding  the 
number  of  guards  allowed  in  taking  convicts  to  the  peni- 
tentiary, shall  receive  the  same  compensation  and  mileage 
that  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  taking  convicts  to 
the  penitentiary,  to  be  allowed  by  the  circuit  court  direct- 
ing the  transfer,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
unless  there  was  no  jail  lit  the  county,  or  it  was  rendered 
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insecore  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  coonty  court  to 
keep  it  in  the  requisite  condition,  then  it  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  county  levy  of  the  county;  and  the  court  in  makings 
the  allowance,  shall  state  in  the  order  out  of  which  fund  it 
shall  be  paid.  The  order  of  the  court  or  judge  directing 
the  transfer  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  transfer 
was  proper,  and  to  the  right  jail,  and  shall  be  a  justifica- 
tion to  the  jailer  for  holding  any  such  prisoner,  in  any  ac- 
tion against  him  for  false  imprisonment.  The  officers  of 
the  count}-  from  which  the^removal  was  had,  or  a  circuit 
judge,  shall  h^ve  jurisdiction  to  hear- applications  for  bail, 
and  to  grant  the  same,  if  the  case  is  bailable,  in  the  man- 
ner now  prescribed  by  law.  If  'there  is  nd  circuit  judge  in 
the  county  when  the  order  of  transfer  is  made  as  directed 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  the  county  judge  shall  mnke 
the  same.

account  for  the  profits  on  any  interest  he  shall  receive  on 
account  of  said  investment,  in  the  settlement  of  his  ac- 
counts. 

§2.  In  making  said  Investment,  when  practicable,  said 
giTardian  shall  piirchase  the  registered  bonds  in  preference 
to  the  coupon  bond:<:  Provided^  That  he  shall  make  no 
purchase  or  investment  at  a  higher  premium  than  six  per 
cent. 

§3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  guardian  who  shall 
make  an  investment  of  his  or  her  ward's  money,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  within  sixty  days 
thereafter,  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court,  where  such  guardian  was  appointed,  a  Ivritten 
statement,  under  oath,  of  the  kind,  number,  and  amount  of 
each  bond,  slating  the  date  and  also  the  amount  paid

CnAPTER  395. 
AN  ACT  conceroing  the  itnportation  of  Slaves  into  this  CommoD wealth. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^1.  Slaves  imported  from  a  foreign  country  since  the 
first  day  of  January.  1808,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  im- 
ported from  such  country,  or  slaves  who  have  been  tried 
and  convicted  of  felony  in  any  other  State  or  Territory, 
shall  not  be  imported  into  this  State.  Any  person  know- 
ingly violating  this  section  shall  be  fined  three  hundred 
dollars  for  each  slave  so  imported. 

§2.  No  slave  shall  be  imported  into  this  State  as  mer- 
chandise, or  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  barter  in  or  out  of 
this  State,  under  the  penalty  of  six  hundred  dollars  for 
each  slave  so  imported. 

§3.  Immigrants  to  this  State,  intending  to  reside  here 
permanently,  may  bring  with  them,  and  citizens  residing 
within  this  State  may  purchase  and  import  into  this  State 
for  their  own  use,  such  slaves  a:*  are  not  prohibited  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act. 

§4.  Immigrants  bringing  with  them  their  slaves,  as  per- 
mitted in  the  next  preceding  section,  shall,  within  thirty 
days  after  their  arrival,  take  the  following  oath  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  their  residence:  *'I 
do  swear  that  my  removal  to  the  State  of  Kentucky  was 
with  the  intention  of  becoming  a  citizen  thereof;  that  I 
have  brought  with  me  no  slave  with  the  intention  of  sell- 
ing him;"  which  oath,  certified  by  the  justice,  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  ofiice  of  the  county  court  within  sixty  di^s. 
The  two  preceding  sections  shall  not  apply  to  travellers  or 
sojourners  in  this  State. 

§  5.  Persons  resident  within  this  State  deriving  title  to 
slaves  by  will,  descent,  distribution,  or  marriage,  or  by  gilt 
in  coftsideration  oi  marriage,  may  import  them  if  they  be 
not  such  as  are  prohibited  by  the  tirst  section  of  this  act. 

§0.  A  citizen  importing  slaves  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall,  within  forty  days  after  such  importation,  pre- 
sent to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  his  residence  a  true 
and  correct  list  of  such  slaves,  with  their  names,  ages,  and 
sex,  verified  by  his  oath.     lie  shall  also,  before  the  clerk. 
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take  the  follovTing  oath:  *'I  do  nwearthatl  have  parchased 
or  received,  and  imported  into  the  State  of  Kentucky  the 
slaves  named  in  the  list  this  day  made  out  by  me  and  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  this  county  for  my  own  private  u:^e;  that 
they  were  not  purchased  or  received  and  imported  for  sale 
or  speculation,  or  to  be  treated  as  merchandise;  and  that  I 
do  not  believe  any  one  of  them  has  been  imported  into  the 
United  States  since  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thotti<and 
eight  hundred  and  eight;  or  that  any  one  of  them  has  been 
convicted  of  felony  in  any  other  State  or  Territory."  The 
list  and  oath  affixed  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  fee  to  the  clerk 
pfaall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  slave.         • 

§7.  If  any  citizen  shall  import  into  this  State,  under  Ihe 
provisions  of  this  act,  a  slave,  and  shall  sell  said  slave,  be* 
fore  the  expiration  of  three  years  after  such  importation,  or 
shall  hire  out  such  slave  for  a  term  of  more  than  one  year, 
or  shall  use  an)'  device  whatever,  whereby  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  or  suit  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth — one  half  to  the  use  of  the 
prosecutor  or  relator;  and  if  there  be  neither,  then  the 
whole  to  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§8.  If  any  person  shall  buy  a  slave,  knowing  that  he 
has  been  imported  into  this  State  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  if  he  shaU  buy  a  slave  imported  by  a  resi- 
dent citizen  under  the -provisions  of  the  third  section  of 
this  act,  within  three  years  after  such  importation,  knoV- 
ingthe  same,  he  shall  be  fined  for  each  slave  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  in  the  last  section 
named. 

$9.  Slaves  imported  by  citizens  under  the  provisions  of 
the  third  section  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  subject  to  sale,  or 
be  sold  under  execution  or  other  legal  procedure,  for  the 
payment  of  debts,  unless  all  other  estates  of  the  debtor, 
subject  to  execution  in  the  county  of  his  residence,  and  in 
that  in  which  the  judgment  was  rendered,  shall  be  first  ex- 
haosted,  until  after  the  expiration  of  eighteen  months  from 
sQch  importation.  If  the  defendant  shall  suffer  or  permit 
each  slave  to  be  sold  when  he  has  other  estate  Hubject  to 
execution  as  aforesaid,  he,  and  the  officer  who  makes  the 
sale  knowingly  in  contravention  of  this  section,  shall  each 
be  fined  two  hundred  dollars  for«ach  slave  sold. 

§  10.  A  person  taking  an  oath  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  shall  be  guilty  of 
perjury. 

§11.  Indictments  for  importing  slaves  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  found  upon  the  personal 
knowledge  of  any  one  of  the  grand  jury,  or  upon  the  oath 
of  a  credible  witness.     All  suits  or  prosecutions  for  a  vio-

plication, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  the 
county  so  called  on,  to  give  public  notice,  designating  a 
day,  and  cause  polls  to  be  opened  at  all  the  election  pre- 
cincts, and  an  election  to  be  held,  which  election  shall  be 
held  within  sixty  days  after  such  application  is  made;  and 
the  question  to  be  voted  on  at  such  election  shall  be  the 
affirmative  and  negative  of  maki^ig  the  subscription,  by 
the  county,  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  of  the 
8um  so  called  for,  and  may  be  designated  on  said  poll 
books:  *' For  the  subj^cription,"  and'*Against  the  subscrip- 
tion;" and  if,  at  such  election,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
shall  be  in  favor  of  or  for  such  subscription,  then  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to  make  the  same  in  be- 
half of  his  said  county;  and  in  any  such  election  to  be 
held  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge 
to  appoint  election  judges,  and  the  sheriff  and  .his  depu- 
ties for  such  counties,  to  see  that  the  election  is  duly  exe- 
cuted, with  power  to  fill  vacan^ies  at  any  precinct,  and  to 
make  due  returns  of  the  polls,  as  in  other  county  and 
State  elections;  and  persons  only  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
State  elections  shall  be  deemed  qualified  voters  at  such 
election.  The  county  judge,  the  clerk  of  the  county  court, 
and  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
constitute  a  board  to  compare  the  polls,  and  shall  declare 
and  certify  the  true  result  thereof,  which  certificate  shall 
be  filed,  recorded  and  preserved  in  the  county  clerk's  of- 
fice. 

§  6.  That  a  county  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  be  payable  in  the  bonds  of  said  county, 
which  shall  be  issued  within  six  months  after  the  subscrip- 
tion has  been  so  .letermim^d  by  election,  payable  to  the 
order  of  the  president  of  said  company,  at  a  period  or  pe- 
riods not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and  bearing  mterest  al  a 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  in 
sums  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  signed 
by  the  county  judge,  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk, 
and  the  county  seal  attached  thereto;  and  the  good  faith 
and  all  the  property  within  the  county  shall  be  deemed 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  interest. 

§7.  The  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 

peace  in  the  county  being  present  with  the  county  judge, 

may  determine  the  date  or  dates  at  which  such  subscrip- 

ion  bonds  shall  mature,  and  the  bank  or  banking  house 
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within  or  withoat  the  State  at  which  they  shall  be  payable; 
and  shall  levy  an  advalorem  tax  on  the  property,  real,  per-

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Farther  duties 
and  powers  of

prove and  certify  the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts, to  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury. 

§2.  In  auditing  and  passing  upon«said  claims,  referred 
to  in  the  foregoing  section,  the  Quarter- Master  General  is 
directed  to  be  governed,  as  far  as  is  applicable,  by  the 
rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  'the  general  regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

§3.  When  the  Quarter-Master  General  shall  have  au- 
dited and  ascertained  the  amount  due,  upon  the  claims 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  the  claimant 
shall  have  receipted  to  him  for  the  amount  so  found  due 
on  said  claim,  then  the  Quarter-Master  General  shall  give 
to  said  claimant  a  certificate  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts, setting  forth  the  character  of  the  claim,  and  the 
amount  due  to  claimant;  and  the  Auditor,  upon  presenta- 
tion of  said  certificate,  shall  issue  his  warrant  upon  the 
Treasury  for  the  payment  to  the  claimant  of  the  amount 
so  certified  to  be  due,  and  keep  said  certificate  on  file  in 
his  office;  said  claims  to  be  paid  out  of  the  military  fund 
in  the  treasury,  or  such  other  money  as  may  be  provided 
for  that  purpose.

the  amount  due  to  the  State  on  account  of  said  expenditure

§  5,  The  salaries  of  the  Inspector  General,  Adjutant

fices, includittg  record  books,  furniture  for  offices,  station-

§7.  All  contpact8  and  purchases  made  by  the  Quarter 
Master  General,  of  ordnance  or  ordnance   stores  and  other 
military  stores,  when  approved  by  the   Governor,  maj   je 
paid  as  other  military  claims  herein  provided  for. 

§S.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Quarter-Master  General 
to  make  a  full  report  to  the  Governor  of  his  official  acts, 
OQ  or  before  the  first  day  oi  December,  in  each  year,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  the  Governor  may  require. 

§9.  AH  certificates  8:iven  by  the  Quarter-Master  General 
to  any  claimant,  before  presented  to  the  Auditor,  shall  be 
examined  and  approved  by  the  Governor.

AN    ACT   to  amend  and   reduce  into  one  all  aete  incor|K)ratiDg  the 

Maeonic  Savings  Infltitution. 

Be  it  enacted  Inf  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created,  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, by  the  name  of  **The  Masonic  Savings  Institution," 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  the  stockholders  of  which, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion; and  by  that  name  said  corporation  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  make,  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  break,  alter  or  renew  at 
pleasure;  may  purchaae,  hold,  use,  sell,  and  convey,  and 
take  by  gift,  all  such  real  and  personal  property  necessary 
and  requisite  to  carry  out  its  legitimate  purposes  and  the 
objects  of  its  creation:  Provided,  That  said  corporation 
shall,  within  ten  years  from  the  accrual  of  the  right  of 
property,  either  legal  or  equitable,  in  any  real  estate  which 
may  be  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt  or  demand 
due  to  it,  or  under  any  judgment  or  decree  of  any  court, 
sell,  convey  and  dispose  oi  the  same. 

§  2.  That  J.  B.  Wilder,  James  Guthrie,  Samuel  P. 
Weisiger,  William  Kendrick,  J.  C.  Mandeville,  and  the 
Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  for 
the  time  being,  of  tht»  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  suit  their  convenience,  may  open 
books  for,  and  receive  subscriptions  to,  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Masonic  Savings  Institution,  which  shall  be  in  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each;  and  when  one  thousand, shares 
or  more,  shall  be  subscribed,  the  stockholders  may  meet 
and  elect  five  directors,  each  the  bonajide  owner,  in  his  own 
right,  of  four  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  who  shall  serve 
until  the  first  Monday  in  May  thereafter,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  on  the 
first  Monday  in  May  alter  said  first  election  of  directors, 
and  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  thereafter,  the 
said  stockholders,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  elect 
five  directors,  who  shall  continue  in  ofiice  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The 
directors  thus  elected,  shall  annually  elect  one  of  their 
number  president  of  said  institution,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors, 
superintend  all  elections  of  subordinate  officers  by  s&id 
board,  and  do  all  other  acts  which  said  board  of  directors 
shall  direct,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter;  and  a  ma- 
jority ol  all  the  directors  so  elected  shall  concur  to  make 
valid  every  act  of  said  board.  In  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  president,  the  board  of  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their 
body  as  president,  pro /^mpore,  who,  during  said  absence,  shall 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  belonging 
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to  the  office  of  president.     Vacancies  in  the  board  of  direc- 
tors may  be  filled  by  ft  vote  of  those  remaining  in  office. 

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  shall  also  elect  a  cashier,  and 
Buch  other  officers,  attornies  or  agents  as  they  may  think 
necessary  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  institution,  and 
pre.«?cribe  the  compensation  for  their  services,  and  may  dis- 
miss-them,  or  either  of  them,  at  discretion.  They  may 
also  prescribe  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  president 
for  his  services,  and  the  place  and  mode  of  conducting  all 
elections  of  directors,  after  the  first.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  and  chang^e  all  necessar}'  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws,  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  its 
officers  and  servants,  prescribe  the  terms  on  which  deposits 
fhay  be  received  and  paid  out;  and  direct  in  what  manner 
shares  in  the  capital  stock  may  be  transferred.  They  shall 
keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  acts  and  orders,  and 
roay,  by  order  and  without  seal,  make  any  contract  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  make,  which  shall  be  as  fully 
binding  on  ss^id  corporation,  and  may  be  sued  upon  as  if  it 
was  made  by  a  natural  person,  or  may  authorize  any  one, 
by  order,  to  do  so. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at 
least  once  a  week,  and  called  meetings  may  be  had  when- 
ever deemed  necessary.  All  questions  before  the  board 
shall  be  taken  viva  voce,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any 
proposition  submitted  shall  be  entered  of  record  at  the  re- 
quest of  any  two  members;  and  no  vote  shall  be  reconsid- 
ered when  a  less  number  is  present  than  when  the  vote 
was  given. 

§  5.  The  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
held  annually  on  the  first  iMonday  of  May  in  each  year,  io 
the  city  of  Loui.-^ville,  at  the  time  of  the  annual  election  of 
directors,  at  which  meeting  the  president  and  directors 
shall  present  an  accurate  statement  of  the  condition  and 
affairs  of  the  institution;  and  general  meetings  c»f  the 
stockholders  may  be  called  by  the  president  and  directors 
when  they  deem  it  advisable,  or  by  any  number  of  the 
stockholders  the  by  laws  shall  require;  and  at  every  gen- 
eral meeting  each  stockholder  shall  have  as  many  votes  as 
he  owns  shares  of  stock. 

§  0.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  president,  or  an}'  of  the 
directors,  to  become  bound  as  surety,  or  accommodation 
indorser  on  any  note  or  bill  discounted  by  said   institution. 

§  7.  The  cashier,  clerks,  and  all  other  subordinate  offi- 
cers and  agents  of  said  institution,  shall  respectively  give 
such  security  for  their  fidelity  and  good  conduct,  as  the 
board  of  directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  require;  and  the 
said  directors  and  all  the  officers  of  said  institution,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  shall 
take  an  oath  or  solemn  affirmation,  before  some  officer  au- 
thorized to  administer  oaths,  faithtully,  honestly,  impartial- 
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ly,  and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgoient,  to  discharge 
all  the  duties  of  their  respective  of&ces  under  this  charter, 
or  which  may  be  required  of  theni  by  the  by-laws,  rules 
aod  regulations  of  the  corporation. 

§  8.  The  business  of  the  Masonic  Savings  Institution 
shall  be  to  receive  money  or  other  valuables  on  deposit, 
and  to  loan  out  the  same;  to  deal  in  gold  and  silver  coin 
and  bullion,  and  bills  of  exchange ;  receive  promissory' 
notes  by  assignmenrt  as  surety  for  money  loaned;  di-«count, 
purchase  and  sell  promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange, 
payable  at  said  institution  or  at  any  other  place;  and  do 
all  other  acts  a  bank  may  do,  except  it  shall  not  issue  any 
bill,  bond,  certificate  of  deposit,  or  other  written  or  printed 
obligation  or  instrument,  with  ^  design  to  circulate  the 
same  as  money.  AH  bills  of  exchange  and  promissory 
notes,  made  payable  to  said  institution,  or  at  any  other 
banking  institution,  or  place,  discounted  by,  or  sold  to  it, 
shall  be  placed  on  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  remedy  may  be  had.  Jointly  and  severally,  against  the 
principals  and  sureties,  drawers,  acceptors  and  endorsers, 
or  any  one  or  more  of  them^:  Provided.  That  none  of  the 
parties  to  said  bills  or  notes  shall  be  liable  to  damages  as 
on  a  foreign  bill  of  exchange.  Said  corporation  shall  re- 
ceive on  deposit,  during  banking  hours,  any  sum  of  money 
not  less  than  one  dollar;  and  infants,  married  women,  and 
any  person  authorized  to  contract,  corporations  and  bodies 
politic,  may  make  deposits  therein  and  control  the  same. 
Such  deposits  shall  be  paid  to  each  depositor  at  such  times, 
with  such  interest,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  the  hoard 
of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe.  Such  reg- 
ulations shall  be  put  up  in  some  public  and  conspicuous 
place,  in  the  room  where  the  business  of  said  institution 
shall  be  transacted,  and  shall  hot  be  altered  so  as  to  affect 
any  one  who  may  be  a  depo«jitor  previous  to  such  altera- 
tion as  to  any  sum  of  money  on  deposit  at  the  time  such 
alteration  is  made.

States,  since  the  commencment  of  the  present  rebellion;  or 
who  have,  at  any  time,  furnished  said  soldiers  or  aimy  with 
provision.*!,  or  supplies  of  any  kind  necessary  for  their  use,

without  having  received  pay,  or  proper  vouchers  thepefor, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  prove  up  their  claims  against  the 
United  States  in  the  following  manner,  to- wit: 

§2.  The  claimant  shall  make  out  his  account  or  claim 
against  the  United  States,  in  duplicate,  stating  the  nature 
of  hid  claim  as  minutely  as  he  possibly  can,  together  with 
its  dnte,  and,  if  po.^sible  to  do  so, -the  portion  of  the  army 
to  which  the  supplies  were  furnished,  or  which  did  the 
damage  complained  of,  stating  the  actual  damages  sus- 
tained, and  not  the  consequential  damages,  and  shaU  make 
oath  before  sum  Justice  of  the  peace,  notary  public,  county 
or  circuit  court  clerk,  or  judge,  to  the  effect  that  the  same 
is  just,  and  has  never  been  paid;  that  he  is  neither  indebt- 
ed to  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentucky;  that  he 
is  and  ever  has  been  true  and  loyal  to  the  United  States 
and  State  of  Kentucky,  and  has  never  aided  the  rebellion 
in  any  waj',  and  has  never  desired  its  success. 

§3.  Each  claimant  shall  produce  at  le^st  two  loyal  and 
creditable  witnesses,  who  ^hrtll  swear  that  they  know  the 
correctness  of  the  claim  of  their  own  knowledge,  or  if  two' 
cannot  be  procured,  then  one  witness  shall  prove  the  claim 
positively,  and  two  others  according  to  their  best  inlorma- 
lion  and  belief,  stating  the  facts  upon  which  their  bt^Iief 
is  founded.  They  shall  also  be  required  to  swear  to  the 
loyalty  of  the  claimants  as  well  as  to  that  of  themselves, 
and  that  they  have  no  interest  whatever  in  the  claim. 

§  4.  After  the  claims  f«hall  have  been»so  proven,  in  du- 
plicate, the  claimant  t<hall  take  both  copies  to  the  clerk  of 
the  countv  court  of  his  county,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the 
judge  of  his  county  court,  and  deliver  one  of  his  said  cop- 
ies to  .^aid  clerk  foi*  safe-keeping,  and  retain  the  other  him- 
self; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  or  judge

debt,  take  personal  and  other  securi lies  for  the  payment 
thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
in  all  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  under  the  com- 
mon law;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  its  banking  house,  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland 
bills,  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange 
for  purposes  of  collection  only,  and  like  remedy  maybe 
had  tliereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and 
indorsers.

intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation  or  any  other 
person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of  funds, 
the  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  ot  felony, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confine- 
ment  in  the  jail  or  penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  currency. 

§  9.  The  Gen^-ral  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine the  afiairsof  said  corpoiation,  by  any  committee  they 
may  appoint  for  that  purpose;  and  said  bank  shall  make  a 
i9emi  annuhl  report  of  its  condition  each  year,  and  publish 
it  in  the  newspaper  printed  at  Owensboro;  and  also  keep 
a  copy  of  the  same  in  their  banking  house,  where  the  same 
may  be  easily  read  by  the  customers  of  the  bank. 

§  10.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  power  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure.

Way,  engines,  rolling-.^^tock,  and  othrr  investments  for  the    ««pe'«««t«, 
tue.s  and    purposes  of  the   roadr,  are   herehy  assest«ed   for

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  take  bond 
or  bonds  in  all  cases,  as  required  by  the  second  section  of 
the  above  recited  act,  and  to  return  said  bonds,  and  all 
heretofore  taken,  to  the  clerk  ot  the  county  court  of  hla 
county — the  bonds  hereafter  taken  within  twenty  days 
after  the  sale,  and  the  bonds  heretofore  taken  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  of  thia  act. 

\  3.  That  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  clerk, 
within  sixty  days  after  said  bond  or  bonds  are  returned  to 
him  as  above  required,  to  transmit  to  the  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts  a  certified  copy  of  said  bond  or  bonds,  and  a 
copy  of  all  the  proceedings  relating  to  the  case  in  which 
said  bond  or  bonds  were  taken. 

§  4.  That  all  monry  received  by  the  sheriffs  under  sales 
made  under  the  act  aforesaid,  approved  3d  of  March,  1863, 
not  heretofore  paid,  shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act.

CHAPTER  485. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the   Bardstown  and  Louisville  Rail 

road  Company. 

Whereas,  there  is  a  decree  to  sell  paid  road  with  all  its 
chartered  rights  and  privileges,  and  also  its  estate,  real  and 
personal,  to  pay  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  with  its 
interest — being  the  amount  of  inortgnge  bonds  is-^ued  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  road.  Some  of  the 
holders  of  said  bonds,  who  have  obtained  said  decree,  in- 
tend to  enforce  it  with  a  view  and  for  the  purpose  to  pur- 
chase said  road,  and  may,  as  a  consequence,  remove  the 
iron  rail  of  said  road,  and  consequently  render  said  road 
useless.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  desire 
tliat  said  road,  (though  not  profitable  to  the  present  stock- 
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holders,)  shall  not  be  destroyed;  and  the  pablic  deprived  of 
iU  usefulnesd  and  convenience,  have  agreed  to  form  a  com- 
pany, with  sufficient  capital  io  pay  the  said  debt  and  other 
existing  liabilities  of  said  rond,  which  have  been  admitted 
as  just,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  so  admitted,  and  pur- 
chase said  road,  &c.,  under  said  decree,  with  a  view  and 
purpose  to  continue  to  use  the  same,  under  its  existing 
char  er  and  such  amendments  as  may  be  made — therefore. 

Be  it  eryicled  by  Uie  Gencj'ui  AssctnUy  of  the  Cotnmonmvatlk  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direc- 
tors of  said  railroad  company  to  consent  to  the  formation 
of  such  an  association. 

§2.  That  if  said  association  shall  be  formed,  it  may  be 
lawful  for  them  to  purchase  said  road  and  its  elTects,  u'lder 
said  decree;  and  the  running  and  operation  of  said  road 
shall  he  continued  under  its  chartered  rights,  so  long  as  the 
Bam^J  shall  make  a  sufficiency  to  cover  the  annual  expenses. 
The  said  association  shall  become  the  owners  and  proprie- 
ters  of  the  said  road,  and  all  of  its  corporated  rights  and 
privileges  and  estate,  real  and  personal.  They  shall  have 
power,  under  and  according  to  the  charter,  to  elect  five 
directors  annually,  whose  powers  and  duties  and  rights  and 
liabilities  shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided  by  law.  kSaid 
directors  shall  annually  elect  one. of  their  own  body  pres- 
ident. Three  of  said  directors  shall  constitue  a- board  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  act. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Claim   Agency  for  Eentacky  in   the  city  of

§  1.  That  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  appoint 
an  "Agent  for  the  State  of  Kentucky,"  who  shall  keep  his 
office  in  the  city  of  Washington,  whose  duty  it  shall  be, 
whenever  requested  by  the  party  or  parties  interested,  to 
prosecute  before  the  Court  of  Claims  at  Washington,  or 
before  any  of  the  Departments  at  Washington,  any  claim 
or  demand  growing  out  of  the  existing  war,  which  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  or  any  citizen  or  soldier  thereof,  has 
against  the  government  of  the  United  States:  Provided^ 
That  the  person  appointed  under  this  act  shall  hold  no  of-

§  2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  agent  to  ans^vver  all 
communications  address^ed  to  him  by  any  Kentucky  t^oldier 
or  ciiizen,  or  any  officer  of  the  £iate  government,  in  re- 
gard to  any  matter  of  bus^inesi?,  in  any  of  the  departments 
at  Washinglon. 

§3.  Said  agent  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  required  of  him  by  the  Governor; 
and  may  be  removed  by  the  Governor  whenever,  in  his 
opinitm.  the  public  interest  demands  it. 

§  4.  The  agent  appointed  under  this  act,  shall  not,  di- 
recily  or  indirectly,  receive  or  charge  any  fee  for  services 
rendered  under  this  act  to  Kentucky  soldiers,  their  widows, 
heirs,  or  legal  representatives,  nor  shall  he  purchase,  trade, 
or  deal  in  any  claim  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  or 
any  other  claim  against  the  United  States,  whether  the 
same  is  or  not  in  his  hands  for  collfction. 

§  5.  Any  violation  by  said  agent  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  misdemeanor, 
and  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  a  jury.  He  may  be  indicted  in  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  where  the  claimant  or  soldier  resides, 
or  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  residence  of  the  agent. 

§6.   Before  enterinjs;  on  the  discharge  of  the   duties   oF 
his  office,  he  shall  take  the  oath  required   by  the  constitu-

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ant  not  exceeding  ten  per  centam  on  the  amount  of  the 
claim  altowed,  where  svtah  allowance  is  one  hundred  dol- 
lart$  or  leom;  if  over  one  hundred  and  not  exceeding  one 
thou^^and  dollarn,  ten  dollars  on  the  fir:»t  $100,  and  Hve  per 
cent  on  the  residue  may  be  charged;  and  if  more  than  one 
thou:«and  dollars,  then,  five  per  cent,  on  the  first  $1,000, 
and  two  and  a  hall  per  cent,  upon  the  residue  ot  the 
amount  collected:  Provided^  That  the  said  agent  i*ha II  not 
attend  to  the  prosecutions  ot  the  claims  of  any  other  State, 
or  citizens  or  resident  ot*  any  other  State.  And  for  a  viola- 
tion of  this  section,  he  shall  be  dismissed  from  his  office  by 
the  Governor,  and  on  indictment  in  the  circuit  court  of  the 
couniy  where  the  claimant  resides,  fined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  times  the  amount  of  fee  charged.

Whereas,  There  are  many  old  balances  due  tb«  State 
by  circuit  and  county  court  clerks,  trustees  of  the  jury 
fond,  sheriffs,  and  other  officers,  many  of  which  bal* 
ances^ave  been  standing  ten,  and  some  of  tbam  perbapa 
twenty,  years,  and  most  of  whicb  are  disputed  or  pleeui  of 
payment  set  up;  in  some  cases  iudgments  have  been  ob« 
tained  and  debt  replevied,  in  which  securities  have  been 
released  by  lapse  of  time,  in  others  securities  on  official 
bond^  have  been  released  in  the  same  manner,  and  in

iia«tioii*  erate  States  of  America,  or  so-called    Provisional   Govern- 

ment of  Kentucky,  or  any  arm#*d  band,  not  aciing  under 
the  authority  of  the  INiiled  Slates  or  State  of  Kentucky, 
or  any  guerrilla,  or  guerillas,  shall  injure  or  destroy,  or 
take,  or  carry  away  ahy  pif>perty  of  any  person,  county, 
city,  corporate  body,  association,   or  congregation  of  this 
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State;  or  shall  arrest,  kidnap,  imprison,  injure,  maltreat, 
wound,  or  kill  an}'  person,  the  person  so  arrented,  kidnap- 
ped, imprisoned,  or  woundi^i,  if  living,  shall  be  entitled  to 
reviver  such  damages  as  a  jury  may  find;  antl  if  dead,  his 
wilt*,  if  he  should  have  one,  if  no  wife,  his  personal  repre- 
eentative  or  heir  at  law,  shall  he  entitled  to  recover  dam- 
ages to  the  same  extent  that  the  person  himself  might,  for 
any  of  said  injuries,  if  tieath  had  not  ensued;  and  for  the 
property  injured,  destroyed,  taken,  or  carried  away,  as 
aroipsaid,  the  person,  city,  corporate  body,  association,  or 
congrcii^.ition,  so  injured,  .shall  be  entilled  to  recover  double 
the  value  thet^eof  in  damages;  and  the  dama<;es  for  any  of 
eaid  injuries  may  be  recovered  of  any  of  the  persons  doing 
any  of  said  wrongful  acts,  and  of  any  person,  or  persons, 
whoshaJlaid,  advise,  abet,  encourage,  or  counsel  such 
acts  or  shall  harbor,  conceal,  aid  or  encourage  such  wrong-

by  such  guerrilla,  or  guerrillas,  or  predatory  band,  or  any 
one  of  them,  during  that  incursion  into  said  county. 

§2.  (n  any  action  untler  this  act  the  fact  of  the  loyalty 
or  di.-loyalty  of  the  defendant  may  be  given  in  evidence  to 
the  court  or  jury,  and  the  person's  character  for  hiyalty,  or 
disloyalty  of  the  wrongdoers  who  arc  not  sued,  and  who 
coininitted  said  acts,  may  also  be  given  in  evideniJe  to  the 
court  or  jury:  Provided.

day in  November  next,  for  the  election  of  electors  of  IVes- 
ident  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  at  any 
voting  precinct  in  this  State,  whether  resident  therein  or 
not,  and  those,  at  that  time,  out  of  the  State,  at  the  several 
posts,  camps,  or  places  where  the  regiment,  or  battery  of 
artillery,  or  part  of  a  regiment,  not  less  than  one  company, 
under  a  separate  command,  to  which  such  voters  belong, 
may  be.  on  that  day,  as  fully  as  if  such  voters  were  pres- 
ent at  the  several  precincts  in  this  State  in  which  such 
election  may  be  held,  and  in  which  such  voters  would  be 
entitled  to  vote,  any  provisions  of  law  now  in  force  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding:  Provided,  That  the  word  "cooi-

pany/'  as  used  in  this)  act,  shall  not  be  held  or  construed  so 
as  to  prohibit  the  members  of  any  company  or  battery  of 
artillery  present  for  duty  at  any  post,  camp,  or  place  in 
which  such  company  or  battery  may  be  stationed,  from 
exercising  the  privileges  authorized  by  this  act,  although 
the  members  of  said  company  or  battery  of  artillery  so 
present,  shall  be  less  in  number  than  the  minimum  number 
required  to  organize  a  company  or  battery  of  artillery. 

§  2.  To  carry  into  effect  the  provi:»ions  of  the  preceding 
section,  elections  may  be  held  at  the  several  posts,  camps, 
or  places  in  said  section  mentioned,  \%'hich  elections  shall 
be  conducted,  so  far  a:*  practicable,  and  not  incoui^istent 
with  the  provi.<*ions  of  this  act,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  election  laws  of  this  State. 

5  3.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  regiments  whenever  it  is 
practicable  to  convene  the  larger  part  of  the  regiment,  and 
the  three  ranking  officers  in  each  regiment  shall  act  as 
judges  of  the  election,  otherwise  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  companies,  and  when  taken  by  companies  the  three 
ranking  officers  in  each  company  of  infantry,  cavalry  or 
battery  of  artillery,  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election  held 
under  this  act.  In  case  of  the  absence,  or  inabiliy,  or 
refustal  to  act  of  any  ol  the  officers  hereinbefore  named, 
their  duties  as  judges  of  election  shall  be  performed  by  the 
officer  or  officers  next  in  rank.  The  officer  highest  in  rank, 
acting  as  judge  of  election,  in  such  company,  or  regiment 
or  battery  of  artillery  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board  of 
judges.  The  judges  of  each  company  or  regiment,  or  bat- 
tery of  artillery  shall  make  a  separate  canvass  and  state- 
ment of  the  result,  in  writing,  of  the  votes  cast  by  such 
company  or  regiment,  or  battery  of  artillery,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  regimental  and  staff  officers  of  each  regi- 
fioent  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  polls  opened  in  any 
company  of  the  regiment  to  which  they  belong. 

^  4.  The  officers  who  shall  act  as  judges  under  this  act, 
•ball  appoint  a  qualified  voter  to  act  as  clerk  of  the  elec> 
tion. 

§  5.  Previously  to  receiving  any  votes,  the  judges  and 
cl«rk  of  the  election  shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, that  they  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
Stales,  and  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  will  impartially 
perform  their  duties  as  judges  or  clerk,  according  to  law, 
and  will  earnestly  endeavor  to  prevent  all  fraud,  deceit,  or 
abase  in  conducting  the  same;  said  oath  or  affirmation 
shall  be  either  printed  or  in  writing,  or  partly  printed  and 
partly  written,  shall  be  subscribed  and  rank  given  by  the 
person  taking  the  same,  and  may  be  administered  by  either 
of  aaid  judges,  and  shall  he  annexed  to,  and  returned  with, 
the  poll  lists,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  6.  The  polls  of  the  election  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
at  such  hours  as  th^  judges  shall  agree  upon:  Provided^ 
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18G4.       That  Bafficient  time  shall  be  given   for  all  votera  in  the 
regiment,  company  or  battery  to  vote. 

§  7,  Jt  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  judge  of  elections*,  and 
chaiicngeof  the  privilege  of  ea.h  voter,  to  challenge  any  person  offer- 
ing to  vole,  when  he  shall  know,  or  have  any  reason  to 
su.^pect  or  believe  that  such  perr^on  is  not  a  qualified  voter; 
and  to  every  person  challengf*d  by  any  judge  or  qualified 
voter,  one  of  the  judges  shall  administer  an  oath' that  he 
will  true  answer  make  to  all  questions  touching  his  resi- 
dence and  qualiticatioas  as  a  voter,  at  the  election,  and  the 
same  questions,  in  substance,  shall  be  put,  and  the  same 
proceedings  hail,  as  may  be  required  at  genera!  elections 
in  this  Slate. 

§8.  The  judges  shall  see  that  order  is  maintained,  and 
^Riectiootobe    that  each  voter  be  permitted  to  go   to  the  polls  and   vole, 

without  intimidation  or  restraint,  for  the  men  of  his  choice. 

§  9.  The  clerk  shall  keep  correct  poll-lists,  containing 
Poiibook.  the  names  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  the  names  of 
the  person  voting,  and  the  county  of  his  residence,  opposite 
his  name  and  vote,  which  lists  shall  be  certified  by  the 
judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  the  clerk,  as  correct  and 
true  accounts  ot*  the  proceedings  therein  mentioned. 

&  10.  After  the  polls  are  closeil,  the  judges  shall  canvass 

Rtatomontnr   the  votes  cast,  and  shall  itiake  a  statement  of  the  result  in 

iiHSod^io^'GnT    ^vriting,  at  the   close  of  the   poll-list;  and   said  statement 

Geuerai'**  ^^'^    shall  t»e  signed  by  the  judges  and  clerk,  in  accordance  with 

the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  the  law  relating  to  the 
general  elections  of  this  Slate.  Aiid  shall  certify  whether 
or  not  the  election  was  fVee,  and  the  voters  permitted  to 
vole  without  illegal  constraint,  or  force,  and  if  any  illegal 
influence,  or  constrait  was  used  to  influence  the  voters  or 
any  of  them,  to  slate  the  facts  fully  in  the  certificate.

Said  poll  lists,  so  certified,  shall,  under  seal,  be 
transmitted  to  ihe  Governor.  One  copy  of  the  aforesaid 
statement;  duly  certified  to  be  correct  by  the  judges,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall,  under  seal,  be  transmitted  to  the 
Secrmary  of  Slate  and  a  like  copy  to  the  Attorney  Gener- 
al. Said  poll-lists  and  certificates  may  be  transmitted  by 
mail  or  otherwise,  and  the  ofRcer  receiving  the  same  shall 
certify  on  the  envelope  containing  it  the  mode  by  which  it 
came,  and  its  condition  when  received — stating  whether 
the  same  came  sealed  or  open,  and  whether  or  not  it  had 
bern  sealed. 

§  11.  Any  person  who  shall  vote  at  any  election  held

from  the  board  of  examiners  of  poll  books  of  a  county  in 
the  State;  and  said  votes  ><h:ill,  in  all  respects,  be  as  legal 
and  valid  as  tho:>e  ior  the  same  purpose,  cast  at  any  pre- 
cinct  within  the  State. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to

He  .^hall  make  the  necessary  side  nt>tes,  referring  to  the 
chapter  and  page  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  Codes  of 
Prictice.  or  other  book  containing  the  statutes,  where  a 
former  law  has  been  altered,  modified,  or  repealed. 

§2.  It^hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  per- 
form a  like  service  during  and  immediately  alter  each  ses- 
sion or  adjourned  session  of  the  General  Assembly  in  re- 
gard to  the  general  laws  which  may  be   hereafter  passed, 

§3.  The  following  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  leceive 
one  copy  each  of  said  pamphlet,  viz:  circuit  judge,  com- 
monwealth's attorney,  county  clerk,  circuit  clerk,  county 
judges,  county  attorneys,  and  members  of  the  legislature, 
to  each  cif  whom  a  copy  sh^ll  be  sent  by  the  Public  Printer 
a«8oon  as  tbe  same  shall  be  published. 
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§4.  The  Attorney  General  shall  receive  ior  his  services  1

AN  ACT  to  regulate  recnii ling  in  Kentucky,  and  to   punish  persoM 
who  violate  the  laws  of  Kentucky  in  relation  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  ike  CommonweaUh 
of  KcntiLcky: 

§  1.  That  recruiting  for  military  or  naval  service,  within 
the  limitH  of  Kentucky,  except  into  the  regular  army,  or 
naval  service  of  the  government  of  the  United  Slates,  or 
into  organizations  specially  authorized  by  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  is  hereby  prohibited. 

§2.  Any  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  tive  hundred  dollars  for  each  recruit  he  obtains,  to 
be  collected  as  other  fines,  and  to  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  two  month.*<,  nor  more  than  six  months,  in  some  county 
jail,  for  each  and  everv  offense. 

^3.  That  such  oOender  may  be  placed  in  safe  keeping, 
in  such  pittce  as  the  Governor  may  direct,  until  the  next 
session  of  the  court,  having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense,  and 
until  he  is  tried. 

}  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

and  W.  F,  Barrett,  or  any  four  or  more  of  them  may,  at

Bach  time  and  place  as  \»  coavenient  to  them,  open  books 
for  the  8ub:»cription  of  stock,  which  shall  be  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  when  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and  five 
dollars  per  share  paid  thereon,  the  subscribers  may  meet 
and  elect  five  directors,  who  shall  serve  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

§3.  The  president  and  directors  may  adopt  a  seal,  and 
change  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may  appoint  all  neces- 
sary officers  and  agents,  fix  their  compensMtion,  and  tnke 
bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties;  they  may  prescribe  the  mode  of  paying  in,  and 
tran.-iferring  the  stock,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  retire  any 
portion  of  the  stock  issued,  should  it,  in  their  judgment,  be- 
come nece8.4ary,  and  re-issu<*  the  same  or  any  part  thereof, 
whenever  the  interes^t  of  the  bank  requires  it;  they  shall 
have  a  lien  on  the  stock  for  the  debts  before  other  credi-  > 
toTd,  except  the  State  and  for  taxes. 

§4.  This  t'orporation  may  receive,  on  special  deposit, 
gold  atid  silver  coin,  and  bank  notes,  and  issue  certifi- 
cates thereon,  and  allow  such  interest  as  may  be  agreed 
opon,  and  loan  money  upon  bonds,  stocks,  and  mortgages, 
on  real  estate,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  twice  per  annum,  declare  and  pay 
over  to  the  stockholders  a  dividend  of  profit. 

§5.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  shall  appoint 
the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  annual  election  of  di- 
rectors, and  any  two  or  more  of  this  number  shall  be  pres- 
ent and  conduct  said  election. 

$6.  The  right  to  alter  or  repeal  this  charter  is  reserved 
to  the  General  Assembly.

AN  ACT  to  ineorporate  the  Fulle  City  Bank  at  Loniaville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

k  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  Bank  of  Deposit 
in  the  city  of  LouiTaville,  with  a  capital  of  five  hundred 
tfaoo:^nd  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to 
be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified;  and 
the  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors  and  ai$>sign8, 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Falls  City  Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for 
twenty  years  from  its  organization;  and  shall  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  an- 
swering and  defending  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever; 
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it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and   change  and  renew  the 
same  at  plea.<«ure. 

^  *2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control   and  direction 
of   four  directors,  each    of    whom   rthall  be    stockholdeps; 
thev    Hh.iil   be   residents   of  thi.-*  State,  and   after  thn  liret 
election  shall  be  electrd  annnally.  on  the  scond  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their  succe.-'^ori 
are  elected  and   qualified;   they   sh^ll   elect  one  of  iheir 
number  pre^sident,  and  xhall  hold  regular  meetings  at  ^uch 
times  as  niHy  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  other  meetings 
may  be   had   whenever  deemed   necessary;  and  in  case  of 
the  death  or  resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy  slmll 
he   filled    by  the   board   of  directors.     The  directors  shall 
have   power  to  receive  sub-^criptions  for  so  many  of  the 
shares  of  the  stock  of  said  company,  remainin<i:  unsold,  as

Robinson,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of 
whom  may  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  tor  the 
capital  stftck;  and  when  one  thousand  shares  have  been 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  in  two  or 
more  djiily  newspapers  published  in  said  city  of  Louisville, 
and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  (iirectors, 
who  shall  hold  their  ofRces  until  the  ensuing  annual  elec- 
tion.

shall  have  been  paid,  the  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  prolong  the  time  for  the  payment  ol  the  re.-iduc; 
and  should  any  of  the  subscribers  tail  to  pay  for  their  sub- 
scriptions of  stock,  as  herein  provided,  after  giving  notice 
of  their  intention, in  some  daily  newspaper  in  said  city,  (^or 
thirty  days,  may,  by  resoluti(m  entered  on  their  records, 
forfeit  such  stock  and  re-sell  the  same  at  such  time  mttliey 
may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial  payment.**  made  on 
any  stock  which  shall  be  then  foifeiied,  shall  be  held  for

the  benefit  of  the  corporation.  Said  corporation  may  com- 
mence basiness  so  soon  as  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  bav^ 
been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and  directors  first  elected 
shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such  payment,  before 
some  judge  or  justice. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes,  which  may  be  lawfully 
circulating  as  money,  and  repay  the  same,  in  such  man- 
ner, at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceed* 
iog  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with 
the  depositors  by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in 
the  loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  oth- 
er evidences  of  debt,  take  personal  and  other  securities  for 
the  payment  thereof ,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  in  all  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  un- 
der the  Ivv;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  its  banking  house,  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland 
bills,  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  pat  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use, 
occnpy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels 
as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or 
which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or 
parchaaed  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or  decree, 
and  sell  and  convey  the  same;  and  they  may  make  such 
by- laws,  for  their  government,  as  they  may  deem  necessary: 
Provided,  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and 
kws  of  this  State,  or  oi  the  United  States. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  and  paid  for — to 
be  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund — in  said  institution  which 
shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus. 

§  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  officers,  shall 
appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corporation  to  his  own 
Qse,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  .make  correct  entries,  or  know- 
iogly  make  false  ones,  on  the  books  of  the  bank,  with 
intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation  or  any  other 
person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of  funds, 
the  officer  so  oflfeiiding  shall  be  de'emed  guilty  of  felony, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confine- 
ment in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  currency. 

§  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
aoiine  the  afllairs  of  said  corporation,  by  any  committee  they 
nay  appoint  for  that  purpoae. 
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1804.  ^10.  If  at  any  time  the  Northern  Bank  of  Kentaeky  thall 

ii«y  it^«.»ft   ^^^  ^P  *"d  discontinue  businesa,  the  president  and  di- 

ttiiiAm«.  rectors  of  this  corporation  mav,  after  giving  notice  of  their 

intention  so  to  do,  for  fifteen  days,  in  two  daily  papers  pnb* 
lished  in  Louisville,  change  its  name  to  the  Northern  Bank, 
and  the  transactions  of  the  bank  shall  from  that  time  be 
conducted  in  that  name.  But  the  old  name  may  be  ueed  in 
closing  up  their  prior  transactions,  and  on  them  the  bank 
may  continue  to  sue  or  be  sued  in  the  old  name.

That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  our 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  requested,  to 
introdoce  and  urge  the  passage  of  such  law  as  will  afford 
adequate  relief  to  the  loyal  sufferers  within  this  State,  ei« 
ther  by  providing  for  a  branch  Court  of  Claims  within  and 
fcrthe  State  of  Kentucky,  regulated  as  the  Court  of  Claims 
IB  now  by  law  regulated;  or  by  giving  to  the  United  States 
District  Court,  for^he  District  of  Kentucky,  jurisdiction  in 
inch  cases,  and  making  the  necessary  appropriation  to  pro- 
vide for  the  immediate  payment  of  such  judgment  as  may 
he  awarded  thereby;  or,  authorizing  the  State  of  Ken- 
tacky,  through  the  medium  of  her  own  courts,  to  abjudi- 
cate, allow,  and  pay  such  claims  of  the  character  afore- 
itid,  as  may  be  just,  and  providing  for  her  reimburse- 
ment. 

2.  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  memorialize  Con- 
pess  upon  the  matters  hereinbefore  set  forth,  urging  atten- 
tion to,  and  action  thereon. 

8.  That  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions,  together 
Mth  the  memorial  of  the  Governor,  be  printed,  and  a  copy 
farwarded,  by  the  Governor,  to  the  President  of  the  Sen« 
itCj  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  to 
Badi  of  oar  Senators  and  Members  of  Congress.

MEICOBIAL  to.GopgreM  in  rela^OD  to  the  prappised  Federal  tax  on 

Leaf  Tobacco. 

The  jomt  committeeB  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
reseotatives,  who  were  directed  to  memorialise  Congress 
in  reference  to  the  pmposed  tajc  oa  leaf  tqbaoQo,  and  to 
whom  were  referred  resolutions  on  the  same  subject,  while 
r^^tting  the  absence  of  statistical  tables  to  more  fully 
elucidate  the  prejudicial  character  of  such  an  impost  duty» 
beg  leave  to  report  their  views  in  such  general  terms  as 
they  trast  will  clearly  define  the  impolicy  of  any  taxation 
oo  leaf  tobacco. 

It  was  forcibly  set  forth  in  the  preamble  to  a  series  of 
leeolutions  which  passed  the  House  of  Representatives^ 
that: 

"The  tobacco  interest  of  Kentucky,  is  aj;  this  time  it^ 
most  important  one,  from  which  wealth  flows  to  the  State 
and  General  Government,  and  comfort  and  prosperity  to 
the  citizen.  It  is  a  crop  the  place  of  which,  to  the  poor 
man  and  sueaall  farmer,  cannot  be  supplied,  for  its  produc- 
ti4Mi  requires  but  a  small  territory,  and  a  limited  force.  By 
bt  the  poor  man  purchases  his  groceries,  pays  bis  taxes, 
m4  educates  his  children.  It  filU  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
so  ttiat  Kentucky  can  render  efficient  aid  to  the  govern- 
ment in  conquering  the  existing  rebellion.  It  yields  a 
Ittrge  revenue  to  the  government  under  the  income  tax 
lawa.  It  takes  but  little,  if  anything,  from  the  production 
of  grain,  as  its  cultivation  reqiAires  but  little  effort  until  the 
giain  crops  are  out  of  the  way.  It  employs  women  and 
children,  who,  otherwise,  could  be  of  but  little  service  on 
the  farm.  It  is  a  luxury,  it  is  true,  but  finding  its  consum- 
ers abroad,  it  brings  home  the  wealth  of  foreign  lands.  It 
snppiUes,  (to  a  certain  extent,)  the  place  of  gold  and  ster- 
ling exchange,  at  a  time  when  these  necessaries  of  com- 
merce are  so  scarce  and  difficult  to  be  had.  And  yet  this 
legislature  has  heard  with  astonishment  and  dismay,  that 
it  ba^  been  recommended  to  the  general  government  to 
put  an  additional  tax  upon  the  article  of  manufactured  to- 
bacco, and  a  heavy  and  ruinous  tax  on  that  of  leaf  tobacco. 
This  policy  would  destroy  the  crop  utterly,  and  leave  no 
resort  fpr  me  l(ind  of  farmers  now  engaged  in  its  produc- 
tion." 
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1864.  Bdt  the  evils  to  result  from  the  proposed  policy  are    not 

merely  local  to  our  State — they  will  be  felt  all  over  the 
country,  as  tobacco  is  now  grown  in  nearly  every  State  in 
the  Union,  and  its  production  is  rapidly  on  the  increase. 
'  The  suggested  tax  finds  no  advocates  but  those  who  have 
large  stocks  on  hands,  and  might  expect  immense  profits 
sliould  it  be  adopted.  The  growers  smd  exporters  unive^ 
sally  regard  it  as  a  ruinous  policy,  tending  to  destroy  a 
great  agricultural  interest  of  the  country,  so  far  as  the  sup- 
ply of  any  foreign  demand  is  concerned.  The  commercial 
papers  of  our  large  sea-board  cities  take  this  \iew  of  it, 
and  we  are  indebted  to  them,  and  especially  to  a  writer  in 
the  New  York  Journal  cf  Commerce^  for  many  of  the  fact« 
and  data  which  your  committee  will  find  useful  to  embody 
in  this  report.  One  of  the  arguments  thus  adduced  is,  that 
if  it  were  possible  to  compel  foreign  nations  to  use  oar  to- 
bacco, notwithstanding  its  much  advanced  price,  the  pro- 
posed measure  might  work  well,  and  add  greatly  to  cor 
National  revenue,  but  the  laws  of  trade  are  inevitable,  and 
will  show  that  should  the  cost  of  the  article  be  increased 
by  the  intended  tax,  our  exports  of  tobacco  would  dwindle 
down  to  a  mere  fraction  of  what  they  have  heretofore 
been.  Europe  grows  as  much  tobacco  as  the  United  States, 
and  France  stimulates  the  culture  in  Algeria,  so  ihat  one 
recent  year's  crop  was  estimated  as*equal  to  12,000  hogs- 
heads of  Kentucky  tobacco.  The  staple  is  also  raised  in 
Macedonia,  Alsace,  the  Palatenate,  Holland,  European 
and  Asiatic  Russia,  Poland,  and  Hungary.  The  import- 
ance of  all  these  crops,  in  the  aggregate,  may  be  estimated 
from  the  fact  that  Hungary  alone  raised  in  one  year  a  crop 
equal  to  a  large  Western  leaf  crop,  or  100,000  hogsheads 
Kentucky  growth.  The  Austrian  Government,  formerly  a 
large  consumer  of  American  tobacco,  has  of  late  supplied' 
its  wants  mostly  from  Hungary,  and  that  country  has  late- 
ly sold  tobacco  to  some  extent  to  France  and  Italy,  as  a 
substitute  for  the  Virginia  growth. 

In  most  of  the  districts  named  the  culture  of  tobacco  is 
kept  down  by  Government  control,  which  would  be  relax- 
ed if  increased  crops  should  become  desirable  under  the  in- 
fluences of  an  advance  in  the  prices  of  the  American  arti- 
cle; so  in  many  of  the  German  States,  where  the  culture  is 
now  limited,  a  small  impetus  would  stimulate  its  increase 
largely. 

But  in  considering  the  world's  product  of  tobacco,  as  the 
rival  source  of  supply  to  ours,  the  growths  of  the  West  In- 
dies and  South  America  assume  great  importance.  In 
Bremen  alone,  in  the  year  186!;2,  there  were  sales  of  69,965 
bales  Colombia  tobacco;  40,490  of  St  Domingo;  18,710  of 
Cuba,  and  39,310  of  Brazil;  while  the  sales  of  North  Amer- 
ican, in  the  same  space,  were  of  Maryland  and  Ohio  16,- 
016  hogsheads;  Western  leaf  11,565,   and   Virginia  866. 
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Taking  Ihe  average  weight  of  a  hogshead  at  1,100  pounds,        1864. 
and  of  bales  at  150  pounds,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sales  of 
South  American  and  West  India  tobacco  were  larger  than 
of  North  American. 

Bremen  is  the  principal  market  for  our  tobacco,  jurhile 
Hambarg  imports  about  as  much  of  the  West  Indian  and 
South  American  kinds  as  Bremen,  and  none  of  ours  hi  all, 
which  shows  that  the  German  consumption  is  supplied  to  a 
greater  extent  from  the  West  Indies  and  South  America 
than  from  the  United  States. 

Other  foreign  crops  of  tobacco  come  from  Manilla  and 
Java,  and  in  iSGS  there  were  in  Amsterdam  and  Rotterdam 
sales  of  60,000  bales  of  Java  tobacco. 

The  statician  who  has  presented  these  important  items 
of  information,  in  regarding  the  influence  which  a  tax  on 
oar  leaf  tobacco  would  have  in  such  open  markets  of  Eu- 
rope, cannot  question  that  the  proposed  increase  would  be 
equivalent  to  its  prohibition.  The  advance  of  the  last  two 
years,  brought  about  by  natural  causes,  and  from  the  In- 
creased rates  of  exchange — amounting  to  perhaps  50  per 
eent. — curtailed  last  year's  sales  in  Bremen  considerably, 
and  it  was  the  opinion  of  merchants  there,  expressed  to 
their  correspondents  in  New  York,  that  Kentucky  tobacco 
would  not  regain  its  former  proportions  in  the  consumption, 
unless  it  could  be  bought  for  export  here  at  from  four  to 
five  cents  in  gold  for  lugs.  This  is  evident,  for  Porto  Rico 
tobacco,  which  is  preferred  for  smoking,  can  be  bought  in 
Bremen  at  seven  and  a  half  groats,  while  Kentucky  and 
Maryland,  of  ordinary  grades,  could  not  be  sold  at  less 
than  nine  to  ten  cents  without  loss.  Seed  leaf  tobacco  is 
almost  exclusively  exported  to  Bremen,  where  it  came  in- 
to use  when  it  could  be  imported  for  less  than  Domingo. 
This  year's  prices  having  increased  about  50  per  cent.,  the 
tales  were  quite  small,  and  left  a  loss  on  American  quota- 
tions, BO  that  a  good  deal  of  it  was  re-shipped  to  New  York, 

To  the  assertion  that  the  Governments  of  France,  Italy,, 
and  Spain  will  be  compelled  to  buy  our  tobacco  in  any 
event,  it  has  been  replied,  as  showing  its  fallacy,  that  Gov- 
ernments do  not  act  differently  from  individuals,  and  vnlh 
buy  where  they  can  get  the  article  cheapest.  If  they  are- 
asked  thirty  cents  for  our  tobacco, they  will  take  Europeauy 
West  Indian,  and  South  American,  which  costs  them  about 
ten  cents  per  ponnd.  A  small  difference  in  price  is  some- 
times sufficient  to  make  the  governments  change  from  one 
kind  to  another,  and  it  is  well  known  to  the  trade  that  Mary- 
land tobacco  was  shipped  largely  to  Spain,  when  Ken- 
tucky was  comparatively  higher  in  price.  The  difference 
of  these  two  kinds  is  certainly  as  marked  as  that  between 
any  other  growths.    European  Governments  derive  a  good

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1M4        income  from  their  monopolies,  but  the  proposed  tax  would 

debar  us  from  being  eell^s  to  them.    They  can  get  an  «r* 

tide,  not  the '  growth  of  our  country,  for  ten  cents^  while 
ours  would  cost  them  thirty  cents.  Of  course  they  would 
simply  drop  ours,  and  buy  other  kinds.  They  have  a  large 
stock  on  hand  now,  bought  at  low  prices,  and  some  of  them 
keep  a  large  advance  supply  always  on  hand,  to  guard 
against  the  fluctuations  caused  by  a* sudden  advance  in 
prices.  It  is  computed  that  the  stock  in  the  European 
markets  is  now  over  60,000  hogsheads,  which  is  a  heavier 
amount  than  was  held  at  corresponding  periods  in  1858- 
59-60,  when  the  large  Virginia  crops  were  still  accessible. 
This  is  conclusive  evidence  that  the  consumption  of  our 
tobacco  has  already  diminished  in  Europe,  and  does  not 
need  artificial  measures  to  kill  it  entirely. 

As  to  taxing  manufactured  tobacco,  it  can  have  little  or 
no  influence  in  our  export  trade,  for  our  cigar-makers  can- 
not compete  with  the  low  wages  jof  Europe,  and  it  is  com- 
puted that  our  home  manufactures  pay  six  times  as  mudi 
a»  the  Europeaa.  factories,  while  chewing  is  almost  un- 
known on  the  cootinenty  and  but  few  boxes  of  manufac- 
tured brands  are  sent  out,  annually,  to  continental  sea 
ports  for  the  use  of  American  sailors. 

It  seems,  from  all  theae  ficta,  to  be  a  self-evident  propo- 
sition, that  the  proposed  tax,  or  any  tax  on  leaf  tobacco, 
woald  entirely  prevent  the  receipt  of  revenue  from  it»  ex- 
ports, while  it  ia  stated  in  ofiicial  publications  from  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  that  tobacco  now  yields  some* 
thing  more  than  $3,000,000  pter  annum,  and  ought  to  be 
$6,000,000  were  it  not  that  enormous  frauds  have  been  per^ 
petrated.  If  proper  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  these 
frauds,  the  revenue  will  be  more  largely  benefitted  than  by 
the  export  tax  on  leaf,  even  if  the  foreign  demand  should 
not  be  diminished,  while  we  have  shown  that  it  will  be 
completely  cut  ofi*,  and  its  place  supplied  by  the  growth  of 
foreign  countries. 

The  tax  would  be  ruinous  tojhe  tobaooo  raiser,  for  it  ia 
established  that. from  two-thirdeto  three-fourths  of  all  our 
growth  has  heretofore  gone  to  foreign  countries,  and  to 
that  extent  the  planters  would  have  to  diminish  their  crops. 
The  tax  would  be  injurious  to  the  grower^  to  the  Govenl^ 
ment«  and  to  the  general  community,  because  it  would  ab- 
stract the  price  of  all  exports  paid  in  gold  from  us,  and 
make  the  rate  of  exchange  against  us  still  greater.  The 
tax  would  be  fatal  to  every  person  engaged  in  the  tobaooo 
business,  through  all  its  variations,  and  it  would  be  a  ca- 
lamity to  Kentucky,  the  extent  of  which  we  cannot  esti- 
mate, and  the  effects  of  which  we  do  not  dare  to  contem* 
plate. 
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Yoar  committee  present  to  yoo,  as  an  appendix  to  their        1864, 

report,  a  earefally  prepared  document,  emanating  from  the    

tobacco  dealers  of  Loaisville,  through  a  committee  of  their 
namber,  marked  A,  and  also  a  letter  from  a  well  known 
and  extensive  Kentucky  tobacco  dealer,  on  the  same  sub* 
ject,  marked  B;  though  these,  in  some  particulars,  embrace 
the  same  line  of  argument  which  your  committee  have  fol* 
lowed  from  the  data  for  which  they  have  heretofore  given 
credit,  sttll  they  are  particularly  valuable  as  expressing  the  . 
sentiments  of  Kentuckians  engaged  in  the  purchase,  man- 
ufacture, forwarding  and  export  of  the  staple. 

Another  letter  from  a  Louis ville  manufactures  says:  ''If 
we  are  to  have  a  duty  on  the  weed,  let  it  be  put  on  the 
manufactured,  for  leaf  cannot  be  raised  if  there  should  be 
a  heavy  duty  put  on  it,  only  to  a  very  limited  extent;  but 
an  additional  duty  on  manufactured  would  not  prevent  its 
being  made,  and  would  be  the  proper  place  to  put  it.  I 
speak  against  my  own  interest,  but  these  are  times  to  look 
to  the  good  of  our  country.*'  This  patriotic  remark  will 
undoubtedly  find  a  response,  hearty  and  prompt,  through* 
out  our  State  and  the  country,  and  indicates  that  while 
Kentucky  shrinks  from  noburdenof  taxation,  which  the  ne* 
cessities  of  the  Government  require,  and  is  ready  to  make 
sacrifices  in  assuming  that  burden;  still,  prudent  forsigbt 
and  wise  statesmanship,  suggest  that  we  should  not  com^ 
mit  the  folly  of  "killing  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  egg.'* 
We  have  a  iftaple  which  can  yield  a  handsome  revenue  to 
the  federal  treasury,  if  duties  are  judiciously  imposedupod 
it;  and  it  would  be- sheer  insanity  for  Congress  to  shape  its 
legislation  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  our  lar^  tobao^ 
00  crop  valueless  as  a  source  of  revenue,  cut  down  the  in- 
comes  which  are  also  subject  to  taxation,  and  destroy  a 
branch  of  agricultural  industry  which,  if  properly  fostered; 
or  rather  if  not  harshly  dealt  with,  cannot  fail  to  prove  a 
great  source  of  profit  to  small  capitalists  and  persons  in  in* 
digent  einmrnstances,  who  hold  the  fee  of  a  few  acres  of 
land. 

Your  committee  therefore  beg  leave  to  recommend  tli# 
adoption  of  the  following  joint  resolutions,  viz:

That  this  legislature  earnestly  remenstrates  witk  Con« 
grese  against  the  imposition  of  any  tax  on  leaf  tobacco;  and 
oor  Senalors  are  instructed,  and  irar  Representatives  are 
teqneeted,  te  use  every  eflTort  to  prevent  tots  monstrous  in« 
jnstioe  and  oppressive  folly.

Report  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  tobacco  trade  of  the  city 
of  Louisville y  Ky.^  to  consider  the  tax  on  leaf  tobacco  as  pro- 
posed to  Congress  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 

Your  committee  have,  as  far  as  practicable  with  such 
data  as  they  possess,  considered  the  recommendation  of 
Secretary  Chase  to  impose  a  tax  on  leaf  tobacco,  and  beg 
leave  to  submit  some  of  the  facts  and  reasons  which  con* 
vince  them  of  the  impolicy  and  impracticability  of  the  pro- 
position. 

In  the  adjustment  of  revenue  laws  the  statesman  knows 
that  certain  classes  of  articles  require  to  be  delicately 
handled,  whilst  others  will  bear  a  very  heavy  pressure. 
The  generally  conceded  principle  is  that  all  classes  of 
luxuries  may  be  taxed,  and  ought  to  be  much  more  heavily 
taxed  than  necessaries  of  life.  But  the  distinction  between 
these  classes  is  not  at  all  times  readily  drawn.  Many 
articles  now  deemed  necessaries,  and  so  recognized  by  our 
revenue  laws,  were  once  classed  with  luxuries  and  taxed 
lu^cordingly.  It  is  admitted  that  tobacco,  as  an  article  of 
consumption,  is  a  luxury.  But  may  the  crop  of  leaf  tobac- 
co of  the  United  States  now,  or  at  any  time,  be  properly 
classed  with  luxuries  for  the  purpose  of  taxation?  We 
think  QOt,  for  the  following  reasons:  The  chief  value  of 
this  crop  arises  from  its  export  demand.  Taking  a  series 
of  ten  years,  the  estimated  annual  yield  of  tobacco  in  the 
United  States  may  be  reckoned  a  fraction  over  two  hun- 
dred thousand  hogsheads,  or  two  hundred  and  fifty  million 
pounds.  About  one-fourth  of  this  is  consumed  at  home, 
while  the  remaining  three  fourths  is  exported  principally 
to  the  various  markets  of  Europe.  Thus  it  is  seen  that 
three-fourths  of  the  entire  crop  does  not  partake  of  the 
character  of  a  luxnry,  with  as,  but  is  simply  an  article  of 
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commerce,  and  represbnts  annually  some  twenty  millions        1864. 
of  dollars  in  the  adjustment  of  our  exchanges  with  Europe. 

Bat  it  may  be  asked:  Will  not  Europe  still  take  our  sur* 
plas  with  an  export  duty  on  it  and  pay  the  tax  where  the 
article  is  consumed?  This  is  the  main  question  involved  in 
Secretary  Chase's  prbposition.  And  we  doubt  not  those 
who  may  advocate  this  tax  are  misled  by  the  axiom  in 
Political  Economy  that  ''the  consumer  pays  the  tax."  Will 
the  foreign  consumer  pay  it  in  this  instance,  is  now  the 
qaestion  to  be  determined.  If  this  question  can  be  satis- 
factorily answered  in  the  affirmative,  there  is  no  room  for 
any  farther  discussion.  But  if  the  statistics  of  the  trade 
sboald  show  that  the  effect  of  an  export  duty  would  effect- 
aally  blockade  all  foreign  markets;  or,  in  other  words,  that 
we  should  have  no  export  demand  for  our  surplus,  the 
Government  would  not  only  fail  in  deriving  the  anticipated 
revenue,  but  one  of  the  leading  agricultural  staples  would 
be  lost  to  the  country  for  want  of  a  market. 

In  arriving  at  a  satisfactory  answer  to  the  question  "will 
the  consumer  in  Europe  pay  the  tax  proposed,"  it  is  neces- 
sary for  us  to  know  the  quantity  consumed  and  the  sources 
of  supply.  If  it  were  true  that  we  furnished  all  this  sup- 
ply then  we  might  follow  it  with  a  tax.  Or  if  we  can  pro 
dace  the  article  cheaper  than  other  countries,  still  we 
might  tax  it  to  the  extent  of  the  difference  in  the  cost  of 
production.  But  another  hypothesis  is  true.  We  by  no 
means  monopolize  the  growth  of  the  '*weed,"  nor  produce 
it  cheaper  than  other  countries.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
anooal  consumption  in  Europe  is  in  round  numbers  about 
six  hundred  million  pounds.  Of  this  amount  the  United 
States  furnished  about  one-fourth  when  the  average  price 
in  this  country  was  about  seven  cents  per  pound,  which  is 
considered  a  fair  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  But  with- 
out any  tax  we  are  losing  ground  in  those  markets,  under 
the  competition  of  the  substitutes  furnished  by  Europe, 
Asia,  and  Africa. 

Keliable  statistics  show  our  total  export  in  I860  to  be 
170,662  hogsheads,  while  in  1862  it  was' only  99,368  hogs- 
heads. This  falling  off  was  owing  in  part  to  the  failure , 
to  get  oat  the  crop  of  Virginia.  With  this  heavy  falling 
off  in  our  exports  the  rational  presumption  would  be  a 
corresponding  depression  of  the  stocks  in  Europe,  and  a 
greatly  increased  demand  for  American  tobaccos.  But  the 
contrary  is  true.  In  1862  their  stocks  were  heavier  than 
they  had  been  for  ten  years,  except  in  1860  and  1861;  and 
what  is  still  more  remarkable  the  present  stocks  of  Ameri- 
can tobaccos  in  foreign  markets  are  larger  than  in  former 
years.  Thus  showing  that  Europe  is  very  rapidly  becoming 
independent  of  us  in  this  important  trade. 

Substitutes  are  already  found  in  the  Old  World  for  all 
the  grades  and  classes  of  American  tobaccos  except,  per- 
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1864.       baps,  tke  very  riob  beavy  article  kntown  in  tbe  nMrketi  as 

"Clarkflville."    Stimalated  by  oqr  national  troubles  eVeiy 

effort  is  being  made,  seconded  and  enconraged  by  the  rai- 
ling powers  of  onr  trans- Atlantic  customeis,  to  produce  at 
bome,  or  witbin  their  own  dominions,  subAtitntes  for  all  our 
leading  staples.  With  these  facts  before  us,  and  with  our 
great  staple,  tobacco,  thus  struggling  to  maintain  its  poii* 
tion  in  those  markets,  and  perceptibly^  losing  ^^niid, 
would  it  be  wise  to  cripple  its  struggles  by  subjecting  it  la 
an  export  duty?  Surely  not.  Such  a  course  would,  in  oar 
judgment,  at  once  stop  the  export  movement  of  the  article 
just  where  the  tax  6nds  it.  This  being  true,  its  cultivattOB 
would  cease,  of  course,  except  for  home  consuoiptioD, 
which  we  have  seen  does  not  require  one-fourth  of  the 
amount  now  produced.  We  cannot  believe  that  Congress, 
after  a  full  investigation  of  the  whole  subject,  Jwill  deem 
the  demands  of  the  treasury  so  urgent  as  to  hazard  :80  im- 
portant an  interest  as  the  tobacco  crop,  by  adopting  the 
Secretary'^  recommendation. 

While  we  cheerfully  concede  it  the  duty  of  every  citizen 
to  sustain  the  constituted  authorities  in  all  their  efforts  to 
preserve  the  Government  in  its  unity,  integrity  and  digni- 
ty, we  think  that  justice  requires  that  the  burdens  should 
be  equitably  distributed,  and  that  no  one  class,  especially 
f^prodtLcing  class,  should  be  crushed,  nor  unreasonably  bur- 
dened by  taxation,  however  urgent  the  demands  forfove- 
nue. 

In  behalf  of  the  cultivators  and  all  others  interested  in 
the  tobacco  crop  of  the  United  States,  we  respectfully  oom- 
mend  the  foregoing  facts  and  suggestions  to  the  oalm  and 
earnest  attention  of  Congress,  relying  upon  {he  wisdom 
and  justice  of  the  representatives  of  the  people,  to  #ave 
from  destruction  one  of  the  chief  articles  of  export,  by  ex- 
empting leaf  tobacco  from  the  burden  of  taxation.

we  eookl  eoosaine  all  that  we  prodaced. 

That  not  beiag  the  ease,  we  were  dependent  on  a  for- 
eign demand  to  take  our  lars®  turpios  ae  a  very  natural 
eoBsequenoe.  And  now  let  us  l€K>k  at  the  relative  amount 
ef  our  exportation  of  tobacco,  compared  with  receipts 
from  the  interior,  as  reported  at  our  principal  ports.  1 
have  not  at  hand  all  the  statistics  to  make  an  accurate 
estifflate,  but  can  come  sufficiently  near  it  for  our  purpose. 
We  will  take  the  year  1859  or  1860  which  vary  but  little. 
There  was  received  in  New  Orleans,  in  IMO,  80,955  hogs- 
heads; New  York,  12,253  hogtheads;  Baltimore  2,010; 
Philadelphia,  1,420;  total,  96,038.  I  have  not  the  amounts 
received  at  Boston  or  Richmond,  nor  have  I  the  amounts 
exported  from  all  of  those  ports;  but  there  was  received  at 
New  Orleans,  in  1860«  80,955  hogsheads,  and  exported  to 
foreign  ports  73,241  hogsheads.  In  1859,  New  Orleans  ex- 
ported to  foreign  ports  73,729  hogsheads.  If  1  had  the 
amounts  exported  from  the  other  ports  above,  it  would 
augment  this  amount  considerably,  though  they  did  not  ex* 
port  proportionately  so  much  as^New  Orleans.  But  this  is 
sufficient  to  show  the  magnitude  of  the  amounts  we  ex- 
ported, which  you  may  say  composed  our  surplus,  amount^ 
iag  to  about  three-fourths  of  the  above  estimate;  and  if  a 
duty  is  affixed  that  will  affect  this  foreign  demand,  and 
this  surplus  is  to  find  a  market  at  home,  there  will  not  be 
si^cient  demand  for  it  to  make  it  bring  enough  to  pay  the 
duty.  And  lest  there  are  some  who  are  incredulous  enough 
to  think  this  duty  will  not  materially  affect  the  foreign 
demand,  I  will  give  one  extract  from  a  circular  of  Clagett, 
Brachi  &  Co.,  brokers  in  London,  relative  to  the  increased 
UM  of  substitutes  for  American  tobacco  and  the  production 
o(  European  growth. 

''If  we  look  to  South  America,  we  find  a  great  stimulus 
most  have  been  given  to  production  in  Paraguay  and  Bra- 
zil} judging  alone  by  the  increased  quantities  recently  sent 
to  Europe.  But  after  all,  it  is  to  the  tobacco  producing 
districts  of  Europe  and  Algiers  to  which  attention  must  be 
turned,  if  it  is  desired  to  solve  the  mystery  how.  at  the  ex* 
piration  of  two  and  a  half  years  since  the  closmg  of  the 
extensive  producing  districts  of  the  seceded  American 
States,  not  only  have  the  great  European  communities 
been  supplied  throughout  with  all  they  have  required  for 
their  wants,  but  even  now  show  no  symptom  of  suffering 
from  scarcity.  The  fact  is,  but  little  is  known  of  the  enor- 
mooB  extent  to  which  the  article  is  grown  on  the  European 
continent,  and  the  productive  powers  or  Holland,  Germa- 
ny, Hungary,  Turkey  and  Greece  have  undoubtedly  been 
far  too  lighUy  estimated,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  we  have 
not  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  extent  of  the  produc- 
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]B64.  tion  to  series  of  years.  We  are  informed  by  recent  visit- 
or*  to  the  Imperial  factories  in  France  the  use  of  American 
tobacco  is  wonderfully  diminished,  the  cut  article  being 
composed  largely  of  Algerian,  Alsace,  Hungarian  and  oth- 
ei  European  growths,  a  slight  improvement  to  the  flavor 
being  obtained  by  the  admixture  of  Brazil,  Porto  Rico,  and 
such  similar  descriptions,  that  have  been  ruling  low  in 
value  for  some  time.  In  Austria,  where  the  next  great 
Continental  monopoly  exists,  there  is  reason  to  believe  the 
want  of  American  has  been  supplied  by  the  more  free  ubc 
of  the  growths  of  Hungary,  also  combined,  as  in  France, 
with  a  proportion  of  Brazil,  &c.,  of  which,  from  time  to 
time,  large  purchases  by  their  agents  in  the  ports  of  Ham- 
burg and  Bremen,  have  been  reported.  In  Italy,  Spain, 
and  Portugal,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  an  increased 
quantity  of  European  growths  has  likewise  been  used,  but 
owing  to  their  peculiar  requirements,  perhaps  more  real 
inconvenience  has  been  experienced,  through  the  scarcity 
of  rich,  dark,  high  flavored  descriptions,  than  in  any  other 
portion  of  the  Continent.  In  the  northern  European  coun- 
tries, including  the  United  Kingdom,  where  the  trade  is 
left  open  to  private  entei^rise  on  payment  of  custom  da- 
ties,  more  or  less  onerous,  no  difiiculty  whatever  has  hitherto 
been  found  in  obtaining  ample  supplies  of  common  cutting 
•  sorts,  although  many  great  and  singular  changes  have  oc- 

curred, as  in  Holland  for  instfince,  from  \^4ience  we  have 
drawn  much  of  their  own  production,  in  addition  to  large 
quantities  ot  Java,  replaced  there  by  the  inferior  growths 
of  the  interior  of  Germany,  which  in  turn  it  is  believed 
have  been  again  compensated  by  the  use  of  leaves  of 
plants  and  trees,  as  occurred  some  years  since,  during  a 
period  of  scarcity  and  high  prices.  In  addition  to  the  Eu- 
ropean growths,  some  assistance  has  been  derived  from 
the  East  Indies,  China  and  Japan,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  enormous  co^t  of  transport,  supplies  of  great  magni* 
tude  could  have  been  obtained.  It  is  therefore  evident 
the  only  class  of  tobacco  in  which  any  real  dearth  has 
been  felt,  is  the  fine,  high-flavored,  strong  Virginia  growth, 
the  want  of  which  has  been,  to  a  partial  extent,  supplied 
by  the  better  classes  of  Kentucky  and  Missouri;  and  such 
are  daily  becoming  more  and  more  diflicult  to  obtain;  but 
it  is  now  clear  that  in  all  future  calculations  as  to  the 
probable  course  of  price  of  the  ordinary  classes  of  tobac- 
co, a  far  wider  base  must  be  adopted,  and  account  will 
have  to  be  taken,  not  as  heretofore  of  the  probable  extent 
of  the  growing  American  crops,  but  those  of  all  the  other 
parts  of  the  world  where  the  plant  is  now  so  largely  culti- 
vated. In  Holland  and  Germany,  during  the  recent  hot 
weather,  great  fears  were  felt  of  serious  injury  to  the 
growing  crops;  subsequent  rains  have,  however,  consid- 
erably improved  their  prospects.     The  Hungarian  crop  is 
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reported  to  have  received  irretrievable  injary  from  drought,        1864. 
and  it  is  stated  will  not  exceed  one-fifth  of  laat  year's, 
which,  however,  was  nnasually  large. 

From  this  an  idea  can  be  formed  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  European  growth  and  substitutes,  which  would  be 
greatly  increased  as  American  tobacco  became  enhanced, 
at  would  of  course  be  the  result  of  this  proposed  duty,  and 
would  soon  become  in  a  manner  independent  of  us.  Then, 
as  a  consequence,  our  foreign  demand  falls  off,  our  sup- 
plies left  on  our  hands  without  a  demand,  which,  as  a  ne- 
cessary consequence,  would  have  the  effect  to  cut  short, 
and,  for  a  time,  perhaps,  stop  its  cultivation.

in  one  daily  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and 
ako  in  one  weekly  paper  published  in  Frankfort,  and  in  the 
weekly  Lexington  Observer  and  Reporter,  for  at  least 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  day  of  sale;  and  the  proceeds  of 
•aid  sale  shall  be  first  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the 
debts  of  the  college,  and  the  remainder  divided  amongst 
the  'stockholders,  pro  rata. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  ^makin^  the  sale  authorized 
by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  such  of  them  as  may  be 
acting  as  trustees  of  said  college  at  the  time  of  said  sale,

ford Female  College,"  and  shall  thereafter  poasess  all  tbe

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  Cammonwedth 
tf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  to  enable  the  county  court  of  Ohio  county  to 
build  a  new  court  house  for  said  county,  the  said  county  nebbada. 
court,  at  any  term  thereof,  the  justices  of  the  said  court 
baying  been  summoned  for  that  purpose,  and  a  majority  of 
them  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  may  borrow, 
on  the  credit  of  the  county,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  dollars;  and  may  issue  the  county's  bonds

the  lot  or  lots,  and  in  no  case  to  be  less  than  one  month 
from  the  service  of  the  order  on  the  said  owner,  as  herein- 
after provided.  The  cost  of  such  improvements  to  be  at 
the  expense  of  the  owner* of  the  lot  or  lots  adjacent  to 
whose  property  the  improvement  is  ordered  to  be  made. 

§  2.  It -shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  caose  a  copy  of 
the  ordinance  made  in  any  case,  under  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion, to  be  delivered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  or 
lots,  by  the  marshal  of  the  town,  or  some  officer  aathorized 
to  serve  notices  by  law. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  so  served  with  a 
copy  of  any  such  ordinance  to  proceed  at  once,  and  make 
and  construct  a  pavement,  as  provided  and  directed  in  the 
same,  governing  himself,  in  all  respects,  by  the  require- 
ments of  ihe  said  ordinance  served  upon  him.  If  the  owb- 
er  of  said  lot  or  lots  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  said 
ordinance  within  the  time  therein  specified,  and  shall  faO 
to  build  and  construct  the  pavement  within  the  time,  and 
in  the  manner  directed  in  the  same,  he  shall  be  fined  in  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  $20,  nor  more  than  $50,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Lebanon,  against  such  person  or  persons,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  town:  Provided,  The  board  of  Trustees  may,  by  a  by- 
law, duly  passed,  reduce  the  penalties  herein  imposed,  as 
they  may  see  proper.

indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  State  of  Kentucky  from 
all  loss  or  payments  on  account  of  said  bonds,  and  the 
interest  coupons  thereto  attached,  the  said  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  to  redeem  said  bonds  by  paying  to 
said  Favre  the  principal  thereof,  together  with  the  interest 
due  thereon  at  the  time  of  such  redemption.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Commontoealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  outside  and  party  walls  of  all  dwelling  hoases, 
store-houses,  and  other  buildings  hereafter  to  be  erected  or 
built  within  the  city  limits,  as  the  same  now  exist,  or  may 
hereafter  be  extended,  shall  be  constructed  of  stone  or 
brick,  unless  the  builder  shall  obtain  a  permit  from  the  city 
council  to  construct  the  same  of  different  material. 

§  2.  The  outside  and  party  walls  of  such  buildings  shall 
not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick,  except  flues  of  chim- 
neys, in  any  part  thereof,  and  they  shall  extend  at  least 
three  feet  above  and  outside  the  roof. 

§  3.  The  planking  or  sheeting  of  the  roof  of  any  such 
building  shall,  in  no  case,  be  extended  through  or  across 
the  party  walls  thereof;  and  all  such  buildings,  and  the  tops 
and  sides  of  all  dormer-windows  therein  shall  be  roofed 
or  covered  with  fire  proof  material,  such  as  tin,  iron,  tile 
or  slate. 

§  4.  All  beams,  or  other  timbers  in  the  party  walls  of 
each  buildings,  shall  be  separated  from  each  other  at  least 
four  Inches  by  brick,  stone,  or  mortar;  and  all  plate  pieces, 
in  the  front  or  rear  walls  shall  recede  from  the  outside  of 
the  walls  at  least  four  inches;  and  such  wall  shall  be  built 
up  to  the  slate  or  other  fire- proof  material  used  for  roofing. 

§  5.  No  chimney  shall  be  started  or  built  upon  the  floor 
of  the  building,  or  be  cut  off  to  be  supported  by  wood  be- 
low; and  all  hearthe  shall  be  supported  by  an  arch  of  stone 
or  brick. 

§  6.  No  timber  bearer,  or  trimmer,  nor  any  wood,  shall 
He  nearer  to  the  flue  of  a  chimney  than  twelve  inche?,  nor 
to  any  oven,  boiler,  or  furnace  nearer  than  two  feet. 

§  7.  All  outside  lintels  shall  be  of  stone  or  iron;  and  no 
bond  timber  *n  any  wall  shall,  in  width  and  thickness,  ex- 
ceed the  width  and  thickness  of  one  course  of  brick. 

§  8.  All  wooden  gutters  of  any  such  building  shall  be 
lined  or  covered,  on  the  upper  surface  thereof,  with  copper, 
zinc,  or  other  fire-proof  material. 

§  9.  All  trap- doors  or  roofs  shall  be  made  or  covered 
with  the  same  material  of  which  the  roof  is  made,  or  some 
other  good  fire-proof  material;  and  all  shutters  and  doors 
in  the  rear  or  sides  of  any  such  building,  which  shall  be 
used  as  a  warehouse  or  store-house  for  goods,  shall  be 
made  of  iron  or  copper,  or  covered  with  either  of  them 
when  made  of  wood;  and  all  beams,  girders,  plates  and 
joists  shall  be  firmly  secured  in  the  wails  with  iron  anchors, 
and  shall  recede  at  least  four  inches  from  the  outside  of 
the  wall,  unless  by  special  permit  it  is  otherwise  fixed;

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  said  Elias  Dunbar,  for 
fifty  dollars  and  forty-eight  cents,  ($50.48,)  the  amount  of 
lists  taken  and  destroyed  as  aforesaid.

and  jailer's  house  in  the  town  of  Vanceburg,  Lewis  county, 
which  tax  shall  be  levied  for  and  during  five  years  in  suc- 
cession, commencing  with  the  year  1804,  which  shall  be 
the  first  year. 

§  *^.  The  t!*herifi*of  Lewis  county  shall  collect  the  tax  au- 
thorized by  this  act,  and  pay  the  same  over  as  ordered  and 
directed  by  the  county  court  of  Lewis  county.

other  portions  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  shall  he  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated  to  have  been 
done,  but  such  statements  may  be  contradicted:  Provided 
further  J  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lots,  or  part  or 
parts  of  lots,  sold  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  and  expenses 
of  sQcb  improvement,  as  aforesaid,  who  have  not  consented 
in  writing  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  allowed  five  years  in

§  3.  The  city  council  shall   have  power  and  authority,

,  °'*       other  suitable  material  to  be  made  or  repaired,  at  the  time 
improvements  of  streets  are   made,  or  at  any  other  time, 
and  add  the  cost  and   expense  thereof  to  the  costs  of  th6 
improvement,  to  be  apportioned  according  to  the  feet  front 
among   the  owners  of  the    lots  or  parts  of  lots  along  th« 
street  crossed,  to  reach   one  half  the  distance  towards  the 
'    next  street;  and  when  only  the  crossing  is  made,  that  ex- 
pense shall  be  apportioned  in  the   same   manner,  and  the 
costs  and  expense  thereof,  in  both  cases,  shall  be  a  lien  op* 
on  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  extending  along  said  distance; 
and   the  same   shall  be   listed   atid   collected  in  the  same 
manner,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  in  every 
respect,  that   any  other  improvement  of  a  street  can  be 
collected,  subject  to  the  same  right  of  sale  and  redemp- 
tion. 

§  4.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to

^ke^S^'  o?  fully  organize  an  efficient  fire  department;  and  also  power 
*•"*•  to  employ  a  sufficient  number  of  men   to  take  charge  of 

and   manage  the  same,  and  to  erect  suitable  buildings  for 
the   same,  and   pay  the  whole   expense  thereof  as  herein- 
after  set  forth.     After  this  department  is  fully  organized, paid 
done    exempt    firemen  only  shall  be   exempt  from  serving  on  juries,  and 
|S£«,'&J!°*^ ""^    from  doing  military  duty  in  time  of  peace.     Council  shall 
BT^ws,officen    pass  such  by-!aws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  for 
mdni&i*^^    the  government  and   regulation  of  said   paid   fire  depart- 
ment; and   council   ma)'^  appoint  such  officers  for  said  de- 
partment, and  for  such   time  of  service,  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  may  invest  the  officers   and  members,  or  any 
portion  of  them,  with  such   police  powers  as  they  may 
TYirtobe^coi    deem  expedient  to  prescribe  by  ordinance.     And  that  the 
dllpiirtmen?"^    Said  couucil  be  and  they  are   hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected,  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  taxes,  in  addition   to  the  taxes  already 
provided  for,  a  tax  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  every  one 
hundred  dollars  valuation  of  taxable  property^  now  li8b|^ 
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to  taxation  under  the  charter  of  said  city,  annually,  for  a 
period  of  three  years;  and  the  money  arising  from  such 
additional  tax  shall,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  said 
council,  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  this  section.  And  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  years  the  Raid  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  said 
paid  fire  department,  shall  be  reduced  by  said  council  to  a 
sum  not  exceeding  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
valuation  of  taxable  property  above  mentioned,  annually; 
and  at  such  rate  may  be  continued  as  long  as  necessity  re- 
quires it,  exclusively  for  said  purpose. 

§  5.  The  mayor's  court  of  Covington  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  with  the  quarterly  courts  in  civil  cases, 
w^here  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  rf  interest 
and  costs  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars.  Either 
party  may  appeal  from  this  court  to  the  circuit  court,  in 
addition  to  the  appeals  therefrom  given  by  the  present 
charter,  in  civil  csises,  virhere  the  amount  in  controversy, 
exclusive  of  interest,  exceeds  sixteen  dollars.  In  such 
case  the  mayor  shall  receive  such  fees  as  are  allowed  to 
judges  of  county  courts,  and  he  shall  tax  the  same  costs  as 
are  taxable  by  county  judges  in  like  cases.  He  shall  be 
his  own  clerk;  and  the  proceedings.  In  all  respects,  shall 
conform  to  proceedings  in  quarterly  courts  in  like  cases. 

§  6.  The  mayor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  exceed- 
ingr  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  to  be  fixed  by  the  council,  pa^'- 
able  quarterly  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

§  7.  That  hereafter,  in  all  penal  cases  had  in  the  mayor's 
court  of  Covington,  a  docket  fee  of  one  dollar  shall  be 
taxed  up  against  the  defendant,  and  in  favor  of  the  city 
attorney,  as  costs;  and  in  all  cases  in  the  said  court,  in 
which  persons  are  convicted,  and  a  fine  is  imposed,  and 
the  same  and  the  costs  are  not  paid,  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants shall  be  confined  in  the  city  jail  or  work-house, 
and  made  to  perform  such  labor  as  the  council  may,  by  or- 
dinance, direct,  until  the  fine  and  costs  shall  have  been 
discharged,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day.  No  fine  or 
costs  imposed  by  judgment  in  said  court  shall  be  replev- 
ied. 

§  8.  The  school  board  of  said  city  shall  be  and  hereby  is 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession by  the  name  and  style  of  **The  School  Board  of 
the  City  of  Covington,"  and  in  that  name  may  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  pue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatsoever,  and  may  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal, 
and  the  same  may  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  full  and  exclusive  control  of  all 
the  t>chool  property  and  school  money  and  funds  now  be- 
longing or  that  may  hereafter,  in  anywise,  come  to,  belong, 
or  appertain  to  the  common  school  fund,  or  to  the  common 
schools  of  the  said  city.     All  property,  of  every  nature, 
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that  ijfiay  at  any  time  be  owned  by  said  corporation,  a&d  I 
all  the  funds  or  means  that  may  at  any  time  come  nndtti 
the  control  of  the  same,  are  hereby  forever  dedicated  t0| 
the  purposes  of  common  schools  in  ssaid  city,  and  the  title; 
to  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  and  the  property  it- 
self, in  said  city,  known  and  used  as  common  school  prop- 
erty, are  hereby  vested  in  said  corporation,  and  the  ^anwl 
shall  forever  remain  free  from  any  debt  or  liability  of  »id 
city,  and  free  from  either  city  or  State  taxes,  except  for 
street  and  side-walk  purposes. 

§  9.  The  tre€i8urer  of  said  city  shall  also  be  the  treasu- 
rer of  the  said  school  board,  subject  to  the  existing  provi- 
sions of  the  city  charter,  as  to  his  duties  and  liabilities. 

§  10.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  col- 
lector, styled  *'School  Board  Collector,"  and  the  city  clerk 
shall  place  the  delinquent  school  tax  bills  in  the  hands  of 
the  said  collector,  for  collection,  at  the  same  time  he  is  no# 
required  to  place  delinquent  tax  bills  in  the  hatnds  of  ths 
city  collector,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  amount  thereof, 
naming  each  delinquent,  and  the  amount  each  owes,  whidi 
receipt  he  shall  deliver  immediately  to  said  school  board. 
Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice, said  collector  shall  execute  a  bond  to  said  corporation, 
in  such  form  and  amount,  and  with  such  securities,  as  said 
corporation  may  direct,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by 
the  said  corporation,  and  filed  with  its  clerk.  Upon  the 
reception  of  the  said  delinquent  tax  bills,  the  collector 
shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  collection  of  the  tax  therein 
specified,  from  the  person  or  persuns  owing  the  same;  and 
for  that  purpose  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  city  collector  is  an- 
thorized  and  empowered  to  do  in  the  collection  of  city  tax- 
es; and  each  provision  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  referring 
to  the  city  collector,  shall  likewise  refer  and  apply  to  the 
said  collector,  and  confer  upon  him  the  same  power,  au- 
thority, and  require  of  him  the  same  duties,  and  bind  upon 
him  the  same  obligations,  in  all  respects,  as  fully  as  though 
he  were  everywhere  mentioned  in  said  charter  and  herein, 
instead  of  the  city  collector,  except  as  herein  set  forth. 
The  said  collector  shall  hold  his  ofHce  for  such  length  of 
time,  and  upon  such  conditions  and  regulations,  as  said 
corporation  may  prescribe;  and  for  the  collection  of  such 
taxes  he  shall  receive  such  compensation,  to  be  paid  oat 
of  the  school  fund,  as  said  corporation  shall  fix  from  time  to 
time,  and  also  twenty-five  cents  for  each  levy  on  pen-onal 
property,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  certificate  of  sale  of 
real  estate,  both  of  which  fees — for  levy  and  certificate- 
shall  be  taxed  as  costs,  and  'added  to  the  tax  bills.  Said 
collector  shall,  under  oath,  make  full  returns  at  the  first 
meeting  of  each  month,  to  said  corporation,  of  all  the 
mon(  y  collected   and  paid  to  the  treasurer;  and  he  shall, 
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when  reqaired,  make  a  fall  settleraent  with  said  eorpora-        1 864. 
lion,  and  return  the  uncollected  tax-bills  to  said  corpora-  ^ 

fcion,  after  proceeding  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same

an  respects  the  same  as  is  provided  as  to  the  city  collector. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  saiil  corporation  to  place  the  ^i^eSiSS^ 
delinquent  list  or  tax  bills,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  hands  uxmiu. 
of  the  said  collector,  until  they  shall  be  collected,  and  he 
shall  have  the  same  power  and  right  to  proceed  to  collect, 
levy,  sell,  and  convey  the  title  of  property  sold,  and  be 
shall  so  proceed,  as  jthe  city  collector  is  authorized  to  do  in 
similar  case^.

teen  years  of  age;  and  the  money  arising  from  auch  addi* 
tional  tax  shali^  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  said 
school  board,  be  used  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  common 
schools  of  Covington,  precisely  as  the  present  school  funds 
are  required  to  be  used,  and  this  tax  shall  be  included  in 
the  regular  school  tax  bills,  and  the  delinquent  lists  shall 
be  included  with  the  delinquent  school  tax  bills,  and  in  all 
respects  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
officers. 

§  16.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  city  collector  or 
the  school  board  collector,  whenever  the  tax  payer  fails  or 
refuses  to  pay  the  delinquent  tax  due  on  any  bills  in  his 
hands  for  collection,  or  is  insolvent,  to  attach  any  choses  in 
action,  or  debts  due  to  said  tax  payer,  within  the  city  of 
Covington,  for  the  payment  of  said  taxes.  He  shall  give 
to  the  person  in  whose  hands  said  taxes  may  be  attached, 
written  notice  of  the  attachment;  the  notice  shall  aUo  warn 
such  person  to  appear  before  the  mayor  of  said  city,  at  hid 
office,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  such  collector,  not  less  than 
five  days  after  service  of  the  notice,  to  answer  under  oath 
as  garnishee;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  in  a 
summary  way,  without  written  pleadings,  to  hear  and  de- 
termine the  attachment,  as  in  cases  of  attachment  upon  a 
return  of  no  property  found  upon  an  execution;  and  if  he 
sustains  the  attachment,  to  give  the  collector  a  written  or- 
der to  collect  said  taxes  out  of  the  estate  of  the  person  or 
persons  in  whose  hands  the  same  were  attached;  and  by 
virtue  of  which  distress  may  be  made  as  in  other  cases  for 
the  collection  of  taxes.  The  service  of  the  notice,  as  afore- 
said, shall  operate  as  an  attachment  and  restraining  order, 
and  have  the  same  force  and  efiect  as  other  attachments 
granted  under  the  laws  in  force  upon  that  Subject.  The 
collector,  for  serving  said  notice,  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  tax  payer,  and  taxed  as 
costs. 

§  17.  The  city  clerk  shall  not  ex  officio  be  the  clerk  of  the 
school  board,  but  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  clerk,  and  prescribe  his  duties  and  term  of  service, 
and  fix  his  compensation,  and  pay  the  same  out  of  the 
school  funde;  and  require  from  him  bond  and  sureties,  if 
they  deem  the  same  necessary.  The  proceedings  of  the 
school  board,  and  copies  therefrom,  certified  by  their  clerk, 
shall  be  taken  in  the  same  manner,  and  have  the  same 
force  and  effect,  in  courts  and  elsewhere,  as  are  now  given 
to  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council. 

§  18.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  school  fund,  un- 
less the  same  has  first  been  appropriated  b}' the  said  school 
board;  and  no  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made,  to  be 
paid  out  of  said  school  fund,  unless  the  money  shall  actual- 
ly be  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  draft;  and  if  any  appro- 
priation shall  be  made,  and  there  shall  not  be  money  in 
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the  treasury,  at  the  time  of  making  said  appropriation, 
with  which  to  pay  the  same,  the  members  of  the  school 
board  voting  therefor  shall  be  individually  liable  to  any 
party  injured  for  the  amount  of  damage  sustained  in  con- 
Bequence  thereof. 

§  19.  If  the  president,  or  any  member  or  members  of  the 
school  board,  shall  be  or  become  interested,  directly  or  in- 
directly, in  any  contract  with  the  school  board,  his  or  their 
seat  shall  be  vacated,  and  shall  be  so  declared  by  the  said 
board,  and  entered  on  their  journal,  and  the  contract  shall 
be  held  and  considered  a  nullity;  and  in  the  event  that  the 
city  clerk,  treasurer,  or  any  other  city  officer,  being  or  be- 
coming so  interested,  he  shall  be  forthwith  removed  from  of- 
fice by  the  city  council,  and  the  contract  shall  be  held  and 
considered  void,  except  that  the  school  board  shall  remove 
its  collector  or  clerk  for  the  same  offense.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Nicholasville  Cemetery  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the    Comnwnwedtk 
of  Ke'htucky. 

§1.  That  J.  C.  Wilmore,  Thomas  Grutcher,  John  S. 
wMnM!12?TO™  Bronough,  Thos.  K.  Letcher,  William  Brown,  Geo.  Brown, 
pontepoirert.     John  B.  Wallace,  William  H.  Mathews,  Andrew  Hemphill, 

L.  Moreau  Brown,  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  law,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "Nicholasville  Cemetery  Company;"  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  do  all  such  things  as  are 
May  purohMa  incident  to  a  corporation.  The  said  company  shall  have 
'^**  power  to  purchase   any  quantity   of  land,  not   exceediug 

fifty  acres,  in  the  county  of  Jessamine,  and  receive  a  con- 
veyance of  the  same,  with  such  covenant  of  warranty  aa 
they  may  think  proper.  The  land  and  appurtenancea, 
when  conveyed  to  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  held  solely 
and  exclusively  for  a  cemetery  and  ornamental  grounds 
connected  therewith,  and  shall  never  be  alienated,  sold,  or 
used  by  said  corporation  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial 
lots  as  hereinafter  prescribed.    But  the  said  corporation 
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may  have  the  necessary  houses,  fbr  the  rearing  of  plants 
and  flowers,  and  portions  of  the  grounds  may  be  used  by 
the  superintendent  for  horticultural,  floral,  and  other  like 
purposes:  Provided,  The  same  is  used  in  a  manner  not  in* 
consistent  with  the  reverence  and  respect  due  to  the  ceme- 
tery of  the  dead. 

§  2.  The  said  grounds,  flxtures,  shrubbery,  and  everything 
growing  therein,  shall  not  be  subject  to  State  revenue,  nor 
riiall  the  ground,  after  it  has  been  fully  paid  for,  be  sub- 
ject to  be  levied  on  or  sold  by  judgment,  execution,  or 
decree,  for  any  other  debt  or  cause  whatsoever.  No  road 
or  passway  shall  be  opened  through  said  grounds,  unless  by 
consent  of  the  company.  The  said  company  may  receive 
and  take,  by  devise  or  bequest,  any  legacies  that  may  be 
devised  to  them,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  improvement, 
ornament,  and  beautifying  of  said  cemetery  and  grounds. 

§3.  A  majority  of  the  above  named  persons,  or  of  the 
survivors  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
appoint  a  board  of  seven  trustees,  who  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  a  chairman;  said  trustees  shall  remain  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  qualifled,  and  have  power 
to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  body  by  death, 
resignation,  or  removal.  The  term  for  which  the  first 
board  of  trustees  shall  serve  shall  be  designated  and  limi- 
ted by  those  who  appoint  them  as  above.  After  the  first 
board  of  trustees  have  been  appointed,  and  have  qualified, 
they,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  exercise  all  the 
corporate  powers  of  the  corporation.  The  seven  trustees 
shall  afterwards  be  elected  once  in  every  five  years,  by  a 
majority  of  the  shareholders  who  vote,  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  d(  voting  being  first  given  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  printed  in  said  town,  or  in  some  neigh- 
boring town,  and  the  election  shall  beconducted  by  judges 
appointed  by  the  board  then  in  office.  The  trustees,  thus 
elected,  shall  remain  in  office  five  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  qualified.  If  anything  should  prevent  an 
election  within  the  prescribed  time,  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees in  office  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty,  to  call  a  meeting  for,  and  cause  an  election  of,  their 
successors  as  soon  afterwards  as  convenient.  The  trustees 
shall  at  all  times  have  the  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  the  board  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal. 
Death  or  removal  from  the  county  of  Jessamine,  or  resig- 
nation, shall  vacate  the  seat  of  a  trustee.  Four  trustees, 
or  the  chairman  and  three  trustees,  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§4.  The  trustees  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  of  all  sales,  transfers,  and  disbursements; 
and  shall  always  preserve  an  accurate  map  and  survey  of 
the  grounds  and  lots,  and  have  the  aame  recorded  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  Jessamine  county  court.     Each  trustee, 
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before  he  enters  on  the  doty  of  his  office,  shall  make  oath 
before  some  ojQicer  competent  to  administer  the  same,  that 
he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  a  trustee,  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  his  ^.bility,  and  will  not  be  influenced  in 
his  conduct  as  trustee  by  sectarian  or  political  partialities. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  the  ground  is  purchased,  and  the  trustees 
qualified,  they  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  ornament 
the  same;  and  from  time  to  time  alter,  repair,  and  add  such 
buildings  and  fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  or 
ornament  of  the  cemetery  grounds;  and  for  this  purpose, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  incidental  expenses  of 
the  corporation,  shall  apply  the  funds  belonging  to  the 
same.  They  shall  have  power  to  lay  off,  sell,  and  convey 
burial  lots,  either  at  public  or  private  sale;  to  make,  from 
time  to  time,  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  management 
and  control  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  graves,  and  the 
mode  of  ornamenting  the  same,  and  regulate  the  mode  in 
which  bodies  shall  be  interred,  and  make  such  other  by* 
laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  the  corporation;  they  shall  have  full  power  to  enter  upon 
and  remove  any.  ornaments,  fixtures,  or  shrubbery  that  may 
be  placed  on  or  around  the  graves,  against  the  by-laws  and 
regulations  of  the  corporation;  they  shall  have  the  power 
to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  such  superintendents,  and 
other  ofiicers,  as  they  may  think  necessary,  and  take  from 
them  such, bond  as  may  be  required. 

^  6.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lots,  and  all  money  that 
may  come  to  the  corporation  from  any  other  source,  shall 
be  applied,  first  to  reimburse  those  who  have  made  ad- 
vancements for  the  original  outlay  and  purchase  of  the  es- 
tablishment, and  shall  afterwards,  in  all  time  to  come,  be 
applied  to  ornament  and  improve  the  grounds,  and  to  de- 
fray incidental  expenses.  When  a  burial  lot  is  purchased 
the  trustees  shall  give  a  certificate  tBereof,  under  the  hand 
of  the  chairman,  or  seal  of  the  corporation,  which  shall 
vest  the  purchaser  with  title.  The  title  may  be  trans- 
ferred according  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  but  in  no 
other  manner.  If  not  transferred  by  the  grantee  it  shall 
descend  or  pass  by  devise  as  other  real  estate.  Such  lota 
shall  never  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial  lota, 
and  if  applied  to  any  other  use  the  title  shall  revert  to  the 
corporation,  unless  the  trustees  agree  to  such  other  appli- 
cation of  such  lot. 

§7.  If  any  person  shall  forcibly,  and  without  lawful  au- 
thority, violate  any  of  the  grave.-*  of  the  dead,  or  deface 
any  of  the  tombstones,  monuments,  or  inclosures,  or  injure 
any  of  the  grounds,  shrubbery,  fixtures,  or  buildings,  or  in 
any  manner  damage  any  of  the  grounds  of  the  corporation, 
such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  besides  being  liable 
to  any  indictment  for  a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  ac- 
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cording  to  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  shaH  be  liable  to  the 
eorporation  in  an  act  of  trespass;  and  the  damages,  when 
recovered,  after  paying  expenses,  shall  be  applied  by  the 
corporation  to  restore  as  far  as  possible  any  injury  that  has 
been  done. 

§  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  purchase  of  the 
ground  for  the  cemetery,  the  corporation  may  receive  sub- 
scriptiptions,  and  give  certificates  of  stock,  for  every  twen- 
ty-five dollars  subscribed  and  paid,  which  shall  be  a 
share;  and  each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote 
in  the  election  of  trustees.  The  county  court  for  the  county 
of  Jessamine,  and  the  chairman  and  board  of  trubte^s  of 
the  town  of  Nicholasville,  are  hereby  empowered  to  sub- 
scribe stock  in  said  corporation,  and  levy  taxes,  as  they  are 
respectively  empowered  to  do,  to  pay  said  subscription  of 
stock. 

$  9.  That  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  for  the 
town  of  Nicholasville  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  transfer  and  convey,  by  deed,  the  Nich- 
olasville cemetery  grounds,  and  appurtenances,  to  the 
above  named  incorporation,  and  place  the  same  under  the 
control  and  management  of  the  corporation  created  by  this 
act. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAFrER  249. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Road  Law  in  Bracken  County. 

Be  it  CTiacted  by  the  Gtnercd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Bracken  county  shall,  in  the  commiadonen 
month  of  June  every  two  years,  appoint  a  commissioner  of  *o^*Pi»^n*^' 
roads  in  said  county,  who  «hall  take  the  following  oath  or 
affirmation,  to-wit:  ''I,  A.  B,  do  solemnly  swear  or  affirm, 
(as  the  case  may  be,)  that  I  will  fairly  and  impartially,  to 
the  best  of  my  skill  and  ability,  perform  the  duty  of  road 
commissioner,  during  my  continuance  as  such,  according  to 
law."  And  the  said  commissioner  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
enter  bond  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  naid 
court,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  as  commissioner. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  to 
divide  the  county  into  convenient  road  precincts,  and  re 
eommend  to  the  county  court  for  appointment,  suitable  per* 
sons  as  overseers,  in  each  precinct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  cause  the  roads  in  his  precinct  to  be  improved  and  kept 
in  repair  agreeably  to  law. 
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§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  clerk  of  the  coaoty 
court  of  said  county  of  Bracken,  to  make  out,  for  the  said 
commissioner,  a  copy  of  books  of  the  commissioner  of  tax* 
and  furnish  the  same  to  him,  on  or  before  the  let  day  of 
July  in  each  year;  and  Lt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  com* 
nissioner,  on  or  before  the  1st,  day  of  September  in  each 
year,  to  furnish  each  overseer,  appointed  by  the  county 
court,  the  boundaries  of  their  respective  precincts,  with  a 
transcript  of  so  much  of  said  commissioners  books  as  will 
embrace  all  the  persons  and  property  within  the  bouods  of 
his   precinct,  showing,    in   an    appropriate   column,   the 
amount  of  revenue  to  be  paid  by  each  individual  withia 
the  bounds  of  his   precinct,  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed  by  said 
commissioner,  subject  however  to  the  revision  of  thecoBD- 
ty  court  at  its  court  of  claims,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars,  and  add  to  that  revenue  a  poll 
tax  upon  each  white  male  tithable  within  said  county,  and 
upon  each  male  amongst  the  free  negroes  and  mulattoet 
and  slaves  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  within  said  county, 
not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents;  and  each  over- 
seer shall  call  upon   tht*  individuals  within  his  precinct  to 
work  upon  the  particular  road  of  which  he  is  overseer, 
until  each  person  liable  to  a  revenue  or  poll  tax,  as  afore- 
said, shall  have  worked  upon  said  road  a  length  of  time 
equal  to  one  day  for  every  one  dollar  to  which  such  tax 
shall  amount,  or  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  two 
horses  and  plough,  or  wagon,  and  fifty  cents  additional  for 
each  extra  horse,  including  the  driver;  and   this  estimate 
shall  determine  the  quantity  of  work  due   upon  the  road 
by  each  person  liable   to  the  same:  Provided^  That  the 
county  court  of  said  county  may  exempt  any  person  from 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  labor  which  would  be  due  by 
the  aforesaid  estimate,  to  be   limited  as  to  time  by  the 
court,  and  not  retrospective  in  its  effects.     That  the  labor 
to  be  done  may  at  all  times  be  performed  by  able-bodied 
substitutes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  to 
dock  any  individual,  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  hour,  for 
every  hour  he  shall  willfully  idle  away;,  and  the  overseer 
shall,  within  ten  days,  notify  said. delinquent  of  the  amoont 
and  intent  of  the  sum  docked.     The  county  court  shall  have 
power  to  strike  out,  for  good  cause,  any  sums  for  which 
the  hands  may  be  docked.     That  the  whole  of  the  labor 
due  by  any  individual  shall  be  payable  in  one  road  pre* 
cinct  convenient  to  his  place  of  residence,  if  he  resides  it 
the  county;  and  where  he  resides  out  of  the  county,  the 
sheriff  shall  collect  the  amount  due  by  him  as  he  now  oel* 
lects  the  revenue  of  the  State:  Provided,  That  nothing  ie 
this  act  shall  effect  the  person  or  persons  of  those  residiaf 
within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  town  or  city  in  said 
county,  but  the  property  of  persons  residing  within  eaxi 
incorporated  towns  or  cities,  which  shall  be  situated  witb* 
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oat  the  limits  of  such  incorporatione,  shall  he  liable  to  such 
tax,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  by  the  commissioner, 
and  placed  apon  some  convenient  road  precinct  in  said 
countjr. 

§  4.  That  the  road  overseers  shall,  on  or  before  the  Ist 
Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  return  to  the  commissioner 
the  list  delivered  to  him,  with  the  amount  of  work  done  by 
each  person  upon' said  list;  and  for  his  failure  to  return 
said  list,  with  the  credits  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  fined, 
after  ten  days  notice  to  him,  one  dollar  for  each  day  he 
•hall  fail  or  refuse  to  return  the  same,  after  the  said  Ist 
day  of  July,  to  be  assessed  by  the  county  court  upon  the 
iDformation  of  the  commissioner.  The  commissioner  shall, 
at  the  July  term  of  the  county  court  in  each  year,  report  to 
the  county  court  a  list  of  overseers  in  the  county,  together 
with  the  names  of  those  who  have  failed  to  return  their 
lists  as  aforesaid.  And  he  shall,  in  each  year,  deliver  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  a  list  of  all  those  who  have  fail- 
ed to  work  out  the  amount  of  their  taxes,  and  the  amount 
which  each  delinquent  owes — the  list  to  be  furnished  the 
sheriff  on  or  before  the  1st  d&y  of  September  in  each  year 
—and  take  the  sheriffs  receipt  therefor.  The  sheriff  shall 
proceed  to  collect  from  delinquents  the  amount  placed  in 
his  hands  by  the  commissioner,  together  with  ten  per  cent, 
and  his  fees  allowed  for  such  collections,  additional;  and 
for  his  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the.  same,  he  shall 
be  liable  in  the  same  manner  that  he  is  now  liable  for  a 
failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  county  levy;  and  for  his 
services  in  collecting  the  delinquent  list,  the  sheriff  shall 
have  the  same  commission  as  now  allowed  by  law  for  col- 
lecting the  county  levy.  The  commissioner  shall  report  to 
the  county  court  the  amount  leceived  by  him  from  the 
sheriff,  and  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  caused  to  be  ex- 
pended in  each  precinct  the  amount  collected  from  delin- 
qoeots  in  that  precinct. 

§  5.  That  overseers  of  roads  shall  be  liable  to  present- 
ments and  fines  as  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State;  and 
the  commissioner  shall,  for  a  failure  to.  discharge  any  of 
the  duties  required  of  him,  be  liable  to  presentment  or  in- 
dictment by  the  grand  jury,  and  to  be  fined  at  the  discre- 
tk>n  of  a  jury.  The  county  court  may  at  any  time  appoint 
more  than  one  commissioner  of  roads  in  said  county ,^desig- 
nating  the  district  of  each,  all  of  whom  shall  be  liable  as 
heretofore  set  forth  for  any  delinquency,  to  be  assessed 
against  those  only  who  may  be  found  delinquent;  and  the 
eonnty  court,  may,  at  any  time,  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  office  of  road  commissioner  by  death,  resigna- 
tion or  otherwise.  The  commissioner,  shall  for  his  services, 
receive  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
€ounty  court  at  the  court  of  claims,  and  paid  out  of  the 
ttmnty  levy. 
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§  6.  The  commissioner  may  purchase,  for  the  use  of 
roads,  any  tools  or  implements  he  thinks  necessary,  to 
paid  for  out  of  the  funds  collected  by  the  sheriff  from  ii 
iinquents,  in  the  precinct  where  the  tools  are  to  be  nse 
The  overseers  shall  be  liable  for  any  tools  placed  and< 
his  control  by  the  commissioner,  the  value  thereof  to 
recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  upon  suitbroogl 
by  the  commissioner  in  the  name  of  the  Common weall 
of  Kentucky.  The  commissioner  shall  not  be  liable  f<l 
any  cost  in  any  suit  brought  by  him  as  road  commissions 

§  7.  The  general  road  law  of  the  State  is  hereby  ado| 
ed  and  made  part  of  this  act,  except  where  it  comes  in  col 
flict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  8.  All  other  road  laws  passed  for  Bracken  county 
hereby  repealed,  from  and  after  the  4th   Monday  of  Jam 
1864. 

§  9.  That  the  present  road  commissioner  shall  contini 
in  office  until  the  4th  Monday  in  June,  1864,  and  until 
successor  Is  duly  appointed  and  qualified.

CHAPTER  250. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Ludlow. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commnowei 
cf  Kentucky: 

ARTICLE  I. 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Ludlow  is  hereby  established  at 
incorporated,  upon  a  tract  of  land  fronting  upon  the  01 
river,  in  Kenton  county,  Kentucky,  being  bounded  as  ft 
lows,  viz:  Commencing  in  the  Ohio  river,  where  the  W4 
ern  line  of  the  incorporated  village  of  West  Covington, 
extended  north,  would  intersect  the  boundary  line  betwe< 
Ohio  and  Kentucky;  thence  southwardly  to  and  along  t| 
west  line  of  West  Covington,  to  a  point  about  2,000  fei 
more  or  less,  south  of  the  river  bank,  and  where  a  line  ml 
ning  parallel  to  Elm  street,  and  distant  therefrom,  mei 
ured  at  right  angles  thereto  2,100  feet,  would  intersect  84 
West  Covington  line;  thence  south  67  dg's  west  parallel 
Elm  street,  for  about  5,600  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  cre^ 
known   as   Pleasant   Run,  on  the  east  aide  of  Broml< 
thence  northwest,  along  said  creek,  and  to  a  point  opposi|

{ualified  voters  of  said  city;  and  all  other  officers  to  be

[>erformance  of  their  several  duties  required,  by  said  coun- 
sil;  and  the  officers  so  appointed  shall  be  subject  to  remo-

§  3.  That  A.  B.  Latta,  Erasmus  Gest,  and  John  Hooper,  »  ""hoi'^wS- 
or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commission-  ducted, 
ers,  with  full  power  to  hold  the  first  election  for  the  said 
elective  officers  named  in  the  foregoing  section,  on  the  4th 
Saturday  in  March,  1864,  which  said  officers,  at  said  elec- 
tion provided  for  herein,  shall  be  voted  for  and  elected  from 
the  city  af  large,  by  those  who  are  qualified  to  vote  for 
representatives,  and  reside  in  said  city,  the  said  commis- 
sioners having  first  given  reasonable  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  said  election;  and  the  candidates  re- 
ceiving, at  said  election,  the  largest  number  of  votes 
polled  for  the  respective  offices  shall  be  deemed  duly  elect- 
ed, and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  regular  election 
hereinafter  provided  for,  and  their  successors  be  qualified.

The  regular  election  shall  be  conducted  under  and    co?duoS»df  ^"* 
by  sworn  inspectors,  appointed,  and  their  qualifications  and 
requirements   fixed,  by  said  council.      All  elections  shall 
be   determined   by   a    plurality  of  votes,  and  all  contests 
growing  out  of  elections  shall  be  determined  by  said  coun- 
cil, and  who  shall  order  elections  to  fill  vacancies.     Of  the      TermoroiBee

5  6.  That  the  city  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  sell, 
an^^oJd'pToiH  b^ld,  and  convey  real  estate  within  the  corporate  limits, 
•rty.  such  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  city  purposes;  also^ 

personal  property  and  stock  in  corporate  companies,  and 
may  receive  conveyances  of  ground,  for  the  purpose  of 
opening,  widening,  or  extending  any  street,  lane,  alley,  com- 
mon, space,  square,  wharf  or  landing,  or  for  any  purpose; 
and  donations  and  subscriptions  in  money,  or  property,  to 
be  applied  for  such  purposes. 

§7.  Said  corporation  may  borrow  money,  on  the 'credit 
monej!^"^^  thereof,  and  pledge  any  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest, and  any  and  all  property,  rights,  and  credits  for  the 
redemption  of  the  loan,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  stock  therefor,  of  not  less  denomination  than  $100: 
Provided,  No  loan  shall  be  made  until  a  majority  of  the 
freeholders,  residing  in  said  city,  voting  on  the  question,, 
shall  have  consented  thereto:  And,protnded  further,  That 
the  interest  shall  not  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
nor  the  indebtedness  of  the  city,  at  any  one  time,  exceed 
the  sum  of  $50,000.

Eroceedings  of  said  council,  which,  for  all  porposea,  shall  J 
e  deemed  the  public  records  of  the  city;  and  copies 
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•aid  records,  certified  by  said  clerk,  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
coarts. 

§3.  The  council  shall  determine  their  own  rales,  compel 
the  attendance  of  members,  may  punish  them  for  disorder- 
ly conduct,  and  expel  a  member  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  elect,  after  five  days  notice,  specifying 
charge:*,  and  allowing  him  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in 
defence. 

$4.  The  council,  and  the  president  thereof,  shall  enter 
into  oflice,  and  begin  the  discharge  of  their  duties  on  the 
Thursday  succeeding  the  election  at  which  they  are  elect- 
ed; but  before  so  doing  they  shall  each  be  sworn  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  constitution  of 
tbf  State  of  Kentucky,  and  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Lud- 
low, and  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties 
of  their  respective  oflices;  which  oath  may  be  administer- 
ed by  any  one  having  authority,  by  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, to  administer  oaths;  and  a  record  shall  be 
made  on  the  records  of  said  city  that  said  oath  has  been 
duly  administered  as  aforesaid. 

§  5.  That  the  said  city  shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  di- 
vided into  three  wards,  the  limits  of  which  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  council  as  soon  after  the  first  election  as  possible; 
and  the  council  may  rearrange  and  equalize  the  wards 
whenever  it  shall  he  deemed  necessary. 

^  6.  The  council  shall  have  full  power  to  cause  and  pro- 
core  all  the  streets  and  alleys,  market  space.^  and  lanes  in 
said  city  to  be  graded,  McAdamized,  turnpiked,  bouldered, 
corbed,  or  paved,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  owners  of 
lots  fronting  or  bordering  on  said  streets,  alleys  and  mar- 
ket spaces  and  lanes:  Provided,  That  the  property  holders 
owning  a  majority  of  front  feet  on  any  street,  alley,  mar- 
ket space,  or  a  majority  of  front  feet  between  any  two 
points  on  any  street,  alley,  or  market-space,  lane  or  side- 
walk, shall,  by  petition  in  writing,  request  the  council  to  or- 
der sach  improvement,  then  said  council,  a  majority  of  its 
members  elect  concurring,  shall  order  and  contract  for  said 
street,  alley,  or  market-space,  in  said  petition  described,  to 
be  graded,  paved,  curbed,  McAdamized,  bouldered,  or 
toropiked  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  property  on 
said  street,  alley,  or  market  space,  or  part  thereof;  and 
when  said  improvement  shall  be  completed  the  council 
shall  apportion  thie  cost  and  expense  equally  on  the  lot 
owners  according  to  the  front  feet;  and  a  lien  is  hereby 
given  on  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  for  the  same;  which  costs 
and  expenses  may  be  collected  by  anyone  appointed  by 
the  cotincil  for  the  purpose,  who  shall  have  authority  to 
sell  and  convey  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  for  the  same,  ac- 
eot^dtfig  to  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  be  adopted 
by  the  council.  It  shall  also  have  full  power  to  order  and 
eontract  for  poch  impn>vement  as  aforesaid  on  any  street, 
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1864.       alley,  or  market  space,  without  the  petition  of  the  proper- 

tj'  holders  as  aforesaid:  Provided^  That  all  the  members  of 
the  council  elect  concur  therein;  and  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty on  such  street,  alley,  or  market-space  shall  be  liable 
for  the  costs  and  expenses  of  audi  improvement  in  front  of 
their  property,  as  though  they  had  petitioned  as  aforesaid: 
Providedy  however,  That  the  owner  of  any  lots,  or  parts  of 
lots,  sold  for  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  paving,  curb- 
ing, Mc Adamizing,  bouldering,  or  turnpiking,  as  aforesaid, 
who  has  not  consented  in  writing  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
allowed  five  years  to  redeem  the  same,  by  paying  to  the 
purchaser  of  said  lot,  or  part  of  a  lot,  so  sold,  as  aforesaid, 
the  purchase  money,  with  fifty  per  centum  interest  per  an- 
num, and  ten  per  centum  interest  on  all  the  levies  and 
taxes  that  may  have  subsequently  accrued,  and  have  been 
paid  by  said  purchaser;  and  those  who  may  have  consent- 
ed in  writing  may  redeem  at  any  time  in  one  yeaV,  on  pay- 
ment of  the  like  interest:  Provided,  That  infants,  femes  covert^ 
and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  one  year  to  re- 
deem, on  like  terms,  after  their  respective  disabilities  shall 
be  removed. 

§  7.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  and  procure 
■ay  eaiue  Bide-  the  side-walks  in  said  city  to  be  curbed  and  paved  with 
airbed  and  stouo  or  brick,  and  to  apportion  the  costs  and  expenses 
^^•**  among  the   owners  of  lots  fronting  or  bounding  thereon; 

and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on  said  lots  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  said  costs  and  expenses:  Provided,  That  the  own- 
ers do  not  have  not  have  said  work  done  in  the  manner 
and  within  the  time  prescribed;  and  the  costs  and  expenses 
accruing  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  col- 
lected in  like  manner  as  those  for  paving  and  turnpiking, 
&c.,  and  the  collector  shall  have  like  autn6rity  to  sell  and 
convey  the  same,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion, and  the  said  lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  shall  be  liable  to 
redemption  within  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale,  with  fifty 
per  centum  interest  per  annum  thereon,  securing  to  infants, 
femes  covert,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind  the  right,  re- 
spectively, to  redeem  within  one  year  of  the  removal  of 
their  several  disabilities. 

§  8.  Whenever,  at  any  time,  the  streets,  allej^s,  or  side- 

McT cause    walks  of  said  city  shall  be  out  of  repair,  the  said  council 

Serepaiwd!'  ^    shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  repaired,  at  the 

expense  of  the  owners  of  lots  <  pposite  the  places  to  be  re- 
paired, and  the  same  lien  shall  attach,  the   costs  and  ex- 
penses thereof  shall  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  the  foregoing  sections. 
§  9.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  jail. 
May  Miabiuh    poor  house,  and  work  house,  and  make  all  needful  appoiat- 
l«Ui^*  meats   and  regulations  for  keeping  and   conducting  the 

same. 
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g  10.  At  the  election  in  March  next,  a  city  marshal  shall 
be  elected,  who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  constable 
within  the  jarisdiction  of  said  city,  and  also  such  other 
powers  as  may  be  given  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
city.  For  the  duties  of  constable  the  marshal  shall  re* 
eeive  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  constables; 
and  for  his  police  services  under  the  ordinances  he  shall 
receive  such  fees  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

§11.  The  council  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  estab- 
lish and  regulate  markets  and  market-spaces,  wharves,  and 
docks,  and  to  fix  the  rates  of  wharfage  of  such  wharfs  as 
belong  to  the  city,  and  all  side- walks,  streets,  alleys,  lanes, 
spaces,  and  commons  of  the  city.  They  shall  also  have 
the  exclusive  control  of  the  streets,  side- walks,  lanes,  alleysi 
spaces,  and  other  public  grounds  -within  the  corporate 
limits. 

§  12.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  establish  schools 
in  said  city,  to  erect  school  houses,  and  such  other  public 
buildings  bla  they  may  think  needful  and  proper;  and  for 
sQch  purposes,  and  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going section,  said  city  may  receive  the  title,  by  deed,  pur- 
chase, or  gift,  to  lands  within  said  city,  or  they  may,  at  any 
time,  have  condemned,  by  writ  of  ad  qvod  damnum^  such 
ground  or  material  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  aforesaid 
purposes  in  this  and  the  foregoing  sections  named;  which 
proceedings,  for  such  condemnation,  may  be  had  in  the 
mayor's  court,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  is  now  pro- 
vided by  the  general  laws  of  Kentucky  in  such  proceedings.

ARTICLE  III. 

TAXATION. 


§  1.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  means  for  the  support 
of  the  municipal  government  of  said  city,  and  for  carrying 
oat  and  sustaining  the  various  improvements  provided  for 
in  this  charter,  the  city  council  is  hereby  empowered  to 
assess,  levy,  and  collect  a  tax  upon  such  real  estate,  within 
said  city,  as  may  be  laid  out  into  lots,  or  dedicated  to  town 
purposes,  and  upon  such  personal  estate  as  is  taxed  for 
State  purposes,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  valuation.  They  may  also  assess  and  collect 
a  poll  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents.  They 
may  also  appoint  an  aeneHsor,  collector,  and  treasurer  for 
taid  city,  and  define  their  duties  and  requirements  by  ordi- 
nance. The  collection  of  all  taxes  may  be  enforced  by 
levy,  distraint,  and  sale  in  such  manner,  and  under  such 
penalties,  as  sheriffs  may  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  to 
•ell  the  real  estate  as  sheriffs  may  do  under  executions: 
Provided,  That  the  owners  may  have  a  right  to  redeem  the 
real  estate,  which  may  be  sold  for  such  purposes,  at  any 
time  within  three  years,  by  paying  or  tendering  to  the  pur* 
chaser  the  amount  of  his  purchase  money,  together  with  all 
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^   thereon  and  fifty  per  centam,  and  after  the  first  year  fif^ 

per  centum  per  annum;  and  when  the  purchaser  cannotbe 
found  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  treasurer  to  receive  the 
*  money  for  him. 

ARTICLB  IV. 

TBI  JUDICIARY. 

^  1.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  hold  his  court  therein, 
M^yoi^eoart.  in  such  place  as  the  council  may  provide,  which  shall  be 
styled  the  "Mayor's  Court  of  Ludlow,"  and  which  is  hereby 
declared  a  court  of  record.  Said  court  shall  be  provided 
with  a  seal  which  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  mayor. 
Copies  and  transcripts  of  the  proceedings  of  said  court, 
signed  and  sealed  by  the  mayor,  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
courts.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  court  shall  include  the 
limits  of  said  corporation. 

§  2.  The  mayor  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  power 
and  functions,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  court,  as  that 
of  a  magistrate  under  the  general  laws  of  Kentucky.  He 
shall  also  have  power  to  act  as  an  examining  court  in  com- 
miting  persons  to  jail,  or  requiring  them  to  execute  bond 
for  their  appearance  to  the  Kenton  circuit  court,  for  any 
and  all  offenses  that  any  two  magistrates  now  have  juris- 
diction over  under  the  laws  of  the  State;  and  for  all  the 
aforesaid  services  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  that 
magistrates  are  now  entitled  to  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 
He  shall  also  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  police 
judge  in  trying  and  punishing  all  offenses  arising  under 
the  city  ordinances,  and  for  such,  and  all  other  services  he 
may  be  required  to  perform,  the  council  shall  fix  his  cooi* 
pensation. 

§  3.  The  mayor  shall  keep  a  true  and  exact  record  of  all 
■*••«*••'>•  the  proceedings  of  his  said  court,  and  may  act  as  clerk  of 
the  same,  or  may  appoint  a  clerk  to  perform  such  duty. 
But  in  such  event  said  clerk  shall  first  take  an  oath,  which 
shall  be  entered  of  record,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  truly 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  mayor  to  carefully  keep  and  preserve  all  books,  papers, 
and  records  that  may,  from  time  to  tinie,  accumulate  in 
said  court. 

$  4.  Appeals  from  the  mayor's  to  the  quarterly  and  cir* 
cuit  courts  shall  be  allowed  in  all'cases  where,  in  similar 
cases,  appeals  are  all  :wed  from  magistrates'  courts  under 
the  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  be  taken  in  the  same  way. 

§  5.  Said  mayor,  or  his  clerk,  may  issue  all  needful  pro- 
cess for  the  transaction  of  the  proper  business  of  his  court; 
and  he  may  fine  and  imprison,  or  either,  for  contempt. 

§  6.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  in  said  court  shall  be  col- 
•JsyMBirtii.     lected  by  the  marshal,  and  paid  into  the  city   treasury,  for 

the  use  of  said  city. 
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S?.  Said  court  shall  always  be  open  for  the  trial  of       1864. 
caases,  and  hearing  complaints,  and  may  set  causes  for      Tobtaiwaji 
particular  days,  and  make  process  returnable  for  any  day   op«>* 
therein  named,  or  forthwith,  when  the  nature  of  the  case 
may  require  it. 

(  8.  The  mayor  elected  at  the  March  election,  1864,  shall  ^i^^.* 
serve  until  the  next  election  of  county  judge  for  Kenton 
coanty,  and  then  and  thereafter  the  election  for  mayor  shall 
be  held  at  rhe  same  time  as  elections  for  county  judges, 
and  said  mayor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  same  term  that 
county  judges  do. 

§  9.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  amend 
this  charter. 

§  10.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  251. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Newport  City  Fuel  Com  pan  j. 

B^  it  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cammontoealth 
<f  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  created  a  body  politic  SS^wJi? 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  *'The  Newport  City  Fuel 
Company,"  with  perpetual  succession,  and  full  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
with  all  the  powers  incident  to  such  a  corporation,  and 
may  have  a  corporate  seal.  The  capital  stock  of  the  com-  <'«»itai 
pany  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  at  the 
organization  thereof,  but  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  order 
of  the  board  of  directors,  unanimously  agreeing  thereto,  be 
increased  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
The  capital  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty 
dollars  each;  and  the  city  of  Newport,  by  the  action  of  the  ntrofNevpm 
city  council,  may  take  stock  ^in  said  company,  and  may  ■^•^•***^ 
provide  for  the  payment  thereof  by  issuing  the  bonds  of 
the  city,  bearing  interest  or  otherwise,  as  said  council  may 
agree  with  said  fuel  company,  by  its  comnaissioners  or  di- 
rectors. 

§  2.  That  Peter  Constans,  Ben.  P.  Taylor,  X.  Sine,  P.  M.  bSJS'Tb?  «S 
Webster,  J.  Hawthorn,  H.  Schriver  and  O.P.Buchanan,  2Ii'"***' 
or  such  of  them  as  shall  act,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  carry  this  act  into  effect  and  to  organize  said 
company;  and  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for  sub- 
scriptions of  capital  stock  to  the  company;  and  may  re- 
quire an  instalment  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  on  each 
•bare,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscription — the  same  to  be 
paid  to  some  responsible  person  properly  authorized  by  tbem 
to  receive  it,  who  shall  account  therefor  to  them  or  to  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  company,  and  whicli  may  be  ap> 
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plied  by  said  commissioners  of  the  board  of  directors,  to 
the  expense  of  the  organization  of  the  company  so  far  as 
they  find  necessary.  When,  in  the  opinion  of  said  com- 
missioners acting  herein,  a  sufficiency  of  stock  shall  be 
subscribed  to  justify  it,  they  shall  proceed  to  call  an  elec- 
tion of  the  stockholders  for  five  directors  for  said  company, 
first  giving  ten  day's  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  city  of  Newport.  At  all  elec- 
tions the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  held  by  them,  and  may  vote  by  themselves  or  proxy 
duly  authorized  in  writing;  but  after  the  first  election  no 
vote  shall  be  allowed  upon  any  share  of  stock  which  is  de- 
linquent in  the  payment  of  the  calls  that  may  have  beea 
made.  Said  commissioners  shall  superintend  said  first 
election,  and  certify  who  is  elected. 

$  3.  Elections  for  directors  shall  be  held  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations, 
as  shall  be  fix  on  by  the  board  of  directors.  And  all  di- 
rectors shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  of 
directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president,  and 
may  fill  any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board.  A  majori- 
ty of  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact 
business;  and, in  the  absence  of  the  president  may  appoint 
one  of  their  number  president  pro  tern.  The  members  of 
the  board  shall  be  stockholders.  The  board  shall  appoint 
some  suitable  persons  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall 
require  of  them,  respectively,  bond  and  surety  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  respective  duties;  and  may  appoint 
all  such  other  agents  and  officers  of  the  company,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  its  business. 
The  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  borrow  money  for  the 
use  of  the  company,  not  exceeding. at  any  time  the  capital 
stock,  and  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  ^.en  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  may  issue  the  bonds  or  notes  of  the  company 
for  the  same,  in  sums  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 
They  may,  in  the  course  of  tfie  business  of  the  company, 
buy  or  sell  any  real  or  personal  property  deemed  advisable 
by  the  board  of  directors;  and  in  making  any  deeds  of 
conveyance  by  the  company  the  execution  thereof  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  company  shall  be  sufficient. 
Each  share  of  stock  shall  be  assignable  and  transferable 
by  the  owner  thereof  in  writing;  but  the  purchaaer  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  vote  on  such  shares  until  the  transfer 
thereof  has  been  reported  to  the  board  of  directors,  or  to 
the  secretary,  and  noted  upon  the  books  of  the  company. 
The  Doard  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by- 
laws necessary  to  the  good  government  of  the  company 
and  its  afiairs.     They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
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ings  of  the  board,  which  shall,  at  all  reasonable  times,  be        18S4. 
Bobject  to  the  inspection  of  any  of  the  stockholders.  ^ 

§  4.     The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  charter. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  262. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Harvey  Maguire  Lodge,  No.  209, 

of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Cammonvoealik 
(f  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  management  of  the  business  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  and  is  hereby  entrusted  to  five  trustees, 
who  shall  be  annually  elected,  (or  in  case  of  a  failure  to 
elect  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected)  by  said 
lodge  from  among  its  members  on  the  27th  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year,  (except  when  the  same  may  occur,  on  the 
Sabbath  day  then  on  the  day  preceding,)  who  or  a  miyority 
of  whom  shall  have  power  to  make  all  contracts  pertain- 
to  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  said  lodge,  in  every,  re- 
spect either  in  purchasing,  building,  renting  or  for  any 
other  purpose,  which  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on 
said  lodge  when  made  in  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of 
said  lodge;  and  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  among  said 
trustees  either  by  death,  removal  from  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  lodge  or  ceasing  to  be  a  member  thereof,  the  said 
lodge  may  proceed  at  any  time  to  fill  such  vacancy ,  and  the 
lodge  may  for  sufficient  cause  in  their  judgment  remove 
any  of  the  trustees  from  office;  service  of  notice  or  process 
on  either  one  of  said  trustees,  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to 
said  corporation. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  their  own  body  shall  have  power  to 
elect  their  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  pass 
sach  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  by-laws  of  said  lodge,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  the  management  and  safe-keeping  of  the 
property  and  other  interests  of  said  lodge,  and  may  use  a 
common  seal  or  the  seal  of  said  lodge  in  conveying  real 
estate.  It  shall  be  necessary  for  all  the  trustees  to  join  in 
the  conveyance. 

§  3.  The  said  lodge  may  af\er  the  passage  of  this  act 
proceed  at  once  to  elect  trustees  for  this  year  to  serve  until 
the  27th  day  of  December  next. 

i  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  254. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate   the  town  of  MannsTille,  in  the  Coanlyof 

Taylor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CommonweM 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Mannsville,  in  the  county  of  Tay- 
lor, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated,  with  the  fol- 
lowing boundary,  to- wit:  commencing  at  Mrs.  Gabbers,  run- 
ning east  to  Robinson's'  creek;  thence  down  said  creek  to 
the  mouth  of  Slaty  branch,  opposite  J.  B.  Mann  a  house  and 
lot;  thence  north  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  there  shall  be  three  trustees  elected  annually, 
on  the  2d  Saturday  in  April,  for  said  town.  That  said  trus- 
tees, and  there  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  and  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Mannsville;"  and  by  that  name 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded, 
in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  that  said  trustees 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
liabilities,  as  is  provided  by  the  general  law. 

§  3.  That  the  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Taylor  county 
shall  appoint  two  judges,  one  clerk,  and  a  sheriff,  citizens 
of  Mannsville,  to  hold  the  election  on  the  2d  Saturday  in 
April  next  for  trustees  of  said  town;  and  the  certificate  of 
the  clerk  and  sheriff  shall  be  evidence  of  the  election.  All 
persons  in  said  town  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  that  are 
legal  voters  for  members  of  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky. 
The  trustees  shall  provide  for  all  future  elections  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town.  They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  mem- 
bers chairman. 

§  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  256. 

AN  ACT  to  change  the  County  Line  between    Harrison  and  Brtckeo 

Conn  ties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih  of

§  1.  That  the  county  line  between  the  counties  of  Har- 
rison and  Bracken  be  so  changed,  as  to  include  the  farm 
of  Nelson  H.  Asbury,  upon  which  he  now  lives,  in  the 
county  of  Bracken. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  259.  1864. 

AN  ACT  to  iDeorporate  the  Martin  Lather  Lodge,  No.  3,  A.  P.  A.,  of 

Newport. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qtnerdl  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  Andreas  Dilling,  Fredrick  Eshel,  John  F.  Ban- 
derman,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  created 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
^'Trustees  of  Martin  Luther  Lodge,  No.  3,  American  Prot- 
estant Association,  in  the  city  of  Newport,  Campbell  coun- 
ty," and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  powers  incident  to  corporations,  for  the  purpose  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  rights^and  privileges 
of  said  association;  and  said  trustees  may  take  and  hold 
any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  two  acres,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  association. 

§  2.  That  whenever  any  vacancy  may  occur  in  the  board 
of  trustees,  it  shall  be  filled  pursuant  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations that  have  been  adopted  by  said  association,  and 
which  are  not  incompatible  with  the  laws  and  constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  or  the  United  States; 
and  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  of  changing 

or  repealing  this  act.

CHAPTER  260. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Cjnthiana. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Cynthi- 
ana,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  and  empowered 
to  close  such  street  or  streets,  or  part  or  parts  of  streets  in 
said  city,  as  will  enable  thepi  to  enclose  within  the  city 
cemetery,  ground  heretofore  purchased  or  that  may  be  here- 
after purchased,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  same. 

§  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  afler  its  passage.

CHAPTER  261. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Loueza  Pitts,  of  Powell  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Loueza  Pitts,  be  and  she  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  lawful  heir  of  Ambrose  McMahill,  of  Powell  county, 
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1864.       and  as  such  is  hereby  made  capable  of  inheriting  property, 
''^-       and  enjoying  all  the  rights  and  privileges  to  which  she 
would  in  anywise  have  been  entitled  had  she  been  bom  in 
lawful  wedlock. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  262. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Nelson  Flint,  a  man  of  color. 

Whereas,  Maria  Flint,  a  free  woman,  died  the  owner  of 
her  son,  Nelson  Flint,  and  some  estate  besides,  all  of  which 
would  escheat  to  the  State — therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammonvDealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  the  administrator  of  Maria  Flint,  late  of  Jef- 
ferson county,  is  hereby  directed  to  emancipate  Nelsoo 
Flint,  saving  the  rights  of  Maria  Flint's  creditors;  and  said 
Nelson  Flint  is  hereby,  when  so  emancipated,  made  capa- 
ble of  taking  his  mother's  estate  as  heir  and  distributee: 
Provided  hoivevei'j  That  the  said  Nelson  Flint,  upon  his 
emancipation  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  laws 
now  in  force  in  relation  to  persons  of  his  class  and  condi- 
tion. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  264. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   the  charter  of  the  Town  of  Hammonville,  Hart 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§1.  That  the  act,  entitled,  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Hammonville,"  approved  February  18th,  1860,  be 
BO  amended  as  to  only  require  the  election  of  three  trustees 
instead  of  five. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  268.  1864. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  exteneioo  of  Green  street,  and  changing  the 
width  of  a  part  of  Main  North  Street^  iu  the  town  of  Bowlioggreen. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawfal  for  the  trnstees  of  said  towa 
to  reduce  the  width  of  Main  North  street  in  said  town  to 
sixty  feet,  by  taking  therefrom  forty  feet  of  its  present 
width  on  the  northwest  side  thereof,  and  allowing  the  own- 
ers of  lots  adjoining  said  forty  feet,  so  to  be  taken  off,  to 
extend  their  lines  across  the  same  at  right-angles  up  to  the 
street  as  it  will  then  remain,  sixty  feet  wide,  and  to  bold, 
use*  occupy,  and  possess,  to  them  and  their  heirs  or  assigns 
forever,  the  portions  of  said  forty  feet  thus  to  be  assigned 
to  them:  Protnded  however,  That  the  quantity  of  ground  now 
owned  by  any  proprietor  binding  on  said  Main  North 
street  shall  not  be  enlarged  by  the  arrangement  herein  pro- 
vided for,  but  such  proprietor  shall  surrender  and  give  up 
as  much  land  as  he  or  she  acquires,  to  the  owners  of  the 
lot  or  lots  which  lie  adjoining  to  the  northwestwardly  side; 
and  the  owners  of  these  lots  shall  likewise  surrender  and 
give  to  the  trustees  of  said  town  forty  feet  in  width  of  their 
lots  on  the  northwestwardly  side,  for  the  purpose  of  open- 
ing a  new  street.  The  fencing  and  enclosing  the  lots  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be  regarded 
as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  acquiescence  of  all  the  prop- 
erty holders  interested  in  this  arrangement;  and  that  forty 
feet  in  width  of  the  lots  in  two  squares  in  said  town,  in  the 
addition  of  fifty  acres  thereto  on  the  river,  on  the  north- 
westwardly side  thereof,  has  been  dedicated  and  given  up 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  new  street,  or  the  extension 
of  Green  street. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  said  town  to 
open  and  extend  Green  street  over  the  forty  feet  in  width 
of  the  lots  acquired  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  fore- 
going section,  and  to  acquire  from  J.  R.  Underwood  as 
much  of  his  land  as  will  make  Green  street,  when  extend- 
ed parallel  with  Main  North  street,  fifty  feet  wide,  said  Un- 
derwood proposing  to  give  as  much  of  his  land  as  may  be 
necessary  to  open  and  extend  Green  street  as  far  as  the 
road  leading  down  upon  the  bluff  of  the  river,  and  to  make 
said  street  fifty  feet  wide. 

(  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

846  LAWS  OP  KENTUCKY. 

1864.  CHAPTER  269. 

I 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Traeteee  of  the  Town  of  Djcasbnrg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  hereafter  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Dycas- 
burg,  a  majority  of  the  board  concurring,  shall  have  the 
power  to  grant  a  coffee-house  license  to  any  applicant 
therefor,  who  may  reside  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  subject  to 
the  same  pains  and  penalties,  which  are  now  by  law  pre* 
scribed  in  such  cases. 

§2.  It  shall  never  hereafter  be  necessary  to  submit  such 
application  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  towo, 
before  the  granting  of  such  license. 

§3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  charge, 
for  such  license,  a  tax  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  in  addition  to  that  charged  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky. 

§  4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  coming  in  conflict  with  tbii 
act  are  hereby  repealed;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  270. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Elias,  a  free  man  of  color. 

Whereas,  Elias,  a  man  of  color,  liberated  by  the  last 
will  and  testament  of  Wm.  K.  Wall,  deceased,  is  the  own- 
er of  some  real  estate  situated  in  the  county  of  HarrisoDt 
in  thit*  State,  and  has  also  a  considerable  amount 'in  chosea 
in  action  due  him  in  said  county,  requiring  his  personal 
attention  to  make  sale  and  conveyance  pf  his  realty,  and 
to  collect  the  debts  due  him — wherefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommontDealik 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Elias,  a  free  man  of  color,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
permitted  and  empowered  to  remain  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky for  the  period  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  let 
day  of  February,  1864,  free  from  all  the  penalties  now  pro- 
vided by  law  ag[ainst  free  negroes  coming  into  or  remain* 
ing  in  this  State. 

§  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  U  eruicted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  Cammonwealih  of

§  1.  That  Henry  W.  Wood,  George  L.  Forman,  Lucien 
B.  Goggin,  Peyton  J.  Key,  Thomas  Parry,  Martin  D,  Steel, 
and  Alexander  Hunter,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''Washington  Cemetery 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  they  may  hav6  and  use 
a  common  seal. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  organize  by  appointing 
one  of  their  body  president,  and  the  election  of  a  secretary 
and  treasurer;  they  may  appoint  a  sexton,  and  employ 
such  servants  or  laborers  as  may  be  necessary  to  do  all 
such  work  as  they  may  deem  useful  and  appropriate  on 
such  grounds  and  premises,  as  they  may  have  or  acquire  as 
cemetery  property. 

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  dedicate,  as 
a  burial  place  or  cemetery,  such  portion  of  the  ground  sur- 
rounding the  Baptist  church,  in  Wcishington,  Ky.,  now 
known  as  the  Baptist  grave-yard,  as  they  may  acquire; 
and  also  such  other  grounds,  adjoining  or  near  said  grave- 
yard, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  a  cemetery; 
but  they  shall  not  acquire  title  to  more  than  ten  acres  of 
land.  They  are  hereby  authorized,  either  by  gift  or  pur- 
chase, to  acquire  title,  as  indicated  to  ten  acres  of  land. 
They  may  lay  off  the  cemetery  grounds,  at  discretion,  into 
walks,  avenues,  lots,  &c.;  and.  they  may  sell  the  lots,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  them,  but  only  for  burial  purposes. 
They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall 
make  a  plot  on  their  record,  of  the  cemetery  lots,  walks, 
avenues,  &c.,  and  shall  record  the  sales  of  the  lots,  and 
shall  give  to  every  purchaser  or  grantee  a  certificate  of 
sale  or  •grant,  signed  by  the  president,  which  shall  be  a 
good  conveyance  to  him  or  her,  for  burial  purposes,  but  no 
other;  and  such  certificate  may  be  transferrable  by  writing, 
if  the  written  transfer  shall  be  copied  on  the  records  of 
said  company. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  purchase  and  own  such  per- 
sonal property  ^as  may  be  necessary  and  useful  for  the 
cemetery. 

§  5.  The  said  company  shall  always  keep  their  cemetery 
grounds  securely  fenced;  and  they  may  use  the  funds  of  the 
company  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  with  a  view  to  the 
proper  Improvement  of  the  said  grounds  and  premises,  but 
in  no  other  way. 

S  6.  The  said  corporators,  or  a  majority  of  th6m,  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  their  body,  by  the  ap* 
pointment  of  a  citizen  of  Mason  county.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  Cave  Hill  Cemetery. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealik 
qJ  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  company  shall  not  hereafter  be  required 
to  execute  conveyances  to  purchasers  of  burial  lots,  bat 
may,  in  lieu  thereof,  issue  to  purchasers  certificates,  which 
shall  vest  in  them  the  perpetual  right  to  use  the  lots  pa^ 
chased  as  a  burial  place  for  the  dead,  and  to  improve  the 
same  at  pleasure,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  company.  And  neither  the  lots  heretofore  nor  hereaf- 
ter sold  shall  be  subject  to  execution,  or  in  any  manner  li- 
able for  the  debts  of  the  purchaser. 

(  2.  That  the  lands  of  said  cemetery  company,  and  all 
the  lots  in  the  cemetery  grounds,  shall  be  forever  exempt 
from  taxation. 

§3.  That  all  the  managers  of  said  company  shall  b« 
elected  by  the  lot  owners  voting  in  person.  And  that  all 
vacancies  which  shall  occur  before  the  day  of  annual  elec- 
tion, shall  be  filled  until  that  day  by  the  board  of  mann- 
gers. 
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§  4.  That  the  duties  of  treasurer  and  secretary  may  be        1864. 

devolved,  by  the  managers  upon  one  person,  and  they  may    

pay  him  an  annual  salary  not  exceeding dollars. 

§  5.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  contract  entered  into  be- 
tween said  company  and  the  city  of  Louisville,  on  the  24th 
March,  1859,  the  company  shall  set  apart  one- fifth  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  all  lots,  and  invest  the  same  as 
often  as  may  be  convenient,  so  as  to  create  a  perpetual 
land  for  the  preservation  of  the  cemetery  grounds,  after  a 
sufficient  revenue  shall  cease  to  be  derived  for  that  pur- 
pose from  a  sale  of  lots;  and  the  principal  of  said  fund,  so 
invested,  shall  never  be  used.  So  much  of  the  5th  section 
of  the  charter  of  said  company,  as  requires  the  surplus  of 
the  sale  of  lots  to  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  is  repeal- 
ed.

CHAPTER  273. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Danville  and  Knob  Lick  Turnpike  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "Danville  and  Knob  Lick  Turnpike  Com- 
pany," for  the  purpose  of  formmg  and  making  an  artificial 
road,  ten  miles  in  length,  from  Danville  or  from  some  point 
on  the  Danville  and  Lebanon,  or  the  Danville  and  Huston- 
ville  turnpike  road,  into  the  region  usually  called  the  Knobs, 
lying  south  of  said  town. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  capital  stock 
is  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  object  of  this  act,  then 
the  president  and  directors  may  enlarge  it  to  such  amount 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  open  subscription  there- 
for, in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  proper. 

§  8.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany shall  be  opened  on  the  second  Monday  in  March  next, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  in  Danville,  under  the  ^ 

direction  of  Daniel  Yeiser,  John  A.  Jacobs,  R.  A.  Wash- 
mgton,  M.  J.  Durham,  and  T.  E.  Quisenberry,  and  who  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  that  purpose.  Books 
shall  be  opened,  and  subscribers  of  stock  shall  enter  into 
obligation  in  said  books  to  pay  the  sums  subscribed  by 
each  respectively.  Notice  shall  be  giv.en  in  the  Kentucky 
Tribune  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  books. 

(  4.  The  trustees  of  the  Kentucky  Institution  for  the  Ed- 
ucation of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  hereby  authorized  and 
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1864.  enabled  to  subscribe  stock  in  said  road,  to  such  amonnt  as 
they  may  deem  advisable. 

§5.  So  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  are  subscribed,  the 
commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  bj 
public  notice  in  the  Kentucky  Tribune,  and  hold  an  elee* 
tion  for  president  and  six  directors,  who  shall  bold  their 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly 
elected;  and  the  provisions  of  the  4th  section  of  the  act  in- 
corporating the  Danville  and  Hustonville  turnpike  com- 
pany are  hereby  extended  to  this  company. 

§  6.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  in- 
corporate the  Danville  and  Hustonville  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, approved  March  1,  1844,  from  the  fifth  to  the  thirty- 
fifth  sections  inclusive,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  ex- 
tended to  the  Danville  and  Knob  Lick  Company  hereby 
created.

AN  ACr  to  incorporate  the  Spring  Sution  Turnpike  Road  CompaDj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvoealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  a  company  be  and  is  hereby  created,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "Spring  Station  Turnpike  Road 
?owenir"'''  Company,^*  which  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  on  the  Mc- 
Adam's  plan,  from  a  point  where  the  public  road  leading 
from  the  Cole's  road  to  Spring  Station  intersects  the  Cole's 
road;  thence  along  said  public  road  by  Spring  Station  to 
the  Frankfort  and  Lexington  pike;  thence  by  the  most 
practicable  route  on  the  lands  or  lines  of  B.  Gratz  and  R. 
A.  Alexander,  James  McKee  and  R.  A.  Alexander,  and 
James  McKee  and  R.  S.  Taylor,  to  the  Versailles  and  Lex- 
ington pike,  at  a  point  near  the  gate  of  W.  J.  Steele,  on 
the  same. 

^2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
oapiui  itock.    ten   thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifly  dollars 
each. 

(  3.  Books  shall  be  opened  at  convenient  places,  for  the 
Oom*nto  opes    subscription  of  stock  in  said  company,  under  the  directioA 

of  H.  H.  Ferguson,  R.  A.  Alexander,  M.  B.  Gratz,  James 
McKee,  D.  C.  Humphreys,  and  Timothy  Hughs,  any  one 
or  more  of  whom  nfay  procure  a  book  or  books,  in  which 
the  subscribers  of  stock  to  said  company  shall  enter  into 
ObUfirtioB.  the  following  obligation:  "We,  whose  names  are  herennto 
subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the  Spring 
Station  turnpike  road  company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  and  ever>  shaie  of  stock  in  said  company  set  oppo- 
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site  oar  names,  in  sach  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  anch 
times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company." 

(  4.  The  book  or  books  shall  be  opened  as  soon  as  said 
eommissioners  may  think  proper,  and  remain  so  until  the 
whole  capital  stock,  or  enough  to  complete  the  road,  shall 
have  been  subscribed. 

§5.  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  to  build  three-fourths 
of  said  road  has  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners,  or  some  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  at  some  con- 
venient point,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  otiicers,  which 
shall  be  given  by  notices  put  up  at  three  of  the  most  pub- 
lic places  on  the  contemplated  road,  for  at  least  ten  days 
previous  to  the  meeting;  and  at  said  meeting  at  least  two 
of  the  said  commissioners  must  be  present  to  superintend 
the  election.  There  shall  be  elected  a  president  and  five 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  from  the 
time  of  qualifying,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  duly  qualified.  The  said  directors  shall  elect  a  treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary; 
and  said  treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  execute  bond  with  security  to  be  approved  by 
the  directory,  to  the  efiect  that  he  will  perform  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  whenever  a  demand  shall  be  made  upon 
him  by  the  directory,  or  their  authorized  agent,  pay  over 
any  or  all  sums  of  money  that  may  be  in  his  hands  as 
treasurer. 

§  6.  The  stockholders,  at  all  elections,  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said  company,  which 
\ote  or  votes  may  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  superintendents,  engineers  and  workmen,  with 
their  tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages, 
and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  burthen,  to  enter  upon  the 
land  in  and  over,  contiguous,  and  near  to  which  said  road 
shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their  intention  to 
the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  or  their  agents:  Provided, 
That  if  the  president  and  directors  shall  not  agree  with  the 
owners  of  said  land  over  or  through  which  said  road  is  to 
pass  as  to  damages  the  owner  or  owners  may  sustain  by 
the  road  passing  through  their  lands,  the  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in 
which  said  lands  are  situated,  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum 
to  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  sustained  by  the  own- 
ers of  said  land;  and  the  jury,  in  assessing  the  damages, 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages resulting  to  the  party  claiming  damages  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  said  road;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of 
the  damages  assessed  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president 
and  directors  to  open  and   make  said   road,  and  dig  and 
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carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material  neceaeaiy 
for  the  constructing  or  repairing  said  road,  after  paying  the 
owner  thereof  the  full  value  of  the  same. 

§8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  take  an  oath,  be- 
fore some  person  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  that 
they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respectiYe 
offices  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

§  9.  That  said  road  shall  have  a  grade  not  exceeding 
three  degrees,  and  the  stone  on  the  same  shall  be  not  less 
than  sixteen  feet  in  width,  and  ten  inches  deep;  the  width 
of  the  road  outside  of  the  metal  on  the  same  shall  be  left 
to,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  road. 

§  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  road 
shall  be  authorized  to  erect  a  toll-gate  on  said  turnpike 
road,  when  the  same  is  completed  and  examined  by  three 
justices  of  the  peace  no  ways  interested  in  the  road,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  county  court,  who,  with  the  aid 
of  some  competent  person  as  a  civil  engineer,  shall  view 
the  road  and  report  its  quality  and  condition.'  The  justices 
and  engineer  shall  be  paid  by  the  company  fifty  cents  for 
every  mile  so  examined,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  every 
fraction  of  a  mile.  Upon  hearing  the  report  and  any  ex- 
ceptions or  proof  that  may  be  made  in  relation  thereto,  if  it 
appear  the  road  has  been  constructed  according  to  law, 
the  court  shall  make  an  order  authorizing  the  erection  of  a 
gate,  and  the  receipt  of  toll  pursuant  to  the  rates  estab- 
lished by  law. 

§  11.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  let  out  said  road  to  contractors,  on  such  terms,  and  in 
such  portions,  as  they  may  deem  beneficial  to  the  interest 
of  said  company. 

§  12.  That  that  part  of  the  public  road  known  as  the 
Steel's  road,  leading  from  the  Frankfort  and  Lexington 
pike  to  the  V^ertiailles  and  Frankfort  pike,  (which  is  lateral 
to  this  contemplated  road,)  shall  not  be  discontinued  or 
closed  except  by  and  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
persons  residing  upon  or  owning  lands  adjoining  the  same. 

§  13.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direc- 
tors of  this  road  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  pres- 
ident and  directors  of  the  Frankfort  and  Lexington  turn- 
pike road,  to  consolidate  said  roads  whenever  they  may 
deem  it  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  stockholders  to  do 
so,  and  the  said  president  and  directors  of  the  said  Frank- 
fort and  Lexington  pike  desire  or  are  willing  to  such  con- 
solidation. 

§  14.  That  each  and  every  stockholder  in  said  road  shall 
be  exempt  from  working  or  furnishing  hands  to  work  on 
any  other  road,  to  the  extent  of  one  hand  for  every  two 
shares  or  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  subscribed  and  paid 
to  said  company. 
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§  15.  lliat  said  company  may  nue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted,  and  in  all 
litigations  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a  natural  person. 

§16.  That  the  stockholders  in  said  road,  failing  to  pay 
their  calls  when  due,  shall  be  subject  to  suit  in  any  of  the 
conrts  in  this  Commonwealth  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
matter  in  controversy,  they  shall  likewise  pay  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum  interest  thereon  until  paid. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  275. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  West  port,   in  the  County  of  Old- 
bam. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Grenej'ot  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh  cf 
Kejiiucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Westport,  in  the  county  of  Old- 
ham, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated,  the  bounda- 
ry of  which  is  to  be  as  surveyed  and  laid  off  under  the  di- 
rection of  S.  D.  Lawrence,  and  J.  6.  Ghaimbers,nottoconr 
tain  over  seventy-five  acres  of  land;  the  plat  of  said  sur- 
vey shall  be  made  out  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  of  Oldham  county,  and  another  copy  of 
said  survey  shall  be  filed  by  said  Lawrence  and  Chaimbera 
with  the  trustees  of  said  town  of  Westport,  which  plot  of 
lurvey  shall  form  part  of  their  record. 

(  2.  That  on  the  second  Saturday  in  April,  in  each  year, 
there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  resident  in 
said  town,  five  trustees  in  said  town,  who  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath  be- 
fore sum  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  that  they  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  aforesaid.  That 
said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  as  th^  "Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  town  of  Westport;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as 
chairman,  who  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  said 
board  when  convened,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  con- 
vene the  board  in  session  whenever  he  may  deem  it  nec- 
essary. The  regular  n^etings  of  said  board  shall  be  on 
the  second  Saturday  in  each  month;  but  all  business  trans- 
acted at  a  called  meeting  shall  be  as  valid  as  though  trans- 
acted at  a  regular  meeting:  Provided^  That  there  are  four 
trustees  present  at  the  called  meeting.  At  a  regular  meet- 
ing three  shall  be  capable  of  transacting  business.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Covington  Street  Railway  CompaDy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComnumweaUk 
of  KenttLcky: 

§  1.  That  N.  C.  Morse,  Amod  Shinkle,  Jesse  Wilcox,  J. 
C.  Sayers,  John  F.  Fisk,  and  M.  M.  Benton,  and  their  as* 
sociates,  be  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, under  the  name  of  the  '^Covington  Street  Railway 
Company,"  with  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that  name 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued  in 
all  courts,  and  shall  have  a  capita)  stock  of  $250,000,  divid* 
ed  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  sabscrib- 
ed  as  hereinaftec  provided. 

§  2.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  the  commissioners  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  the  company,  and  to  superin- 
tend the  first  election  of  directors;  and  before  receiving 
any  subscription  they  shall  give  two  weeks  notice  thereof, 
in  some  newspaper  circulating  in  the  city  of  Covington,  of 
the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  books.  Five  dollara 
per  share  shall  be  paid  by  the  subscribers  before  the  first 
electipn  of  directors;  and  when  the  election  shall  have 
taken  place,  said  commissioners  shall  hand  over  to  the 
directors  all  the  papers  and  books  in  their  hands  belonging 
to  the  company,  and  also  pay  over  the  money  received  on 
subscription.  That  so  soon  as  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  subscribed,  if  the  books  have  been 
open  one  week,  the  commissioners  may  hold  said  election; 
and  no  subsc.ription  shall  be  deemed  valid  until  the  ad- 
vance payment  shall  have  been  made. 

§  3.  There  shall  oe  elected  five  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, all  of  whom  must  be  stockholders;  and  after  the  first 
election  they  must  have  held  the  stock  for  at  least  three 
months  previous  to  the  election.  The  annual  election  of 
the  company  shall  be  first  Saturday  in  January  in  each 
year,  unless  a  different  time  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of 
directors;  and  those  in  office  shall  hold  over,  if  an  election 
should  fail,  until  an  election  shall  take  place.  At  said 
election  stockholders  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  each 
share  held  three  months,  and  upon  which  all  calls  shall 
have  been  paid:  Provided ^  No  stockholder  shall  have  more 
than  one  hundred  votes,  nor  shall  any  vote  while  delin- 
qut^nt  in  the  payment  of  calls  on  the  stocky 

§  4.  The  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  body  president, 
who  shall  possess  the  usual  powers,  and  perform  the  usual 
duties,  of  presidents  of  like  corporatioh.  The  president 
and  directors  shall  constitute  one  board  for  the  transaction 
of  business;  may  ordain  and  establish  the  necessary  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  the  company  and  its  employees, 
appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  may  also  be  of  the 
board,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
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and  take  from  them  the  requisite  bonds  for  the  performance 
of  official  duties.  They  shall  require  payments  on  the 
stock  of  not  more  than  five  per  centum  per  month,  till  the 
whole  shall  have  been  paid;  and  if  any  call  shall  not  be 
paid  for  one  month  after  the  same  shall  be  due,  the  delin- 
quent shall  pay  one  per  centum  per  month  interest  there- 
after until  payment;  and  the  company  may  proceed  to  col- 
lect the  said  calls  by  suit,  or  may  forfeit  the  stock,  in  which 
case  the  payments  that  have  b^en  made  shall  enure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  company.  At  least  thirty  days  notice  shall 
be  given  before  any  forfeiture  shall  be  declared,  either  in  a 
'  newspaper,  as  before  mentioned,  or  by  personal  service. 

§  5.  The  business  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  construct 
and  use  railway  alon^  the  streets  of  Covington,  and  in  the 
suburbs  of  said  city.  It  may  constructs  the  lines  along 
such  streets  either  with  single  or  double  track  as  they  may 
consider  beneficial  to  the  interest  of  the  company,  and  to 
which  the  city  council  of  said  city  may  consent,  authority 
for  which  is  hereby  given  to  said  council  to  make  an  agree- 
ment therefor,  and  out  of  said  city  into  the  surrounding 
country,  and  along  such  turn  pike  road  as  may  be  agreed  with 
4he  turnpike  companies.  It  may  also  construct  tracks  across 
the  Covington  and  Cincinnati  bridge,  and  the  Newport  and 
Covington  bridge,  by  the  consent  and  agreement  of  said 
companies;  and  may  make  connection  with  such  other 
street  railway  as  may  be  deemed  advantageous  and  pro- 
per; and  may  have  branches,  and  distinct  lines,  and  may 
construct  and  purchase  cars  and  other  equipments  for  said 
road. 

§  6.  That  when  said  company  shall  have  constructed  a 
line  upon  any  of  the  streets  of  said  city,  the  city  authori- 
ties shall  not  grant  the  right  to  any  other  company  so  long 
as  this  company  shall  use  the  same,  and  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant.  The  board  of  directors 
may  re-open  the  books  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company,  and  prescribe  the  terms  of  payment;  and, 
if  necessary,  the  capital  stock  may  be  increased  by  the 
stockholders,  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting  for  that  pur- 
pose; and  in  either  case  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
stockholders  that  such  proposition  will  be  made.  Said 
board  shall  also  determine  the  rates  to  be  charged  upon 
said  roads. 

§  7.  The  said  corporation  may  borrow  money  upon  the 
credit  thereof,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  its  capital  stock, 
at  a  rate  not  greater  than  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
may  execute  bonds  therefor,  of  not  less  denomination  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  to  secure  the  payment  thereof  by 
any  pledge  or  mortgage  of  the  property  and  income  of  the 
company. 

§  8.  That  the  company  may  purchase  and  hold  such  real 
and  personal  estate  as  may  be  considered  necessary  in  the 
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1864.       transaction  of  its  basinesa,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same 
' whenever  its  interest  may  so  require. 

§  9.  That  any  person  who  shall  willfully  place  any  ob- 
^jjgjto^v   struction  by  stones,  logs,  sticks,  or  other  thing,  on  the  tracks 

of  said  company,  or  shall  tear  up  or  remove  any  part  or 
portion  of  the  tracks,  or  the  works  thereof,  with  the  intent 
to  obstruct  the  cars  in  passing  thereof),  or  to  throw  them  off 
the  track,  or  shall  burn  or  destroy  any  building  belonging 
to  said  company,  he  shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years.  That  for  the 
injury  or  destruction  oi  any  other  property  of  said  com- 
pany, the  person  or  persons  found  guilty  thereof  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  six  months 
or  both. 

§  10.  In  no  case  shall  this  corporation  exercise  any  bank- 
ing privileges. 

§  11.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  change, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  act.

collection  of  the  tax  thus  levied:  Provided,  That  such  sab* 
scriptions  shall  not  be  made  until  said  court  shall  be  satis- 
fied that  an  amount  of  stock,  sufficient,  with  the  aid  of

cover  all  tolls  that  are  likely  to  be  taken  in  in  any  one

on  said  branch  roads  as  the  law  now  directs,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  him  may  seem  best  for  the  public  interest;

CHAPTER  287. 

AN  ACT  to  iDCorpotate  the  CaseyTiIle,  Proridenee  and  Madisonville 

Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeriei-al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

receive,  in  law,  anything  within  the  compass  of  their  char- 
tered privileges,  and  to  be  denominated  "The  Petrolenni, 
Mining,  Manufacturing,  Commercial,  and  Navigating  Com- 
pany," for  the  purpose,  and  with  the  privilege,  of  boring  pe- 
troleum wells  in  Meade  county,  reducing  the  oil  to  its  compo- 
nent elements,  such  as  burning  fluid,  paraphine,  asphaltam, 
&c.,  trading  in  the  oil  in  its  crude  or  refined  state,  and  ship- 
ping it  to  domestic  or  foreign  ports;  mining  coal;  erecting  fur- 
naces and  forges  for  the  manufacture  of  railroad  and  other 
iron;  erecting  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  the  textiles, 
viz:  cotton, flax  and  hemp;  factories,  also,  for  the  manufactore 
of  woolen  goods  and  other  mixed  fabrics;  erecting  mills  for 
the  manufacture  of  flour,  and  for  the   sawing  of  lumber, 
erecting  a  dock  yard  at  the   month  of  Doe  Run,  on  the 
Ohio  river,  for  the  repairing,  also,  the  building, owning  and 
navigating  steamboats.

sors, any  lands  or  tenements  which  may  be  given,  granted, 
or  devised  for  the  use  of  said  seminary,  or  which  they  may

§2.  The  trustees  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to 
establish  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  ordinances,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  apd  laws  of  this  State,  or  of 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary  for  the  government  of  said  seminary,  and  the 
management  of  its  funds  and  property.

the  order  of  their  appointment,  examine  the  property  in 
the  petition  described,  the  owner  having  had  reasonable 
notice  of  the  time,  and  assess  the  damages  which  the  own- 
er will  sustain  by  reason  of  its  appropriation  to  the  use  of 
the  company,  and  file  in  the  office  or  said  clerk  a  written 
report  under  their  hands,  of  their  assessment.  In  making 
the  assessment  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appraisers  to  give 
the  owner  of  the  property  the  full  value  thereof,  but  in  es- 
timating any  incidental  damages  to  the  adjoining  lands,  they 
may  take  into  consideration  and  offset  the  advantages  to 
be  derived  by  the  owner  from  the  road.  That  when  there 
is  a  remainder  or  reversionary  interest  in  the  property  taken, 
the  damages  shall  be  a|>portioned  between  the  owners  there- 
of and  the  owners  of  the  particular  estate. 

§  2.  The  case  shall  stand  for  hearing  on  the  first  day  of 
the  term  of  said  court  next  afYer  the  return  of  the  report 
of  the  appraisers,  provided  the  same  shall  have  been  made 
ten  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  said  term. 

§  3.  At  the  instance  of  either  party  the  court  shall  direct 
a  jury  to  pass  upon  the  question  of  damages  claimed  by 
the  owner  of  the  property,  and  the  jury  shall  not  return  a 
verdict  for  a  larger  amount  than  reported  by  the  apprais- 
ers, the  costs  as  to  the  jury  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner;  but 
if  for  a  larger  amount,  by  the  company.  Upon  final  judg-

have  the  benefit  of  this  act,  his  sureties  shall  appear  be- 
fore the  Grayson  county  court  and  give  their  assent  to  the 
extension  granted  by  this  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

OHAPTER  372. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  William  MulHnB,  late  Sheriff  of  Wayne 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  further  time  until  the  1st  day  of  January  next, 
be  allowed  to  William  Mullins,  late  sheriff  of  Wayne 
county,  to  make  and  return  his  delinquent  list  for  the  reve- 
nue and  coanty  levy  for  the  year  1861;  and  when  made 
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1864.       within  the  time  above  given,  to  have  the  same  effect  as  if 

made  and  returned  within  the  time  now  allowed  by  law. 

§  2.  That  said  sheriflf^  by  procuring  the  written  consent 
of  all  his  sureties  in  his  official  bond  for  the  revenue  of 
said  year  1861,  witnessed  by  two  disinterested  persons, 
and  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts in  his  ofiice,  may  be  indulged  in  the  payment  of  the 
residue  of  revenue,  interest,  damages  and  costs  for  said 
year  1661,  the  farther  time  until  the  first  day  of  January 
next;  and  if  paid  within  said  time  the  damages  are  here- 
by remitted. 
§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  373. 

AN    ACT  for  the  relief  of  C.  J.  Coker  and   John  Boyer,   of  Fnlton 

County. 

Be  it  efiacted  by  the  Gtneral  Assembly  cf  the  CkimmonweaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  C.  J.  Coker  and  John  Boyer,  securities  of  Tho. 
E.  Reed,  late  sheriff*  of  Fulton  county,  upon  his  revenue 
bond  for  the  year  1859,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
leased from  the  payment  of  the  damages  assessed  agaiost 
them  by  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  on  motion  in  the  name 
of  the  Commonwealth  against  Thos.  E.  Reed,  late  sheriff 
and  others  his  securities  upon  his  said  revenue  bond,  as 
aforesaid,  for  the  amount  of  his  delinquency,  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal,  interest,  and  tosts  of  the  proceed- 
ings upon  the  judgment  so  as  aforesaid  rendered  against 
them:  Provided  however^  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  into  a  releasing  of  said  Thos.  E.  Reed 
personally  from  the  said  amount  of  damages. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

^  i.  That  the  county  court  for  Montgomery  county  be 
and  is  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  three  trustees  of  said 
academy. 

^  2.  The  said  trustees  may  file  a  petition  in  the  MoDt- 
gomery  circuit  court,  for  a  sale  of  said  property;  and  if  the 
judge  of  said  court  shall,  on  proof  made,  deem  a  sale  ad- 
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visable,  may  order  a  judgment  of  sale;  and  by  said  judg-        1864. 
ment  shall  direct  in  what  manner  the  fund  arising  from 
said  sale  shall  be  held  or  invested  for  the  encouragement 
of  education  in  Montgomery  county. 
§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

(  1.  That  S.  B.  Pell,  sheriff  of  Hancock  county,  be  and 
he  is  hereby  allowed  until  the  Ist  of  April,  1864,  to  pay  in 
the  remainder  of  his  revenue  for  the  year  1863:  Promded 
however,  That  before  said  sheriff  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  his  sureties  in  the  bond  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  revenue  shall  enter  their  consent  of  record 
in  the  county  court  of  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  376. 

AN  A€T  to  incorporate  the  Coldmbia  and  Burksville  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be  and  is  hereby  formed  and  creat-    co»pmj  fpjm- 
ed  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
''The  Columbia  and  Burksville  Turnpike  Road  Company," 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  Columbia 
to  Burksville. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty      capiuii  •lock. 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  The  books  for  subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be  opened  ^oX'"*^  ^^^^ 
by  Wm.  E.  Parker,  Geo.  W.  Overstreet,  Josiah  Hunter, 
Tim  Cravens,  T.  T.  Alexander,  J.  H.  C.  Sandldgc,  Robert 
K.  Young,  A.  G.  Waggoner,  Wm.  F.  Owsley,  Jo.  B.  Alex- 
ander, James  M.  Boles,  and  J.  C.  Winfrey,  who  are  hereb}' 
appointed  commissioners  for  that  purpose,  any  three  of 
whom  may  act,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  think 
proper. 

§  4.  When  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have    ^j,^^^JJ,*",J>*'JJ 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it   elected, 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  named  herein  to 
give  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  such  time 
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1864. 
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and  place  as  the  notice  may  dcBignate,  for  the  parpose  of 
electing  a  president  and  four  directors,  6ne  vote  to  be  al- 
lowed for  each  share  of  stock;  and  the  president  and  direc- 
tors shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  times  and  places 
of  all  elections,  after  the  first,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  pres- 
ident and  directors;  and  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  be 
competent  to  transact  business. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  law,  under  the  style  of 
the  ''President  and  Directors  of  the  Columbia  and  Burka- 
ville  Turnpike  Road  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  incident 
to  a  corporation;  shall  hold  their  capital  stock,  with  its  in- 
crease and  profits,  and  hold  by  purchase,  or  gifY,  all  such 
real  or  pergonal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prose- 
cution of  their  works,  or  the  objects  of  their  corporation; 
shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue 
and  be  sued  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  or  elsewhere; 
to  use  a  common  seal,  and  generally  to  do  all  such  acts 
and  things  which  a  corporation  may  lawfully  do,  to  effect 
the  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  created. 

§  6.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  directory  at 
such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper;  a  majority 
of  all  the  directors  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings to  be  entered  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president;  and  in  case  of  his 
absence,  the  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number 
pro  tem.y  and  they  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  as  they 
may  think  proper. 

(  7.  The  president  and  directors  have  the  right,  and  are 
hereby  authorized,  to  take  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  any 
and  all  persons  who  may  be  disposed  to  grant  the  right  of 
way  for  said  turnpike  road,  the  use  of  rock  and  timber  for 
building  the  same,  without  charge,  which  being  so  given, 
shall  be  binding  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  They  may 
agree  with  and  appoint  surveyors,  engineers,  superintend- 
ents, artists,  and  officers,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  work,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wages,  and 
to  do  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  charter, 
and  the  by-laws  of  this  corporation,  they  are  or  shall  be 
required  to  do. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors,  with  their  surveyors, 
engineers,  artists,  and  chain  carriers,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  land  and  inclos- 
ures,  public  roads  and  highways,  in,  through,  and  over 
which  said  intended  road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass; 
to  examine  and  survey  the  ground  most  proper  for  that 
purpose;  to  examine  quarries,  beds  of  stone  and  gravel,  and 
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other  materials  necessary  for  the  completion  of  said  road; 
and  having  due  regard  to  distance,  grade,  subscription,  and 
the  prospective  interests  of  the  company  and  country 
through  which  said  road  may  pass,  they  shall  locate  on  the 
most  practicable  and  advantageous  route,  and  cause  a  plat 
of  the  same  to  be  made  out  and  deposited  with  the  com- 
pany. 

§  9.  The  president  shall  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  'deem  proper,  of  the  amount  of  call  on  each  share 
of  stock,  and  of  the  time  of  payment;  and  if  any  stock- 
holder ^hall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so  called 
for,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  df  payment, 
such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amount  so  called 
for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  for  every 
delay  of  payment;  and  no  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any 
election,  or  be  entitled  to  any  rights  of  a  member  of  said 
company,  unless  the  whole  amount  due  and  payable  as 
aforesaid  by  him  on  each  share  shall  have  been  paid  agree* 
able  to  the  requisition  of  the  president. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  such  other  of&cers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others 
are  chosen  and  qualified.  The  treasurer,  before  he  enters 
on  his  duties,  shall  give  bond,  with  security,  in  such  penal- 
ty as  the  president  and  directors  may  require,  payable  to 
them,  conditioned  to  pay  over  any  sums  in  his  hands  to 
their  order. 

§  11.  If  any  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  oflfsaid  road, 
with  the  fraudulent  intent  to  avoid  the  payment  of  toll  as 
fixed  by  the  president  and  directors  aforet^aid,  he  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  be  fined 
five  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  other  sums  under  the  juris- 
diction of  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  12.  If  any  stockholder  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay 
his  proportion  of  the  stock  for  sixty  days  after  the  time  set 
for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stockholder,  in  addi- 
tion, shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  on 
the  instalments  so  called,  from  the  time  the  call  was  made, 
for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  such  payment 
shall  be  delayed  six  months  after  the  time  set  for  payment, 
such  delinquent  shall  forfeit  such  share  or  shares  to  the  cor- 
poration, together  with  all  that  may  have  been  paid  there- 
on; and  the  president,  by  order  of  the  directors,  shall  sell 
the  said  share  or  shares:  And  provided,  That  no  stockhold- 
er shall  vote  at  any  election,  or  be  entitled  to  any  of  the 
rights  of  a  member  of  said  corporation,  unless  the  whole 
amount  due  and  payable  as  aforesaid,  on  the  share  or 
shares  by  him  or  her  held,  shall  have  been  paid  agreeably  to 
the  requisitions  of  the  president  and  directors. 
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^  18.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Adair  coanty 
court  and  the  Cumberland  county  court,  a  mfyority  of  the 
justices  in  each  of  said  counties  concurring  in  such  county, 
to  subscribe  stock  in  said  road  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  which  subscription,  when 
made,  shall  be  binding  on  said  county,  and  to  pay  which, 
said  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  assess  a 
tax  upon  all  the  property  and  estate  subject  to  Vjie  pay- 
ment of  State  revenue  within  its  limits;  the  tax  thus  levfed 
not  to  exceed  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  property  for  any  one  year;  and  the  same, 
when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county, 
who  shall  pay  it  in  discharge  of  the  subscription  of  stock  as 
made  in  such  proportions  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  call- 
ed for  by  the  proper  officers  of  said  turnpike  companies,  to 
which  said  subscriptions  shall  have  been  made.  The  divi- 
dends arising  fiy)m  said'stock  shall,  from  time  to  time,  when- 
ever other  dividends  are  declared,  be  paid  over  to  said 
county  court  in  aid  of  the  county  levy. 

^  14.  That  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  same  collect- 
ing officer  who  shall  collect  the  State  revenue,  who  shall 
account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  according  to  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
that  he  collects  and  accounts  for  the  State  revenue  ;  the 
presiding  judges  of  the  counties  thus  subscribing  stock  shall 
have  the  right,  ex  officio^  to  vote  the  stock  subscribed  by 
their  re^ective  counties  as  other  stockholders. 

§  15.  Said  president  and  directors  shal]  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  and  part 
thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  and  gravel;  may  fix  the 
rates  of  toll  and  change  and  alter  the  same;  but  said  rates 
shall  not  exceed  those  prescribed  by  the  general  law  of  the 
State,  and  whenever  two  consecutive  miles  of  said  road 
shall  be  completed  a  toll  gate  may  be  erected  and  toll  col- 
lected under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road.  Every 
president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he  acts  as 
such,  shall  swear  or  affirm,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  before 
some  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  he  will 
well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the 
best  of  his  skill  and  judgment,  without  favor  or   affection. 

§16.  All  stockholders  owning  stock  in  said  road  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  actually  paid  in,  shall  have 
one  hand  exempted  from  working  on  any  other  road,  and 
for  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  additional  shall  have 
one  hand  exempt. 

§  17.  That  from  and  after  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1865, 
the  proceeds  of  the  Muldrow's  Hill  turnpike  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  Columbia  and  Burksville  turnpike  road  com- 
pany, in  the  same  manner  as  now  required  to  be  paid  over 
to  the  Green  and  Taylor  county  turnpike  road;  and  to  the 
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extent  that  sach  payments  are  made,  \he  State  shall  be  a 
stockholder  in  said  Columbia  and  Burksville  turnpike  road; 
this  section  of  the  bill  to  be  in  force  for  five  years  and  no 
longer:  Protridedy  That  after  the  erection  of  the  first  gate 
no  toll  shall  be  collected  at  any  other  gate  until  five  miles 
additional  of  said  road  is  completed  or  in  that  proportion. 
§  17.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  377. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Horse  Cave  iu  Hart  Countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonu>ealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Horse  Cave,  in  Hart  county,  be 
and  is  hereby  incorporated,  with  the  following  limits,  viz: 
One  mile  square,  to  be  so  laid  ofl!*as  to  make  the  depot  the 
center.  On  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1864,  five  trustees 
shall  be  elected  for  said  town,  who,  with  their  successors 
in  office,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  etyle  of  the  "Trustees  of  the  Town  of 
Horse  Cave,*'  and  under  that  name  they  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth;  may  own,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  real  es- 
tate, both  within  and  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  for  church,  school,  and  cemetery  purposes. 

§  2.  All  the  qualified  voters  living  inside  the  corporate 
limits,  or  any  qualified  voter  owing  real  estate  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
the  election  of  trustees  and  all  other  town  officers. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  attend  to  all  the  duties  of 
their  oflSce;  they  shall  elect  a  clerk,  who  shall  enter  at 
large,  upon  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  the  proceedings  of 
the  board  at  each  meeting. 

§  4.  The  trustees,  by  concurence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
voters  of  said  town,  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  of  not 
more  than  fifty  cents  on  each  poll  within  its  corporate  lim- 
its, and  not  more  than  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars worth  of  property  in  said  town,  subject  to  taxation. 
They  shall  prescribe  the  number  of  taverns,  eating  and 
drinking  saloons,  and  impose  a  suitable  tax,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  upon  all  such  establishments;  and 
upon  all  shows  and  exhibitions,  the  money  to  be  applied 
to  the  improvement  of  said  town. 

§5.  The  first  Saturday  in  May,  1864,  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  order  an  election,  (giving  ten  days  previous  no- 
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1864.  tice,)  for  a  police  jac^ge  and  town  marshal;  and  thereaftei 
the  police  judge  shall  be  elected  when  the  county  judge  is 
elected,  and  hold  office  for  the  same  time;  the  tovrn  mar- 
shal shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  constables  are  elect- 
ed, and  hold  his  office  for  the  same  time;  to  take  the  oath 
and  give  the  bond,  and  in  all  respects  to  be  liable  as  con- 
stables are  liable. 

§  6.  The  poll  book  of  said  election  shall  be  returned  by 
the  clerk  to  the  judge  of  the  Hart  county  court,  at  the  first 
term  after  the  said  election,  and  the  result  shall  be  certified 
by  the  judge  of  said  court  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
the  Governor  shall  issue  a  commission  to  that  person  who 
may  be  elected  police  judge  who  shall  take  the  same  oath 
juriadictien  or  taken  by  the  county  judge;  and  in  all  civil  cases  shall  hare 
Judge.  ^}^g  same  jurisdiction  aft;a  justice  of  the  peace,  be  subject 

to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees;  and  in  all  criminal  cases  arising  in  the  town, 
shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  the  county  judge,  and 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees;  and  in  all  violations  of  town 
regulations  shall  have  the  same  jurisfdiction,  and  be  enti- 
tled to  the  same  fees,  as  a  magistrate  for  similar  services. 

§7.  The  town  martiihal  shall  execute  all  processes  issued 
by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
same  tees  as  constables  for  similar  services,  and  may  exe- 
cute any  process  issued  by  .a  magistrate  of  the  county,  and 
have  concurence  jurisdiction  with  the  constables  within  and 
lor  said  county. 

§  8.   A  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum 

to  do  business;  and  they  shall  hiave  power  to  make  all  by- 

oancy,  byUws.    j^ws  for  the  government  of  the  town,  not  inconsistent  with 

the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  or  constitution  of  the  United  States;  iti  case  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  in  the  board,  by  death  or  otherwise,  an  election, 
(after  ten  days  notice  by  the  chairman  of  the  board,)  shall 
be  held  to  fill  said  vacancy;  and  in  case  the  police  judge 
or  town  marshal's  office  should  be  vacated  by  death  or 
otherwise,  the  trustees  shall  proceed  to  order  an  election 
for  said  officer,  giving  ten  days  previous  notice  of  said 
election,  appointing  the  necessary  officers  to  conduct  it  in 
all  respects  as  hereinbefore  provided  for;  and  the  police 
judge  or  town  marshal,  so  elected,  shall  serve  until  the 
next  regular  election. 

§  9.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  act. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  efi^ect  from  its  passage.

That  books  shall  be  opened  opeiSS?^* '****'* 
for  Bupscription  of  stock  at  the  office  of  W.  O.  Phillips,  in 
the  town  of  Poplar  Plains,  at  once,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioners  hereby  appointed,  viz:  E.  Logan,  £.  E.

Botts,  and  Thomas  P.  Sutton,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them 
may  act;  the  books  to  be  kept  open  until  a  sufficient  sum 
is  subscribed,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners,  or  the 
board  of  officers,  (when  organized,)  to  complete  said  road.

build  a  new  wood  bridge  at  said  place,  which  will  again 
be  necessary  to  do  in  a  few  years;  and  whereas,  the  coun- 
ty of  McCracken  will  be  unable,  as  well  as  unwilling,  to 
do  so,  and  the  public  then,  for  lack  of  a  bridge,  would  be 
greatly  inconvenienced — for  remedy  whereof,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commnowealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  ia  hereby  granted  unto  said  D.  A.  Given 
and  Thomas  Smedliey,  then  heirs  and  representatives,  a 
charter  to  keep  a  toll-bridge  at  said  place.  That  said  Given

votes  and  compare  the  polls  of  the  next  annual  election 
for  county  officers,  shall  count  the  votes  and  certify  the  re- 
sult for  and  against  the  adoption  to  the  county  court  of  said 
county.

Whereas,  divers  persons  of  the  county  of  Jefierson,  in 
this  Commonwealth,  have  organized  an  association,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  '* Louisville  and  Jefferson  County 
Association."  Its  objects  shall  be  to  improve  the  condition 
of  agriculture  as  well  in  regard  to  fruits  and  vegetables,  as 
also  in  respect  to  the  great  staples  of  industry  and  trade^ 
to  encourage  ofnamentai  gardening,  to  foster  manufactures 
and  the  mechanic  arts,  to  advance  rural  economy  and  do- 
mestic or  household  manufactures,  to  encourage  improve- 
ment in  the  races  or  breeds  of  all  useful  domestic  animals^ 
and  fo  collect  and  disseminate  useful  knowledge  in  relation 
to  any  one  or  all  of  those  subjects;  and  for  that  purpose 
have  adopted  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  chosen  a 
president,  vice  president,  and  seven  directors,  to  control 
and  manage  the  affairs  thereof,  and  desire  an  act  of  incor- 
poration thereof — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  ef

§  1.  That  said  association  be  and  it  is  hereby  created  a   comnteiMiB* 
body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  un-    *"  p*^*"*- 
der  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''Louisville   and  Jefferson 
County  Association;"  and  by  that  name  may  sue   and   be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
all  courts  of  law  or  equity;  and  shall  be  capable   of  ac- 
quiring, by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  quantity  of  land  npt 
exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  and  may  improve  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  at  pleasure;  and  may  acquire,   hold» 
and  dispose  of  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the  presi- 
dent, vice  president,  and  directory  of  said  association  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper.     The  said  association  may    ^rfw,u  m^ 
adopt  and  use  a  corporate  seal>  or  may  use  the  seal  of  the 
pfeeident  for  the  time  being. 

2.  That  the  president,  vice  president,  and  directors  al- 
ready  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
second  Saturday  in  October,  1865,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  annually  thereafter 
an  election  shall  be  held  for  a  president,  vice  president,  and 
seven  directors,  unless  the  members  of  said  association,  at 
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said  annual  election,  shall,  by  resolation,  fix  upon  a  differ* 
en t day. 

§  3.  The  prudential,  fiscal,  and  other  concerns  of  said 
association,  together  with  all  its  estate  of  every  kind,  shall 
be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the  president, 
vice  president,  and  directors  aforesaid;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other 
inferior  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  said  association,  and  they  may  require 
of  such  inferior  officers,  or  either  of  them  so  elected,  a 
bond  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  or 
their  duty.  Said  president,  vice  president,  and  directors 
shall  have  power  to  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, nor  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  lawi 
of  the  United  States,  as  in  their  opinion  may  contribute  to 
the  good  order  and  management  of  said  association,  and 
may,  from  time  to  time,  modify  and  repeal  the  same  at 
their  pleasure.  They  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with  in  their  corporate  name,  and  do  any  and 
every  other  act  not  inconsistent  with  ihe  laws  and  consti- 
tution of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  inconsistent  with  the 
xonstitution  nor  laws  of  the  United  States,  which  in  their 
opinion  will  contribute  to  advance  the  objects  of  said  asso- 
ciation. 

§  4.  Any  four  members  of  the  directors  togegether  with 
a  presiding  officer  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  unless  the  association  shall  fix  on  and  require  a 
difiereiit  number. 

§  5.  At  every  election  of  president,  vice  president,  and 
directors  members  of  the  said  association  may  vote  by 
proxy,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote. 

§  6.  That  the  president,  vice  president,  and  directors 
shall  have  power,  at  any  of  their  fairs,  to  employ  and  ap- 
point policemen  to  preserve  order  and  aid  the  officers  of 
said  association  in  enforcing  their  rules  and  regulations; 
and  said  policemen  shall  have  the  same  authority  as  have 
been  granted  to  the  policemen  of  the  city  of  Louisville; 
and  said  president,  vice  president,  and  board  of  directors 
shall  have  power  to  suppress  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  and  refreshments  on  the  fair  grounds,  and  within 
one-fourth  of  one  mile  of  the  same. 

§  7.  That  said  association  shall,  in  its  corporate  capacity, 
with  all  the  estate  belonging  thereto,  be  liable  for  any 
debts  before  contracted  by  it,  or  by  its  authority,  as  fully 
as  though  the  san^e  had  been  contracted  since  the  passage 
of  this  act.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Madisonville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumwealth  cf 
Kentucky: 

g  1 .  That  the  first  section  of  the  act  above  mentioned 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  sec- 
tion 18  enacted  in  its  stead  : 

g  2.  That  hereafter  the  prudeniial,  fiscal,  and  municipal    .iJSSf^**** 
concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  by 
the  free  white  male  residents  of  said  town  over  the  age  of 
twenty -one  years,  and  who  have  paid  their  town  taxes  that 
may  be  due  and  in  arrears.     Said  trustees,  when  elected, 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  duly  qualified.     That  said     i>ir»ofoflc^ 
trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,   •^'^•••*^ 
shall  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  authorized  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  without  partiality 
or  aflfection  to  any  one,  discharge  the  duties  of  trustees  of 
said  town  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

^  3.  The  boundary  and  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  as  Bomiterfcr 
follows,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  **^*" 
lot  upon  which  Willis  T.  Sisk  now  resides,  and  where  the 
Princeton  road  comes  into  the  Uopkinsville  road;  thence 
east  so  as  to  include  the  house  and  Tot  owned  by  William 
Love,  to  the  old  brick-yard  and  kiln  owned  by  W.  O. 
Hall ;  thence  north,  striking  the  Greenville  road  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Island  ford  road ;  thence  with  the  Island  ford 
road  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Dr.  George  W.  Neet's 
farm;  thence  west  so  as  to  include  the  brick  residence 
lately  owned  by  G.  W.  Woolfolk ;  also  the  residences  and 
lots  owned  by  Dr.  D.  F.  Dempsey  and  John  S.  Malone; 
thence  south  so  as  to  include  the  residence  lately  occupied 
by  L.  M.  Love,  to  Mill  street ;  thence  south  with  said  street 
to  the  Princeton  road  so  as  to  include  the  residences  of 
John  Q.  Adams  and  E.  B.  Fruit;  thence  east  with  the 
Princeton  road  to  the  beginning. 

g  4.  That  section  4th  of  said  act  is  amended  as  follows  :  M«yeoito«»toa. 
that  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power 
to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  property, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  within  said  town,  not  exceeding 
thirty  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year, 
and  a  poll  tax  on  each  free  male  resident  of  said  town 
over  the  a^e  of  twenty-one  years,  not  exceeding  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents. 

$  5.  That  section  6th  of  said  act  is  repealed,  and  the  fol-  **•"*  ^"^^ 
lowing  is  enacted  in  its  stead :  There  shall  also  be  elect- 
ed, by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  on  the  said  first 
Monday  in  August  in  every  fourth  year  th^eafter,  an  offi- 
cer to  be  styled  the  police  judge  of  Madisonville,  who 
•hall  reside  in  said  town,  be  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and

tion  ;  he  shall  be  comtni&sioned  by  the  Governor  for  four 

years ;  and  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office 
shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or 
other  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  without  favor  or  affection,  together  with 
Bucli  other  oaths   as  may  be    required  of  public  officers. 

larisdiouoBi^d    The  Said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  of 

civil  causes  that  a  justice  of  the  peace  has  ;  and  all  war- 
rants or  process  in  civil  causes  issued  by  him  shall  be  re- 
turned for  trial  before  him  unless  the  defendant  otherwise 
directs,  in  writing,  indorsed  and  signed  by  him  in  said  war- 
rant or  process.  He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace, 
and  have  the  same  jurisdiction  of  breaches  of  the  peaee, 
and  other  violations  of  the  penal  and  criminal  laws,  that 
justices  of  the  peace  have;  he  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
all  offenses  arising  under  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of 
aaid  town,  and  shall  have  power  to  enter  judgment  and 
award  execution  accordingly;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  evidence,  and  shall  have  the  same  effect  as 
records  of  justices  of  the  peace  ;  he  shall  have  power  to 
issue  summons  for  witnesses  to  give  evidence  in  causes 
pending  before  him,  and  upon  their  failure  to  attend  to  is-

the  same  shall  be  violated,  an  action  may  be  brought  be- 
fore said  judge  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  against 
the  obligees  or  either  of  them  for  a  breach  of  said  bond. 
§  6.  The  said  judge  shall  be   entitled   to  the  following

plaintiSa,  thirty  cents;  for  swearing  a  jury  and  presidinc 
over  in  any  penal  case,  one  dollar ;  for  taking  a  recogni- 
zance to  keep  the  peace,  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  ob- 
ligors; for  each  subpoena  in  a  penal  case,  twenty  cents; 
for  each  judgment  in  a  penal  case,  twenty-five  cents.  All 
other  fees  of  said  judge,  in  penal,  civil,  or  criminal  cases, 
shall  be  the  same  allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace 
for  like  services  ;  and  all  of  bis  fees  shall  be  collected  ia 
tke  same  manner.  He  shall  have  the  same  power  to  en- 
force his  judgments  by  execution  of  Jiere  facias  or  capias 
fTf^ne^  or  otherwise,  as  justices  of  the  peace  has;  and  said 
police  judge  shall  hold  a  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes 
the  last  Friday  in  March,  June,  September,  and  December 
of  each  year. 

§  7.  That  section  eleven  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  t»v> 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  enacted  in  its  stead: 
That  on  the  Ist  Monday  in  August,  1864,  and  on  the  Ist 
Monday  in  August  every  two  years  thereafter,  shall  be 
elected,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  a  marshal, 
who  shall  hold  his  .office  for  the  period  of  two  years  and 
until  bis  successor  is  duly  elected  ^nd  qualified:  Promded^ 
That  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiice  he 
shall  take  the  oaths  now  prescribed  by  law  for  constables, 
and  shall  execute  and  acknowledge,  in  the  Hopkins  coun- 
ty court,  a  covenant  with  two  or  more  good  and  suflicieat 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  conditioned  as  con- 
stables' covenants,  upon  which  covenant  a  recovery  may 
be  had  by  any  one  injured  by  a  breach  thereof,  in  any 
court  having  competent  jurisdiction.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  marshal  to  execute  all  process  and  precepts  to 
him  directed  by  the  police  judge,  presiding  judge  or  justice 
of  the  peace  for  Hopkins  county,  and  make  due  return 
thereof;  collect  all  taxes  of  said  town,  and  executions  and 
other  demands  which  may  be  put  into  his  hands  to  collect, 
and  adbount  for  and  pay  over  the  same  to  whomsoever  may 
be  entitled  thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
required  of  sherifiTs  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  ofcon^ 
stables  in  the  collection  of  executions  or  other  demands, 
and  for  failure  of  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  he 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceedings  and  penalties 
which  may  be  had  against  sherifis  or  constables  in  similar 
cases.  The  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers,  and 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  for  collecting  town  taxes,  that 
sheriflis  have  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  tax,  county  levy; 
and  in  all  other  cases  the  same  fees  allowed  constables  for 
similar  services:  Provided^  Said  police  judge  shall  have  pow- 
er and  authority  to  direct  his  process  to  be  executed  by  the 
sheriff  or  any  constable  of  Hopkins  county.  Said  marshal 
is  hereby  ve^ted  with  all  power  and  authority  which  is 
given  constables  in  all  cases  cognizable  before  snid  police 
judge;  he  shall  have  the  right,  if  need  be,  to  summon  to 
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1864i  ^^^  Ai<l  th^  power  of  the  connty  in  execnting  any  process 
to  him  directed;  and  any  person  failing  to  aid  said  mar- 
shal, when  80  summoned,  may  be  fined  and  imprisoned  by 
said  police  judge — the  fine  not  to  exceed  five  dollars,  nor 
the  imprisonment  eight  hours.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
marshal  to  arrest,  forthwith,  any  drunken  or  disorderly  per- 
son whom  he  may  find  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
creating  a  disturbance  by  noise  or  other  disorder,  and  take 
the  person  arrested  immediately  before  the  police  judge,  to 
be  dealt  with  according  to  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  marshal  to  collect  all  fines  and  forfeitures  upon  judg- 
ments rendered  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  pay 
,  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town;  and  all  monevs  collected 
by  a  judgment  of  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Hopkins  quar- 
terly court,  or  the  Hopkins  circuit  court,  upon  an  appeal 
from  the  judgment  of  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  for  a 
violation  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  State,  or  ordinances  or 
by-laws  of  said  town,  shall  in  like  manner  be  paid  over  to 
the  said  treasurer. 

§  8.  That  section  eighteen  of  said  act  is  amended  as  fol- 
itoM  «ifi»ftM.    i0^g.  That  the  lien  given  Jn  said  section,  on  the  lots  there- 
in mentioned,  may  be  enforced  by  the  said  trustees  by  an 
action  in  equity  in  the  Hopkins  circuit  court,  and  a  suffi- 
ciency of  said  real  estate  decreed  to  be  sold  to  pay  oflfand 
BMroftnMitM.    satisfy  said  lien  and  all  costs  and  charges.     It  shall  be  the 

duty  of  said  trustees  to  keep  the  streets,  alleys,  and  side- 
walks in  said  t6wn  in  good  order  and  repair;  and  they 
shall  cause  all  cellars,  wells,  stables,  and  other  places  in 
said  town  to  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  filth,  at  the  cost 
and  charges  of  the  owners  thereof 

§  9.  The  said  trustees,  police  judge,  marshal,  and  all  oth- 
byiadiyied  er  oflicers  herein  mentioned,  are  required  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge their  duties  according  to  law,  and  if  any  of  them 
shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or  nonfeasance 
in  ofiice,  he  shall  be  subject  to  be  indicted  in  the  Efopkins 
circuit  court  by  the  grand  jury  of  Hopkins  county,  and 
fined  or  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

§  10.  That  sections  twelve  and  twenty-one,  of  said  act, 
are  hereby  repealed;  and  it  is  enacted  that  hereafter  any 
free  white  male  inhabitants,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
who  shall  be  a  bonajide  resident  of  said  town,  and  who  has 
paid  his  town  taxes  that  may  be  due  and  in  arrears  at  the 
time  he  is  voted  for,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trus- 
tee.

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CHAPTER  398.  1864. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  City  of  Covington  to  convey  certain  property. 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  this  General  Assembly  that  on 
the  22d  September,  1843,  Hiram  Martin  executed  a  deed  of 
conveyance  to  Alexander  L.  Greer  and  Thomas  Greer,  for 
parts  of  lots  349,  350,  and  351,  in  the  old  plan  of  the  city 
of  Covington;  and  also,  it  appears  that  said  pv6peny  was  . 
held  by  said  Martin  as  trustee  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  of  said  city,  and  that  doubts  exists  whether  said 
conveyance  passed  the  title  to  said  fractional  lots  to  said 
purchasers — therefore,  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammonweaith  of  * 

Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
in  Covington,  a  corporate  body  by  the  laws  of  the  State, 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  conveyance  for 
said  property  described  in  said  deed,  to  the  said  Greers% 
and  when  so  executed  .shall  convey  all  its  right  and  title 
of  said  church  corporation  to  said  Greers',  for  the  benefit 
of  the  parties  now  holding  the  same  under  said  Greers'. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  402. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  R.  J.  Maxey,  Surveyor  of  Monroe  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of

§  1.  That  R.  J.  Maxey,  surveyor  of  Monroe  county,  be  al- 
lowed the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  list  and  collect  his  fee  bills  by  dis- 
tress or  otherwise,  subject,  however,  to  all  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  the  law  now  in  force  for  issuing  or  collecting 
illegal  fee  bills.

CHAPTER  403. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Peter  Jett 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealth  of

with  Peter  Jett,  the  contractor  to  distribute  the  public  books 
to  the  several  counties  for  the  year  1863;  and  to  give  a 
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18^)4        certificate  of  the  same  to  the  Auditor,  apon  it  appearing 

to  the  said  Secretary  that  he  has  delivered  all  the  books 

except  those  for  Clinton  county:  Provided,  Thai  the  books 
of  said  county  be  delivered  at  Burksville,  Ky.,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  of  Cumberland  county. 

§  2.  That  said  Jett  is  relieved  from  all  liability  for  the 
books  allotted  to  Powell  county,  and  for  the  non- delivery 
of  the  books  to  Clinton  countv,  but  shall  deliver  the  books 
to  Clinton  county  as  soon  as  practical. 

$  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  eighty-one  dollars  and  seventy 
cents  ($81  70,  be  paid  to  Joseph  A.  Howerton,  of  Bourbon 
county,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, for  which  the  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant 
this  sum  is  for  taxes  improperly  paid  upon  land.

CHAPTER  406. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  Peters,  late  Sheriff  of  Owsley  Coanij 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that 
John  Peters,  late  sheriff  of  Owsley  county,  was*  captured 
by  a  band  of  guerrillas  in  the  spring  of  1862,  and  robbed 
of  his  official  papers  and  fifty  dollars  collected  by  him  of 
State  revenue;  and  subs<equently  his  delinquent  list  was 
destroyed,  together  with  the  commissioner's  book  and  other 
public  documents  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  county — there- 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  CommonicetJtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  John  Peters  be  and  he  is  hereby  al- 
lowed the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  readjust  his  official  business,  gather 
proof  of  his  delinquent  list,  and  collect  his  uncollected  fee 
bills  as  sheriff  of  said  county. 

§  2.  That  in  consideration  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  the 
above  preamble,  the  said  John  Peters  be  and  is  hereby  re- 
leased from  the  payment  of  the  damages  recovered  against 
him  on  a  judgment  obtained  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court, 
and  also  the  amount  of  his  delinquent  lipt,  upon  his  retura* 
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in^  to  the  Auditor,  under  the  seal  of  the  Owsley  county        1864. 
court,  hia  aforesaid  delinquent  list,  and  paying  the  balance  " 

of*  'said  judgment,  after  said  credits,  within  the  above  spe- 
cified two  years. 

g  3.  Provided,  That  the  securities  of  said  Peters  shall, 
in  open  county  court  of  said  county,  agree  to  be  bound  for 
scild  Peters  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

That  the  persons  who  have  subscribed  or  may  sub-  corpAnto:^** 
fferibe  stock  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road 
fW>m  Shelbyville  to  the  county  line,  in  the  direction  of 
Bardstown,  and  for  extending  said  road,  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  oK  the  ''Shelbyville 
aad  Bardslown  Turnpike  Company,"  and  by  that  name 
m^Ly  sue  and  be  sued  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession. 

§  2.  That  said  road  shall  be  under  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen 
president  by  said  directors.  The  said  directors  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  Jane.  . 

%  3.  That  John  P.  Davis,  Louis  Melone,  Nathan  Howell, 
Latvson  Zaring,  and  William  Duval,  are  hereby  constituted 
and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  to  control  nnd  manage 
said  road  until  the  Hrst  election  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
Jane.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  Charter  the  City  of 

ville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwedA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  In  all  cases  where  persons  are  presented  before  the 
police  or  city  court  of  Louisville,  charged  with  drunkennen 
or  'disorderly  conduct,  or  other  offense  not  punishable  by 
indictment,  or  if  punishable  by  indictment,  and  of  which 
this  court  has  jurisdiction,  where  the  fine  is  too  small  in 
the  estimation  of  the  court,  the  judge  of  said  court,  on  sat- 
isfactory proof  of  said  charge,  shall  have  power,  withoot 
the  intervention  of  a  jury,  to  impose  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
three  dollars  nor  more  than  fifteen  dollars,  and  also  to  hold 
the  offender  to  bail  to  keep  the  peace  and  be  of  good  be- 
havior, or  to  impose  the  fine  without  holding  to  bail;  and 
thereupon  the  offender  shall  be  kept  in  custody,  in  the  city 
work-house,  until  the  bail  is  given,  or  the  time  for  which 
the  bail  was  required  shall  have  expired,  and  until  the  fine 
and  costs  are  paid  or  replevied,  or  satisfied  by  labor,  at 
provide!  in  the  11th  section  of  article  5th  of  the  city  char- 
ter, or  reprieved  by  the  Governor.  And  whenever,  in  any 
case,  a  party  shall  be  committed  to  the  city  work-hoaseby 
or  in  consequence  of  the  judgment  of  said  court,  such 
party  shall  so  remain  in  custody  till  said  judgment  shall  be 
complied  with  or  satisfied,  as  permitted  by  the  11th  section 
of  article  5th,  of  the  city  charter,  or  until  said  judgment

Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  the  present  Legislature  of 
Kentucky,  that  the  county  of  Marion,  in  accordance  with 
law,  subscribed  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  stock  to 
the  Louisville  and  Nashville  railroad  company,  for  the  pur- 
pose ot  building  the  Lebanon  Branch,  of  said  road,  and 
bonds  were  issued  in  1854«  having  twenty  years  to  run,  for 
the  payment  of  said  subscription,  and  were  received  by 
said  railroad  in  payment  thereof,  and  then  said  company 
sold  said  bonds  to  individuals  and  corporations,  and  the 
same  are  now  so  held,  and  in  order  to  pay  the  interest 
thereon,  there  has  ever  since  been  a  tax  levied  annually, 
by  the  Marion  county  court,  on  the  tax-payers  of  Marion 
count^s  on  the  personal  and  real  estate  on  the  ad  valorem 
principle;  and  whereas,  the  bonds  now  have  only  ten  years 
to  run  before  maturity,  and  if  the  people  have  to  meet  and 
discharge  them  by  taxation,  together  with  the  annually  ac- 
cruing interest,  the  burthen  will  be  onerous — for  remedy 
whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  of  Marion  county,  by  virtue  of  theix  office, 
whenever  it  shall  appear  to  them  the  same  will  be  to  the 
interest  and  benefit  of  the  tax-payers  of  said  county,  to 
sell  all  or  so  much  of  said  Marion  county  stock  in  said  rail- 
road as  they  may  deem  best,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  sinking  fund,  who 
shall  be  responsible  therefor,  he  and  his  securities  in  his 
bond;  and  the  said  fund  shall  be  used  by  said  commission 
in  purchasing  in  the  bonds  of  said  county  at  the  market 
price,  and  the  residue  of  said  fund  shall  be  used  and  in- 
vested by  them  in  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  and  securities 
of  the  United  States  or  State  of  Kentucky,  such  as  bear 
interest,  and  are  safe,  and  shall  collect  the  interesLnnd  no 
ply  towards  paying  the  interest  on  such  bonds  as  may  uot 
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be  paid  off  and  taken  up;  and  when  theMarion  coanty  bonds        1884. 

become  due  said  commissioners  shall,  sell  said  securities 

and  take  up  said  bonds. 

§  2.  The  commissioners  shall,  when  they  hare  sold  all  or 
a  part  of  said  stock,  make  report  thereof  to  the  Marion 
county  court,  giving  the  amount  sold,  and  amount  realized 
thereby,  and  after  that  the  said  county  court  shall  only  pro- 
vide by  taxation  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  balance  of  the 
debt,  and  also  to  pay,  in  due  time,  before  maturity,  the  bal- 
ance of  said  debt. 

§  3.  All  bonds  taken  in  by  said  commissioners  shall  b^ 
reported  to  the  Marion  county  coort  and  cancelled.

That  the  further  time  of  three  months,  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  given  to  the  coanty  judge 
of  Clinton  county,  elected  in  August,  1862,  to  take  the  oath 
of  office  and  enter  upon  the  duties  thereof;  and  upon  its 
being  made  known  to  the  Governor  that  said  coanty  judge 
was  duly  elected,  he  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Gover- 
nor, and  have  all  the  power,  jurisdiction,  and  authority  as 
if  qualified  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law.

Crawford,  Robert  J.  Elliott,  W.  B.  Belk- 
yomto  powen.     nap,  O.  S.  Wells,  John  H.  Hey  wood,  Edward  Warts,  Henry 
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Barkhardt,  John  W.  Clarke,  H.  C.  Murril,  Wm.  E.  Glover, 
and  W.  J.  Anderson,  of  Loriisville,  Kentucky,  and  their 
associates  and  snccessors  in  office,  be  and  are  hereby, 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of 
^'The  Louisville  Association  for  improving  the  Condition 
of  the  Poor;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  corporate  existence,  with  full  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued;  to  have  a  cor- 
porate seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure; 
and  to  ordain  and  put  in  execution  such  constitution,  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  as- 
sociation, and  for  the  prudent  and  efficient  management  of 
its  affairs,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  propei:  Pro- 
videdy  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
or  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  State. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  acquire  and  hold  by  purchase,  devise,  gift,  grant  or 
otherwise,  real  estate  to  the  value  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  to  the 
value  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars;  its 
officers  may,  from  time  to  time,  employ  a  treasurer,  and 
other  officers  and  agents,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and 
require  bonds  from  them  or  either  of  them,  which  shall  be. 
binding  in  law,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  respective  duties;  and  said  corporation  may  compel 
the  individual  members  of  the  association  to  pay  all  dues, 
demands  and  moneys  which  may  properly  be  owed  by  each. 

§  3.  The  qualifications  for  membership  of  said  associa- 
tion shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  its  constitution 
and  by-laws. 

§  4.  The  corporation  hereby  authorized  shall  have  no 
power  to  deal  in  bills  of  exchange,  nor  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  bankers  or  brokers.  The  net  profits  of  all  their 
business  and  operations  shall  be  forever  appropriated  in 
charity,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  the  improvement  of 
their  condition.  They  shall,  annually,  make  and  publish, 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  and  published  in  Ken- 
tucky, a  report  of  their  condition  and  proceedings. 

§  5.  Full  power  is  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
Kentucky  to  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  act. 

^  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  tke  Towd  oI  CweyvUle,  in  Union  Oonatj 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammanweaUh  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  the  town 
of  Caseyville,  in  Union  county,  to  close  the  street  laid 
down  in  the  plot  of  said  town  as  Fourth  street;  also,  that 

Cart  of  Third  street,  Second  street,  and   First  street,  lying 
etween  Rock  street  and  the  bluff,  and  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  2.  That  Daniel  A.  Brooks,  Joseph  Spragiie,  and  W.  W. 
Pierson,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissionerB, 
with  power  to  sell,  convey,  and  vest  with  legal  title  in  the 
purchasers,  that  part  of  Fourth  street  lying  between  Com- 
merce and  Market,  Market  and  Rock  streets,  also  that  part 
of  Fourth,  Third,  Second,  and  First  streets  ly^ing  between 
Rock  street  and  the  bluff. 

§3.  That  said  commissioners  may  sell  said  parts  of

§  1.  That  Joseph  Brackshaw,  Robert  Miller,  William 
Wisebart,  Robert  Key,  John  Richards,  Robert  Erwin,  and 
John  Stevenson,  ami  their  associates  and  saccessors,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  and  constituted  a  body  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  '^Kentucky  Association  of 
Miners  in  the  Counties  of  Union  and  Crittenden,"  having 
for  their  object  the  mining,  transportation,  and  sale  of  coal 
or  other  fuel,  manufacturers  and  common  carriers,  and  to 
have  perpetual  succession. 

g  2.  They  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  defending,  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  acquire  and  hold  estate, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  not  exceeding  $200,000,  and  the 
same  to  exchange,  sell,  mortgage,  transfer,  pledge,  or  other- 
wise dispose  of,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  and  may  in- 
vest their  funds  in  public  or  private  securities,  or  loan  the 
same  in  like  manner.

They  shall 
appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  association;  they  shall  have  the  general  man- 
agement of  the  business  of  the  association,  ^and  flower  to 
enforce  the  rules  and  by-laws. 

§  5.  The  said  association  shall  have  power  to  make  by- 
laws for  their  government,  and  for  prescribing  the  terms  of 
admission  and  continuance  of  members:  Provided^  Such 
by-laws  shall  not  conflict  with  the  laws  and  constitution  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§6.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  repeal, 
alter,  or  amend  this  charter  at  any  time. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Executor  and  Sureties  of  R  F.  Samnelf, 
dec'd.,  late  Clerk  of  the  Bullitt  Circuit  and  County  Courtai 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwet  lik 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Pablic  Accounts  is  directed  to 
suspend,  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  proceedings  to  collect  a  judgment  in  the  Franklin  cir- 
cuit court  for  $554.80,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealtfa 
against  C.  R.  Samuels,  executor,  and  S.  A.  McKay,  R.  W. 
Deats,  Charles  Lee,  and  James  Combs,  sureties  of  R.  F. 
Samuels,  late  clerk  of  the  Bullitt  circuit  and  county  courts; 
all  liens  for  enforcing  said  payment  shall  remain  in  fuU 
force;  and  upon  payment,  within  said  time,  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  said  judgment,  the  Auditor  is  directed  to 
release  the  twenty  per  ceilt.  damages  embraced  in  die 
judgment.

tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State.  The

Greenwell's,  on  the  Brandenburg  and 
Concordia  road,  including  him;  from  thence  to  Leo  Pike's, 
including  him;  from  thence  to  Benjamin  F.  Singleton's, 
including  him;  from  thence  to  Tipton  Dailey's,  including 
him,  and  also  the  residence  of  Dock  Adams,  Jos.  R.  Mur- 
ray, and  Pa|;^er  Hardin,  running  thence  from  said  Dailey's 
to  King's  landing,  on  the  Ohio  river;  from  thence  up  the 
river,  and  binding  thereon  to  the  mouth  of  French  creek;

$  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawfal  for  the  county  court  of  said 
oounty,  at  its  levy  terms,  to  order  the  claims  allowed  for 
work  and  materials  done  and  furnished,  in  repairing  and 
furnishing  said  jail,  to  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  out  of  the 
first  money  collected  by  him  for  said  county  each  year. 

§  2.  The  next  court  which  may  ineet  to  make  the  levy 
for  said  county  shall  have  the  power,  if  they  think  proper 
to  do  so,  to  include  the  expenses  in  repairing  and  furnish- 
ing said  jail  for  the  year  1863,  and  order  them  first  paid

annually, and  the  principal  redeemable  at  such  period,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  years,  as  to  the  officers  of  said  association 
may  seem  advisable.     The  payment  of  the  principal  and 
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interest  of  said  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  or        1864. 
deed  of  trust  of  all  the  property,  real  and.  personal,  of  said 
association. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  assented  to  by  the 
stockholders  of  said  association,  at  some  stated  or  called 
meeting  of  the  same:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  grant  banking  privileges  to  said 
association.

§  1.  That  at  the  next  annual  election  in  the  county  of 
Boyd,  a  poll  shall  be  opened,  in  each  precinct  in  said  county 
to  take  the  sense  of  the  voters  thereof  upon  the  question  of 
levying  a  tax  for  building  and  repairing  bridges.  Two  col- 
umns shall  be  opened,  one  ''for  the  tax,"  and  one  '^against 
the  tax;"  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting  shall  vote 
*'for  the  tax,"  the  county  court  of  said  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  in  commission  concurring,  shall  have  au- 
thority to  assess  a  tax  of  not  more  than  fifty  cents  on  each 
titfaeable,  and  not  more  than  ten  cents  on  each  hundred 
dollars  worth  of  property  assessed  for  State  purposes,  for 
the  creation  of  a  fund  for  building  and  repairing  bridges  in 
said  county. 

^  2.  The  officers  appointed  to  hold  and  conduct  the  elec- 
tion in  said  county  shall  open  the  polls  required  by  this  act 
to  be  opened,  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  general  elec- 
tion laws  of  the  State,  and  the  qualifications  of  voters 
shall  be  the  same  as  required'  for  State  officers,  and  the 
penalties  the  same  for  illegal  and  fraudulent  voting.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  count 
the  votes  for  county  officers  to  count  the  votes  for  and 
against  the  question  of  taxation  aforesaid,  and  to  certify  the 
result  to  the  county  court  of  said  county,  which  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the  court. 

§  3.  If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county 
voting  for  and  against  the  tax,  vote  for  it,  the  county  court, 
a  majority  of  the  {ustices  concurring,  may  proceed  to  lay 
the  tax  authorized  by  this  act,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
collected  and  expended  for  bridge  purposes,  in  the  manner 
now  authorize^  by  law  for  such  purposes. 

§  4.  The  sherifi*  of  the  county  shall  be  the  collector  of 
the  bridge  tax,  but  if  he  refuse  to  execute  bond  therefor, 
then  the  court  may  appoint  any  other  person  as  collector. 
The  collector,  whether  the  sheriff  or  any  other  person,  be-

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  of  Knox  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
relieved  from  the  payment  to  the  State  of  any  of  the  reve- 
nue collectable  in  and  for  the  year  1864,  except  so  much 
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1864.       thereof  as,  by  existing  laws,  is  for  the  ase  of  the  siDking 
fund,  and  for  the  support  of  common  schools. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Knox 
county  to  collect  the  revenue  assessed  for  said  year,  and 
pay  the  same  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  county  court

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the^ present  and  former  clerks  of  the  Marion 
county  and  circuit  court,  or  their  administrator  or  adminis- 
trators, are  authorized  to  make  out,  in  gross,  the  amount 
due  to  said  clerks  from  any  individual  or  individuals,  for 
services  rendered  by  them  as  clerk,  stating  the  names  of 
the  parties  to  the  suits  in  which  the  services  were  render- 
ed, or  such  other  description  as  will  identify  the  services, 
and  make  affidavit  to  same,  such  as  is  required  by  law  to 
be  made  to  claims  against  decedents  estate ;  and  when  so 
made  out  may  be  restrained  for  as  fee  bills  are  now  dis- 
trained for  by  law;  and  they  shall  be  liable  to  all  the  pen- 
alties now  in  force  against  issuing  illegal  fee  bills.

That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  receive  the 
delinquent  list  of  said  sheriff  for  the  year  aforesaid,  and 
shall  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  said  sheriff  for  the  sum 
of  forty-nine  dollars  and  five  cents,  the  amount  of  the  list 
aforesaid,  and  that  this  act  shall  tak«  effect  from  its  pas^ 
age.

§  1.  That  the  further  time,  until  the  first  day  of  June  next, 
be  given  to  John  M.  Curry,  late  sheriff  of  Pendleton  county, 
to  make  out  and  return  his  delinquent  list  for  the  revenue 
for  the  year  1862,  and  the  Auditor's  list  for  said  year. 

§  2.  That  when  said  delinquent  list  shall  be  made  out 
and  returned  to  and  approved  by  the  county  court  of  Pen-

§4.  Thar  the  said  John  M.  Curry  and  his  securities  shall 
be  released  from  the  damages  imposed  by  said  judgment, 
if  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  pay  up 
the  debt,  interest,  and  cost  of  said  judgment. 
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IS04.  4  9«  That  the  further  time  of  two  years  is  hereby  given  to 

the  said  John  M.  Curry  to  collect  the  taxes  and  fee  bills 
dae  him  for  the  years  1859,  1860,  1861,  and  1862,  which 
shall  be  distrained;  and  the  said  Curry  shall  be  liable  to 
all  the  pains  and  penalties  now  prescribed  by  law  for  ille- 
gal distress,  and  issuing  and  collecting  illegal  fee  bills. 

^  6.  That  the  said  John  M.  Curry  be  allowed  to  place 
said  taxes  and  fee  bills  in  the  hands  of  any  sheriff  or  con- 
stable for  collection  within  the  period  aforesaid. 

§  7.  That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  securltiea 
of  said  John  M.  Curry  shall  give  their  assent  in  the  county 
court  of  Pendleton.

§  1.  That  James  A.  Moore,  late  sheriff  of  Pendleton 
county,  and  his  securities,  shall  be  released  from  the  dam- 
ages imposed  by  a  judgment  against  them  in  the  Franklin 
circuit  court,  in  favor  of  the  commonwealth,  if  they  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  pay  up  the  debt, 
interest,  and  costs  of  said  judgment.

for  illegal  distress,  and  for  issuing  and  collecting  illegal 
fee  bills,  now  imposed  by  law. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  securi- 
ties of  the  said  Moore  shall  appear  in  the  Pendleton  coun- 
t}'  court,  and  have  their  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  court.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  North  Louisville  Company  for  the  Develope- 
ment  of  Quarries,  Water  Power,  Ace,  at  Louisville.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  Commonivealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Joseph  R.  Buchanan.  Jefferson  Brown,  Rowan  corpontor* 
Buchanan,  Lytle  Buchanan,  and  their  associates,  succes-  pJJiJJpoweMr 
8ors  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  "The  North  Louis- 
ville Company;"  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  he  impleaded,  to  receive,  own,  manage,  and  dis- 
pose of  any  species  of  real  or  personal  property  or  chose 
in  action;  to  appoint  agents,  make  contracts,  establish  by- 
laws to  control  their  business  and  their  premises,  (not  in- 
consistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky,  and 
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of  the  United  States,)  and  do  each  other  acts  as  may  be 
appropriate   to  the  purposes  of  said  company,  which  shall 
be  to  deveiope  the  water  power  at  the  falls«  of  the  Ohio 
river,  and  employ  it  for  manufacturing  purposes;  to  render 
their  property  at  the  falls  productive;   to  improve  the  adja- 
cent lands  near  the  falls,  protect  them  from  floods,  and 
develope  their  value  by  improvements,  as  city  property;  to 
develope   and   make  profitable  the  quarries  of  hydraulic 
cement,  lime,  stone,  and  other  materials  north  of  the  Louis- 
ville and  Portland  canal;  also,  to  establish  such  races,  chan- 
nels, and  basins  within  their  own  boundaries,  as  ma}*^  im- 
prove their  communication  and  business  by  water. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  companj'  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  $100  each,  and  shall  be  not  less  than  $50,000, 
nor  than  ($1,000,000.)  one  million  of  dollars  in  amoumt. 
Said  stock  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws 
of  the  company,  in  certificates  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary,  bearing  the  engraved  seal  of  the  company;  and 
the  said  corporators,  their  associates  and  successors,  are 
hereby  empowered  to  convey  to  said  company,  by  deed, 
will,  or  other  legal  conveyance,  any  species  of  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  in  possession,  reversion  or  remainder,  and 
receive  therefor  such  an  amount  of  stock  or  other  payment 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  company.  And  the  prop- 
erty of  the  company,  and  its  profits,  shall  belong  to  the 
stockholders  in  proportion  to  their  amount  of  stock;  and 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  proceedings  oi  the 
company,  giving  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock,  in  person 
or  by  yi^ritten  proxy;  shares  of  stock  shall  be  transferrable 
on  the  books  of  the  company  by  personal  or  written  order. 

§  3.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  transacted  by 
the  president  and  a  secretary,  whom  he  shall  appoint  at 
pleasure,  and  who  shall  keep  a  plain  intelligible  record  of 
the  stock,  the  business  and  the  proceedings  of  the  compaoy, 
accessible  to  inspection  by  stockholders.  But  the  president 
shall  not  issue  8tock  or  bonds  without  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  corporators  or  the  consent  ot  a  majority  of  the 
existing  stock;  nor  shall  he,  without  such  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  stock,  contract  any  debt  or  make  an.y  purchase  of 
more  than  a  thousand  dollars  in  amount. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  quarterly  meetings  of  the  stockhold- 
ers on  the  first  Mondays  of  January  April,  July,  and  Octo- 
ber, and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  be  called  by  the 
president.  At  these  meetings  they  mayj  by  resolution,  pre- 
scribe the  measures  to  be  carried,  out  by  the  president, 
whost^,  duty  it  shall  be  to  obey  the  instructions  regularly 
adopted  by  the  stockholders,  and  to  employ,  efficient  and 
capable  managers  and  workmen  for  the  business  of  the 
company. 
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§  5.  There  shall  aLso  be  a  board  of  coane«llora  appoint- 
ed by  fitockboldere,  not  lesi<  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve 
in  number,  for  the  purposes  of  consultation  and  assistance 
ID  the  more  important  and  difficult  undertakings  of  the 
company. 

^  6.  The  president  of  the  company  shall  be  elected  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  corporators,  for  a  specified  term  of 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  term,  or  upon  his  resigna- 
tion or  death,  a  president  shall  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders; and  the  term  of  the  president  shall  thereafter 
regularly  expire,  and  his  successor  be  elected,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January  of  each  year;  but  if  no  successor  be 
elected  on  that  day  the  president  shall  continue  in  office 
an  til  his  successor  shall  be  elected,  which  election  may  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  any  month  there^after. 

^  7.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  hereby 
have  no  right  or  authority  to  injure  or  obstruct  the  use  or 
navigation  of  the  Ohio  river.  The  right  is  reserved  to  the 
legislature  to  tax,  as  she  may  think  equal  and  jut^t,  said 
eorporation,  and  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  charter.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsseirMy  of  tlie  CommonwealUi 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Dr.  A.  Thomas  and  J.  D.  Wood,  Esq.,  of  Trigg 
county ;  William  M.  Starkes  and  Joel  H.  Wade»  of  Callo- 
Mray  county,  and  William  G.  McNeely  and  Dr.  James 
Hindly,  of  Graves  county,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  here- 
by appointed  commissioners  to  review,  and  if  they  think 
proper,  revi^se  the  road  from  Canton,  Trigg  county,  to  Mur- 
ray, Calloway  county,  and  from  Murray  to  Mayfield, 
Graves  county  ;  and  when  they  shall  be  satisfied  as  to  the 
best  and  nearest  route  for  a  road  from  Canton  to  Murray, 
and  from  Murray  to  Mayfield,  that  they  cau«e  the  route,  so 
selected  by  them,  to  be  plainly  marked  and  identified,  and 
make  report  thereof  to  the  courts  of  the  several  C9untie3 
through  which  said  road  runs,  in  whole  or  part,  and  report 
through  whose  land  said  road  runs.  That  upon  said  re- 
port being  made  to  the  several  county  courts,  and  said 
courts  deeming  said  road  right  and  proper,  and  shall  order 
said  road  to  be  opened  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
sixty  feet,  said  road  shall  be  deemed  a  State  road  ;  and 
said  courts  shall  lay  off  that  part  of  the  road  within  their 
respective  counties  into  convenient  precincts,  and  appoint 
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1 864-.       surveyors  of  the  same,  and  asatgn  hands  to  each  surveyor, 

to  clear   out  and    improve  said    roads,  and  at  all  times  to 

keep  it  in  good  order:  Provided,  That  if  the  county  courts 
of  Trigg  and  Calloway  shall  so  order,  said  road  may  be 
established  and  opened  from  Canton  to  M irrray,  but  frooi 
Murray  to  May  field  it  shall  not  be  established  unless  ibe 
county  courts  of  Calloway  and  Graves  shall  so  order. 
That  the  courts  of  the  counties  through  which  said  road 
passes,  shall  have  power  to  change  and  alter  the  same, 
and  prescribe  its  width,  to  revise  the  same  at  all  times, 
and  to  appoint  surveyors  and  allot  sufficiency  of  hands  to 
keep  the  same  in  repair.  That  any  person  over  whose 
lands  said  road  may  pass,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  writ  of  ad 
guod  damnum,  as  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the 
State ;  and  all  damages  assessed  shall  be  levied  by  the  re- 
spective county  courts,  for  damages  in  their  respective 
county,  as  directed  by  the  general  laws:  Provided,  That  any 
three  of  the  commissioners  from  Trigg  and  Calloway  may 
establish  the  route  from  Canton  to  Murray,  and  any  three 
of  those  from  Calloway  and  Graves  may  establish  said 
route  from  Murray  to  Mayfield  ;  and  if,  from  any  cause, 
anv  of  said  commissioners  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  act,  then 
the  court  of  the  county  of  those  so  failing  or  refusing  may 
appoint  others  in  their  places  ;  and  said  courts  shall  allow 
the  commissioners  from  their  respective  counties  not  over 
three  dollars  per  day  for  their  services. 

§  2.  This  act   to  go  into  eflTect  immediately   on  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  Mayorwidaig 
of  Paducah,  approved  10th  March,  1856, be  amended  as  fol-  m'iL.  "*  ^ 
lows:  That  the  mayor  and  clerk  of  the  city  of  Paducah 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions to  all  officers  or  private  persons,  which  justices  of  the 
peace  now  have  by  law,  and  receive  for  such  service  the 
same  fees. 

6  2.  That  the  marshal  of  said  city  be  and  he  is  required     BUni»«itoooi- 
by  this  act  to  collect  the  poll  tax  and  revenue   tax  ot  said 
city,  and  that  duty  shall  be  hereafter  performed  by  him,  as 
a  part  of  his  official  duty;  and  all  laws  now  in  force  in  re- 
lation to  the  collection  of  taxes  in  said  city  are  made  ap- 
plicable to  said  marshal.     The  council  shall    fix    his    com-     compeanttM^ 
pensation  for  collecting  said  taxes,  and  require  of  him   a 
bond  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful   discharge  of  his 
duties  as  tax  collector,  under  the  laws  and  ordinances   of 
8  id  city.     Should  the  marshal  refuse  to  act  as  collector  of      ''**'*'^22' 
said  taxes,  or  be  unable  to  give  bond  with  security,  or  for    omoo   decUrS 
any  other  cause  does  not  act  as  collector,  then  his  office    ^*'*"^ 
shall  be  declared  to  be  vacant,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  council  to  elect  or  appoint  some  competent  person   as 
marshal  and  tax  collector  to  fill  said   office   till  the  next 
regular  election. 

J  3.  That  in  all  cases  of  arrest  in  said  city  by  the  marshal    JU*"i^5' iJK 
or  his  deputy,  for  a  violation  of  any  ordinance  or  law   of  bond. 
bb  State,  for  misdemeanor,  or  felony,  said  marshal  or  his 
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deputy  shall  have  the  same  power  to  take  a  bond  or  recog- 
nizance ol  the  person  arrested,  with  good  security,  for  his 
appearance,  as  sheriffs  now  hiive  by  law. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  hold  an  inqoedt 
over  the  dead  bodies  of  all  persona  found  in  the  river  oppo- 
site Paducah,  or  floating  to  its  banks,  or  found  in  any  other 
place  in  said  city;  and  the  city  physician  shall  attend  the 
inquest,  and  examine  the  body  and  testify  in  the  caa-e. 
The  marshal  shall  cause  said  dead  bodv  to  be  bun-ied,  and 
he  shall  be  governed  by  all  the  laws  now  in  force  in  rela* 
tion  to  the  duties  of  coroners  in  such  cases,  and  to  be  paid 
the  same  fees  for  his  services  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

^5.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  city  court  of  said  city  is  30  ex- 
tended as  to  embrace  all  cases  of  misdemeanors  occuring 
in  said  city,  either  under  the  ordinances  or  laws  of  said 
city,  or  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  where  the  fine  doea 
not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  or  five  hundred  ddllars  and 
twelve  months  imprisonment,  one  or  both — said  jurisdic- 
tion to  be  concurrent  with  the  circuit  court  of  McCracken 
county.  The  proceeding  shall  be  by  warrant  of  arrest,  is- 
sued by  the  clerk  of  said  city  court,  upon  oath,  or  upon  in- 
formation of  the  mayor,  marshal,  a  councilman,  city  judge, 
city  attorney,  or  other  officer  of  said  city;  and  said  warrant 
shall  be  executed  by  the  marshal  or  his  deputy. 

§6.  All  lines  arising  from  prosecutions  for  violations  of 
the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  for  riots,  routs,  and  breaches 
of  the  peace  in  said  city  court,  or  from  appeals  from  the  same, 
when  collected,  shall  be  by  the  officer  collecting  the  same, 
after  paying  all  legal  cost  and  fees,  paid  into  the  city 
treasury. 

§7.  All  appeals  from  the  judgments  of  said  city  court, 
taken  by  either  party,  shall  be  tak^n  directly  to  the  circuit 
court;  and  the  laws  of  this  State  applicable  to  appeals  from 
quarterly  courts  to  the  circuit  court,  as  to  the  time  within 
which  an  appeal  shall  be  taken,  and  bond  executed,  shall 
apply  to  appeals  from  the  city  court.  But  no  appeal  shall 
be  taken  or  granted  in  any  case  in  the  city  court,  to  either 
party,  where  the  judgment  is  ten  dollars  or  less,  exclusive 
of  costs,  but  such  judgment  shall  be  final. 

§  8  In  all  cases  of  felony  the  city  court  of  said  city  shall 
duly  act  as  an  examining  court,  either  to  acquiror  send  on 
the  accused  to  the  circuit  court  for  further  trial;  and  the 
laws  of  this  State  applicable  to  examining  trials  in  felony 
cases  before  magistrates,  are  made  applicable  to  this  court. 

§9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  judge  of  said  city 
to  bind  out  the  pauper  children  of  said  city,  under  the  same 
rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  as  now  required  by  law 
of  county  courts;  and  this  duty  shall  be  enforced  by  ordi- 
nance of  the  council. 
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§  10.  All  fines  imposed  by  judgment  of  the  city  court  and 
co8ts,  may  be  replevied  for  three  months,  by  defendant  ex- 
ecuting bond  to  the  city  of  Paducah,  with  good  and  ap- 
proved security,  bearing  interest  from  date.  Said  fine  may 
be  paid  to  the  clerk  or  replevied  in  the  office  before  an  ex- 
ecution issues,  before  the  clerk,  who  shall  approve  the  se- 
curity; or  it  may  be  replevied  when  in  the  marshaPs  or 
other  oflicer's  hands  for  collection;  and  the  replevin  bond 
ahall  be  taken  by  the  marshal,  and  the  security  approved 
by  him,  upon  which  bond  and  execution  may  issue  at  ma- 
turity if  not  paid. 

§  11.  For  all  violations  of  the  city  ordinances,  or  viola- 
tions of  the  special  laws  of  the  S.tate,  in  relation  to  Padu- 
cah,  the  warrant  or  pr*»ces8  shall  Usue  in  the  name  of  the 
**City  of  Paducah;"  and  for  all  violations  of  the  general 
laws  of  this  State,  committed  within  the  city  limits,  the  pro- 
cess shall  run  in  the  name  of  "The  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky." 

§  12.  Th'\t  from  and  after  the  termination  of  the  term  of 
the  present  city  attorney,  the  term  of  office  of  said  city  at- 
torney shall  be  two  years,  and  until  his  succeHsor  shall  be 
duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  13.  That  hereafter  all  landf^  and  lots  within  the  pres- 
ent corporate  limits  of  Paducah,  whether  the  t<ame  be  laid 
off  into  lots,  or  the  lots  built  upon  or  not,  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation  by  the  authorities  of  said  city,  the  same  as  any 
other  property  in  said  city.  And  so  much  of  the  ninth  sec- 
tion of  article  eleven,  in  the  charter  of  Paducah,  approved 
March  10th,  1850,  which  is  in  conflict  with  this  amend- 
ment, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

^  14.  That  all  sales  for  the  use  and'  benefit  of  said  city, 
for  taxes  or  otherwise,  whether  real,  personal,  or  mixed  es- 
tate, may  be  made  at  the  market  house  in  Paducah;  and 
Baid  sale  shall  be  valid  when  made  at  said  market  house. 

§  15.  That  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
the  present  city  clerk,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to 
elect  or  appoint  a  clerk  for  said  council,  to  prescribe  his 
duties,  and  fix  his  compensation  and  term  of  office.

the  city  court,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

§  17.  The  fines  imposed  by  the  city  court,  for  violations 
of  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  for  riots,  routs,  and 
breaches  of  the  peace,  can  be  paid  by  the  defendant  by

rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to  appoint  one 
or  more  competent  commissioners  to  digest  and  codify  all 
laws  and  ordinances  in  force  in  said  city,  including  the 
charter  and  its  amendments,  and  have  the  same  printed  in 
pamphlet  lorm. 

§  19.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  city 
court,  in  all  cases  of  breaches  gf  the  peace  and  violations 
of  ordinances,  to  dispense  with  a  jury  trial  at  the  requ^ 
of  the  defendant,  and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  judge  holding  said  court  to  try  the  c€Lse,  and  impoee 
such  fine  and  penalties  on  the  defendant  or  defendants,  as 
the  jury  could  if  the  said  case  had  been  tried  by  a  jury. 

^  20.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent 
the  city  council  of  Paducah  from  taxing  all  such  theatres, 
concerts,  and  other  shows  and  performances  in  such  licens* 
ed  hall.
